Brevities. 

At  Walsall  last  quarter,  samples  of  camphorated  oil  and 
violet-powder  were  analysed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  first  lecture  of  a  series,  by  Mr.  W.  Duddell,  on 
"Signalling  to  a  Distance,  from  Primitive  Man  to  Radio- 
telegraphy,"  will  be  given  at  the  Royal  Institution,  Albe- 
marle Street,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.,  on  December  27,  at 
3  P.M. 

A  meeting  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Botanic  Society 
at  the  Club  House,  Regent's  Park,  on  December  14,  was 
the  occasion  of  another  unseemly  squabble  between  the 
members  of  the  Reform  party,  headed  by  Canon  Barker, 
and  the  Council. 

At  the  Guildhall  on  December  12,  a  young  German, 
named  Curt  Muller,  was  sentenced  to  a  month's  hard  labour 
for  being  a  suspected  person  found  on  the  enclosed  premises 
of  Mr.  M.  E.  Foster,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  50  Bishops- 
gate  Street  Within,  E.C. 

John  Henry,  alias  Dr.  Carl  Vassar,  was  fined  10/.  and  costs 
at  Birkenhead  on  December  18,  for  deserting  his  wife  and 
five  children.  Defendant  frequented  market-places  with  a 
gilded  waggon,  in  which  he  extracted  teeth.  His  wife 
computed  that  his  earnings  averaged  501.  per  week. 

The  "  Trypsin  Treatment  of  Cancer  "  has  had  a  daily  half- 
column  in  the  "  Daily  Mail  "  this  week,  particular  reference 
being  made  to  Dr.  Beard's  methods.  Optimistic  reports 
from  Dr.  Moore,  of  New  York,  and  others  are  quoted  in 
technical  language,  but  the  "  Mail  "  also  notes  the  sceptical 
attitude  of  the  authorities  at  the  Cancer  and  Middlesex 
Hospitals. 

Three  popular  lantern-lectures  on  botany  will  be  delivered 
'by  Professor  Bottomley,  of  King's  College,  at  the  University 
of  London,  South  Kensington,  during  the  Christmas 
holidays,  the  dates  being  January  4,  8,  and  11,  at  3  p.m.  The 
subjects  will  be:  "Flowers,  their  Structure  and  Colour"; 
"Flowers,  their  Insect  Visitors";  and  "Plant  Co- 
partnerships." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  on  December  17, 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  salary  of  6001.  a  year  paid  to 
Mr.  C.  E.  Groves,  F.R.S.,  the  analyst.  Mr.  Bucknell 
said  that  during  1905  Mr.  Groves  had  examined  2,245 
samples  of  water,  or  an  average  of  6£  per  day,  which  showed 
that  he  was  fairly  well  occupied.  Sir  J.  McDougall  said 
it  had  not  been  proved  that  the  analyst  devoted  his  whole 
time  to  the  service  of  the  Board.  The  whole  matter  will 
be  fully  considered  by  a  committee. 

At  Halifax  on  December  14,  a  firm  of  wholesale  grocers 
were  summoned  under  the  Petroleum  Acts  for  selling  petro- 
leum^ in  the  form  of  metal-polish,  with  a  flash-point  under 
75°  F.,  and  also  for  keeping  the  article  in  quantities  over 
3  gals,  without  a  licence.  A  solicitor  from  West  Hartlepool, 
who  appeared  for  the  defence,  explained  that  the  defendants 
were  not  to  blame.  The  company  which  manufactured  the 
polish  had  withdrawn  it  from  sale  and  were  prepared  to  pay 
all  costs.    On  this  the  summonses  were  withdrawn.

Alkali,  etc.,  "Works  Eegistration. 

An  abstract  of  the  Alkali,  etc.,  Act,  1906,  which  comes 
into  force  on  January  1,  1907,  is  given  in  our  new  Diary, 
and  in  connection  therewith  we  call  attention  to  a  Local 
Government  Board  order  issued  this  week,  which  pre- 
scribes the  manner  in  which  works  coming  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  Act  have  to  be  registered.  Except  in  regard  to 
Scotland  the  rules  of  immediate  interest  are  as  follows  : 
The  work  shall  be  registered  in  a  register  to  be  kept  at 
our  office  at  Whitehall,  London,  S.W. 

The  application  for  a  certificate  of  registration  of  the 
work  shall  contain  the  following  particulars,  which  shall 
be  the  prescribed  particulars  to  be  contained  in  the  Register 
of  Works  under  the  Act : 

(a)  The  description  of  the  work,  and  its  name,  if  any. 
(6)  The  name  of  the  parish  or  place,  and  of  the  county, 
in  which  the  work  is  carried  on. 

(c)  The  date  when  the  work  was  erected. 

(d)  If  the  work  is  closed,  the  date  when  it  was  closed. 

(e)  The  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  and  of  the  lessee, 
occupier,  and  other  person  carrying  on  the  work. 

The  application  for  a  certificate  of  registration  shall  be 
addressed  to  us,  and  shall  be  sent  by  post  to  or  delivered  at 
our  office. 

"Us"  are  "John  Burns,  President,"  and  "  S.  B.  Provis, 
Secretary,"  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  Christmas  Appeal. 
The  publication  of  the  letter  from  the  wife  of  an  unquali- 
fied chemist  who  had  fallen  on  hard  times  [C .  &  D.,  Decem- 
ber 15,  p.  883)  brought  a  prompt  response  from  the  public. 
Shortly  after  ten  o'clock  on  Friday  morning  the  manager  of 
a  limited  company  telephoned  to  42  Cannon  Street  for  par- 
ticulars and  offering  to  give  the  man  a  situation  at  once. 
Since  then  we  have  had  one  or  two  other  inquiries  regarding 
the  case,  and,  on  referring  to  the  "Daily  Mail,"  we  were 
informed  that  a  considerable  sum  of  money  had  been  col- 
lected for  the  unfortunate  family  and  that  there  had  been 
three  offers  of  situations  for  the  out-of-work  man.  In  a 
subsequent  issue  of  the  "  Mail "  a  list  was  given  of  contribu- 
tions, ranging  from  6d.  to  7s.  6d.,  amounting  in  all  to  about 
171.  It  was  intimated  also  that  other  correspondents  who 
had  sent  large  sums  would  be  communicated  with  direct, 
that  several  parcels  of  toys  and  clothing  had  likewise  been 
received,  and  that  homes  have  been  found  for  the  children 
for  the  Christmas  season.

At  a  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on  Decem- 
ber 18,  the  following  tenders  were  accepted  for  the  supply 
of  lime  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  :  Formby's  Cereal 
Works,  Ltd.,  14,800  tons,  at  13s.  5d.  a  ton  ;  Messrs.  Fletcher

The  Asylums  Committee  of  the  London  County  Council 
have  accepted  the  following  tenders  in  connection  with  the 
Long  Grove  Asylum  :  Thos.  Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  King, 
drugs,  etc. ,  47^  per  cent,  off  own  catalogue-prices ;  Bur- 
goyne, Burbidges  &  Co.,  dispensary-bottles,  21£  per  cent, 
off  own  catalogue-prices;  Lynch  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  all  other 
requirements  for  druggists'  sundries,  15  per  cent,  off  own 
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catalogue-prices.  The  Stores  Committee  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Biggs  &  Co.  for  the  annual  supply  of  methylated 
spirit,  at  Is.  5d.  per  gallon,  less  2^  per  cent. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Islington  Board  of  Guardians  last  week 
the  Stores  and  Contract  Committee  recommended  that  in- 
structions be  given  for  the  same  course  to  be  taken  as  last 
year — for  a  number  of  wholesale  druggists  to  send  in  samples 
and  terms,  and  the  dispensers  to  report  to  the  Board.  This 
was  agreed  to. — Mr.  Lambert  said  the  cost  of  drugs  had 
increased  from  1,205Z.  in  1891  to  2,6197.  in  1906.  That 
was  a  matter  that  required  strict  investigation,  especially 
when  the  medical  superintendent  informed  him  that 
recently,  on  comparing  the  invoices  for  drugs,  on  three 
orders,  amounting  to  about  86/.,  the  prices  charged  were 
upwards  of  181.  in  excess  of  the  current  prices  of  one  of  the 
leading  firms  of  druggists. 

Petroleum-soap 

A  public  demonstration  of  considerable  interest  was  given 
in  the  Hotel  Cecil,  on  December  19,  to  prove  the  feasi- 
bility of  employing  petroleum  in  the  production  of  soap. 
About  forty  persons  attended  the  seance  (which  lasted  for 
nearly  five  hours),  and  the  entire  process,  which  is  the 
patented  invention  of  a  French  syndicate,  was  shown  from 
start  to  finish.    It  is  claimed  that  by  means  of  this  process 
a  soap  can  be  supplied  to  the  trade  at  25  per  cent,  below 
the  price  of  any  soap  of  similar  quality  at  present  on  the 
market,  and  that  there  would  still  be  left  a  margin  of 
double  the  profit  on  which  present  manufacturers  have 
been  working.    The  experiment,  which  was  perfectly  open 
and  entirely  successful,  was  carried  out,  under  consider- 
able disadvantage    (owing  to   the   restricted  conditions 
incidental  to  the  Pompadour  Room  of  a  first-class  hotel),  by 
a  French  chemist.    A  batch  of  soap,  weighing  from  12 
to    14   kilos.,    was   made   by   first   emulsifying  heavy 
Russian  petroleum  oil  with  3  per  cent,  of  an  infusion  of 
quillaia,  then  adding  an  equal  quantity  of  palm  oil,  and 
melting  together,  then  saponifying  with  successive  quan- 
tities of  lye  of  8°,  12°,  and  20°  Baume.    The  infusion  of 
quillaia  ("  Panama  wood  water,"  the  demonstrator  called 
it)  is  used  in  the  proportion  of  1  kilo,  of  quillaia  to  10 
litres  of  water.    Four  litres  of  the  crude  oil  was  emulsified 
with  this  by  means  of  a  kind  of  egg-switch,  4  kilos,  of 
palm  oil  was  added  to  the  emulsified  petroleum,  and 
the  whole  melted  over  a  Bunsen  burner.    Then  2  litres 
of  the  8°  lye  was  gradually  added,  6  litres  of  the  12°  lye, 
and  lastly  about  4  litres  more  of  the  20°  lye.  When 
sufficiently  saponified  a  quantity  of  resin  was  added  to  the 
bulk,  and  this  was  poured  into  moulds  which  were  placed 
under  lock  and  key  by  the  manager  of  the  hotel.    On  the 
following  day  the  moulds  were  examined  by  several  of  those 
who  attended  at  the  manufacture,  but  the  soap  had  not  by 
that  time  "  set "  firmly.  The  finished  product  (without  resin) 
has  all  the  appearance  of  good  curd  soap.      It  has  no 
smell,  and  its  cleansing  properties  were  tested  by  all 
present  at  the  gathering,  and  pronounced  satisfactory. 
The  addition  of  a  small  quantity  of  resin  was  shown  to  be 
sufficient  to  increase  the  lathering  properties  of  the  soap, 
which,  when  made  without  resin,  is  as  hard  as  ordinary 
Castille  soap,  but  is  softer  in  "  feel  "  when  used  for  wash- 
ing.   The  demonstration  attracted  a  number  of  soap-manu- 
facturers, but  the  bulk  of  the  company  were  pressmen. 
The  inventors  claim  that  any  fat  desired  may  be  incor- 
porated with  the  "saponified  petroleum,"  and  that  super- 
fatting,  medicating,  and  perfuming  may  be  carried  out  in 


to  the  conviction  of  anyone  guilty  of  destroying  mineral- 
water  bottles,  syphons,  and  boxes  belonging  to  members  of 
the  Association.  The  notice  adds  that  "It  is  illegal  to 
fill  or  utilise  in  any  form  whatsoever  mineral-water  bottles 
or  syphons  belonging  to  members  of  this  Association." 

The  shop-windows  of  our  pharmacies,  writes  a  correspon- 
dent, have  assumed  their  Christmas  attire,  and  very  pretty 
all  look.  As  no  prize  is  offered  by  the  0.  tfc  D.,  it  would 
be  invidious  to  name  what  firm's  show  would  "take  the 
bun."  All  favour  variegated  drapery  with  perfumes,  soaps, 
sachets,  and  the  gentler  sex's  requisites  and  perquisites  of 
the  season. 

Fires. 

A  fire  occurred  on  December  13  at  the  private  residence  of 
Mr.  J.  Fraser,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  Hamp- 
ton Wick,  and  damage  estimated  at  201.  was  done. 

A  fire  occurred  at  the  shop  of  Messrs.  J.  L.  Smith,  Ltd., 
chemists,  Regent  Road,  Salford,  on  December  17,  but  the 
brigade  was  able  to  subdue  the  flames  before  much  damage 
was  done. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  December  18,  at  Bishop's  Court,  Old 
Bailey,  City,  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Arnold  &  Sons, 
surgical-instrument  makers.  Bursting  open  the  doors,  the 
firemen  were  just  in  time  to  restrict  a  very  dangerous  fire- 
to  the  workshops  on  the  first  floor. 

A  destructive  fire  occurred  at  Handford  Road,  Kenning- 
ton,  on  December  19,  in  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Oppen- 
heimer,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing-chemists.  The 
outbreak,  the  cause  of  which  has  not  yet  been  ascertained, 
occurred  about  one  o'clock  in  the  morning ;  but  although 
no  delay  took  place  in  giving  the  alarm  and  firemen  were 
quickly  at  work,  the  flames  spread  rapidly,  and  in  a  short 
time  the  works  were  completely  gutted.  Considerable 
alarm  was  manifest  in  the  residential  flats  which  surround 
the  works,  and  women  and  children  ran  into  the  streets  in 
their  night-attire.    Mr.  John  Burns,  the  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  was  one  of  the  early  arrivals  at 
the  fire,  and  assisted  in  calming  the  fears  of  the  distressed 
people.  By  strenuous  efforts  the  firemen  managed  to  restrict 
the  fire  to  the  chemical  works  in  which  it  originated,  the 
neighbouring  houses  suffering  nothing  more  than  a  scorch- 
ing.    The  Oppenheimer  back-building  had  a  frontage  and-; 
depth  each  of  about  75  ft.,  and  it  was  burnt  out  to  the 
roof.    Facing  the  road  is  a  brick  building  of  three  floors, 
in  which  are  offices  and  store-rooms.    The  two  upper  floors, 
were  completely  burnt  out.   A  photograph  of  part  of  the  de- 
stroyed premises  appeared  in  Thursday's  issue  of  the  "  Daily 
Mirror."  Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  solicit  the 
kind  indulgence  of  their  customers  in  the  wholesale  and  retail 
trade  for  any  delay  that  may  occur  in  the  execution  of 
orders.     They  inform  us  that  they  are  installing  new 
machinery  and  all  manufacturing  requirements,  and  they 
expect  to  be  in  perfect  working  order  with  their  reserve 
machinery  within  the  next  few  days.

Birmingham  Notes. 
In  a  bee  case  at  the  assizes  an  expert,  the  Rev.  Ellis 
Davenport,  stated  that  bees  can  smell  anything  sweet  at  a 
distance  of  half  a  mile. 

One  occupant  of  the  dock  (a  letter-sorter)  at  the  City 
Assizes  last  week  must  thank  his  stars  and  Mr.  Marshall 
Freeman,  his  counsel ;  for  the  Judge  said  he  had  allowed 
himself  to  be  persuaded  to  such  a  degree  as  to  minimise  his 
punishment  from  long  penal  servitude  to  a  short  term  of 
hard  labour.

Sheffield  Notes. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  at  the  Press  Club  on  Decem- 
ber 15,  when  Mr.  W.  E.  Heaton,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of 
Watson's  Gramophone  Supply  Department,  gave  a  most 
agreeable  gramophone  entertainment. 

The  University  Chemical  Society  held  their  second  annual 
conversazione  on  December  13,  a  very  enjoyable  programme 
being  provided.  In  the  elementary  laboratory  there  was  an 
exhibition  of  alchemical  and  early  chemical  apparatus,  and 
Professor  W.  Palmer  Wynne  occupied  the  lecture- theatre, 
his  subject  being  "  Flames." 

The  "Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph"  has  dealt  editorially 
with  Mr.  Gilbert  Jackson's  suggestion  as  to  a  buying  asso- 
ciation, and  says  the  scheme 

strikes  us  as  a  much  more  sensible  way  of  meeting  competi- 
tion than  an  attempt  to  get  up  a  popular  agitation  about  the 
legitimate  or  illegitimate  use  of  the  word  "  chemist."  It 
may  interest  Sheffield  chemists  to  know  that  in  the  neigh- 
bouring town  of  Barnsley  a  similar  experiment  was  set  on 
foot  some  years  ago.  ...  It  might  be  worth  while  to  set  a 
few  inquiries  afoot  in  Barnsley  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
procedure  and  the  success  that  is  likely  to  be  attained  by 
their  project. 

Companies  and  Tradesmen. 
At  the  Worcester  Chemists'  dinner  reported  in  this  issue, 
the  Mayor  remarked  upon  the  modern  multiple-shop  tend- 
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ency  as  taking  money  away  from  such  towns  to  the  larger 
centres  where  the  headquarters  of  the  companies  are.  Mr. 
Jesse  Boot,  as  managing  director  of  Boots,  Cash  Chemists, 
has  written  to  a  local  paper  denying  that  this  happens  any 
more  with  companies  than  with  individual  traders.  He- 


says  : 

Does  the  Mayor  spend  the  takings  of  his  shop  among 
local  tradespeople  ?    Not  at  all.    Most  of  it  goes  to  London 
and  elsewhere  to  buy  more  goods  to  sell  again.    If  he  means 
to  speak  fairly  he  alludes  to  the  profits  of  the  business. 
Mr.  Boot  also  says  that  the  managers  of  each  of  his  com- 
panies' shops  in  all  towns  are  men  of  position  and  educa- 
tion, and  their  assistants  are  likewise  responsible  citizens 
who  contribute  their  fare  share  towards  the  rates,  and  shop 
locally  the  same  as  any  other  private  individual.  Mr. 
Boot  also  touches  on  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson's  remark  about  com- 
pany pharmacy,  saying  : 

Common-sense  shows  at  a  glance  that  if  a  company  is 
allowed  by  law  to  do  a  chemist's  business,  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  qualified  chemist,  it  would  be  much  more  strange 
that  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  use  the  name  and  say  so. 
The  ietter  in  which  these  views  are  set  forth  would  occupy 
about  a  C.  &  D.  column,  and  so  far  we  have  seen  no  re- 
joinder in  the  "Worcester  Daily  Times." 

The  Convent  Dispenser. 
At  the  Kensington  Coroner's  Court,  on  December  18,  an 
inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  Emily  Tebworth  (36),  who 
was  found  dead  in  her  cell  at  the  Roman  Catholic  Convent 
of  Poor  Clares,  at  Notting  Hill.  From  the  evidence  of  the 
mother-vicaress  and  other  nuns  who  were  called,  it  appeared 
that  deceased  was  undergoing  training  for  a  nun,  but  she 
was  found  unsuitable,  and  it  was  arranged  that  she  should 
leave  the  convent  on  the  day  she  died.  One  of  the  nuns 
who  gave  evidence  was  Josephine  Oram,  who  said  she  acted 
as  dispenser  at  the  convent.  In  addition  to  ordinary  medi- 
cines, they  kept  there,  she  said,  many  poisons,  such  as 
strychnine,  opium,  morphine,  and  hydrocyanic  acid.  She 
is  not  a  qualified  chemist.  The  poisons  are  kept  in  a  cup- 
board in  the  dispensary.  On  the  night  before  her  death, 
while  witness  was  in  the  dispensary,  the  deceased  went  to 
the  cupboard  and  took  something  which  the  witness  did  not 
see.— Dr.  Macleod,  of  Ladbroke  Grove,  who  was  called 
in,  said  he  found  deceased  dead  on  her  bed.  She  was  quite 
peaceful,  and  looked  as  if  she  had  absolutely  laid  herself 
down  to  die.  He  explained  that  it  was  quite  legal  for 
persons  to  make  up  medicines  in  their  own  places.  The 
Pharmacy  Acts  only  applied  to  persons  who  made  up  medi- 
cines for  profit.  The  medicines  were  made  up  in  the  convent 
for  reasons  of  economy.  The  poisons  were  all  kept  under 
lock  and  key.— Dr.  Bernard  Spilsbury  said  death  was  due  to 
syncope  from  rupture  of  the  heart.  There  was  no  sign  of 
any  poison.— The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance 
■with  the  medical  evidence. 

Cough-mixture  from  the  Grocer. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Battersea  on  December  14,  on  the 
body  of  a  child  who  died  from  pneumonia,  the  mother  said 
she  bought  cough-mixture  for  the  deceased  from  a  grocer. 
The  Coroner  said  it  was  unfortunate  that  the  law  allowed 
manufacturers  to  sell  medicine  by  the  same  kind  of  adver- 
tising as  a  properly  prescribed  medicine.  Advertisers  did 
not  specify  exactly  for  what  complaint  a  medicine  was 
intended,  and  he  thought  that  those  advertisements  were 
all  entirely  dishonest.  It  was  quite  possible  that  some 
people  were  the  better  for  taking  such  cough-mixture,  but 
to  give  a  child  when  it  was  suffering  from  pneumonia  a 
cough-mixture  could  not  do  any  good,  and  the  practice  of 
selling  such  things  deceived  people  of  the  class  to  which 
the  parents  of  the  deceased  child  belonged.

Examination  Eegulation. 
The  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Privy  Council  in  Ireland  have 
sanctioned  the  following  regulation  made  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act  (Ireland)  1875  : 

That  Pharmaceutical  Licence  Examination  Regulation  3, 
par  (c)  p.  75  of  Calendar  1906,  be  as  follows:  "  (e)  Every 
person  who  shall  have  served  an  apprenticeship  or  assistant- 
ship  of  four  years  to  a  chemist  and  druggist  or  registered 
druggist  under  the  Pharmacy  (Ireland)  1875  Amendment 
Act  1893,  and  who  shall  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Society  in  force  for  the  time  being,  and,  in  addition  and 
subsequent  to  passing  the  Preliminary  examination,  shall 
have  served  an  assistantship  of  two  years  to  either  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  a  Licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries  Hall 
keeping  open  shop,  shall  be  entitled  to  present  himself  for 
examination  under  the  principal  Act  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  shall  be  entitled  on  passing  his  examination  to 
be  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  (T.h.ls  regula" 
tion  to  apply  to  all  commencing  the  assistantship  of  two 
years  after  December  31,  1906.)

Dundee  Notes. 

The  milk  consumed  in  Dundee  is  said  to  be  of  very  poor 
quality.  Mr.  G.  D.  Macdougald,  F.I.C.,  city  analyst,  who 
has  made  a  special  study  of  this  subject,  places  Dundee  milk 
below  the  average  of  fifty  neighbouring  towns,  and  calculates 
the  money  value  of  the  deficient  fat  at  5,148Z.  for  the  past 
year. 

Some  alarm  was  caused  in  the  dispensary  of  Dundee  Royal 
Infirmary  on  Saturday  morning,  December  15,  by  an  out- 
break of  fire,  which  originated  from  the  over-heating  of  a  tin 
of  beeswax  intended  for  polishing  the  floors.  Not  much 
damage  was  done.  A  local  paper  begins  its  record  of  the 
event  by  saying  that  "the  extreme  inflammability  of  bees- 
wax was  practically  demonstrated  to  Mr.  Robertson,  dis- 
penser at  Dundee  Royal  Infirmary,  and  his  staff." 

The  Hygienic  Institute. 

Sheriff  Sym,  Perth,  has  issued  his  decision  in  an  action 
at  the  instance  of  William  H.  Scott,  engine-driver,  Craigie, 
Perth  who  sued  Oscar  Farkasch  and  Michael  Lauer,  trading 
as  the  Hygienic  Institute,  at  Perth  and  other  places,  for 
damages,  restricted  to  12/.,  in  respect  of  the  operator  having, 
it  was  alleged,  carelessly  and  negligently  and  without  proper 
skill  abstracted  eleven  teeth,  whereby  the  plaintiff  suffered 
considerably  from  loss  of  blood,  and  for  some  time  had  to 
take  a  less  responsible  position  on  the  railway.  The  opera- 
tion  was  performed  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Dells,  who  stated  that  it 
was  done  skilfully.  A  number  of  expert  witnesses  were 
examined,  and  in  the  result  the  Sheriff  decided  wholly  in 
favour  of  the  Institute.

The  Paris  Academy  of  Sciexces  held  its  annual  public 
meeting  on  Monday  last,  and  M.  Henri  Poincare,  who  pre- 
sided, opened  the  proceedings  by  the  usual  address  in 
memory  of  those  members  of  the  Academy  who  have  died 
during  the  year.  They  include  the  name  of  Professor  Curie. 
A  list  of  the  important  prizes  annually  awarded  by  the 
Academy  was  also  read. 

Pasteur  First. — The  "Petit  Parisien  "  has  taken  the 
vote  of  its  readers  as  to  who  is  the  greatest  of  Frenchmen 
{from  a  given  list),  and  the  person  sending  in  the  list  nearest 
approaching  the  final  result  is  to  receive  4,000L  sterling. 
Pasteur  took  the  lead  almost  from  the  first,  and  keeps  it 
steadily,  closely  followed  by  Victor  Hugo.  The  present 
figures  are  :  Pasteur,  931,650  ;  V.  Hugo,  867,504  ;  Gambetta, 
854,241 ;  and  Napoleon,  821,602

A  Presentation. — A  pleasing  feature  of  the  recent  annual 
fcanquet  of  the  Syndicate  of  Pharmacists  of  Paris  and  the 
Seine  Department  was  the  presentation  of  the  violet  ribbon, 
or  "Officer  of  the  Academy,"  to  Dr.  Henri  Martin,  the 
President  of  the  Syndicate.  The  insignia  were  personally 
presented  to  him  by  the  representative  of  the  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction  in  the  presence  of  Dr.  Martin's  col- 
leagues, whose  hearty  cheers  expressed  their  appreciation 
of  this  deserved  compliment  and  delicate  attention. 

Protecting  Prices. — The  "ticket"  system  of  price- 
protection  (so  called  to  distinguish  it  from  the  "  Lorette  " 
■or  "  Premium  "  system)  seems  to  be  gaining  favour  among 
pharmacists  generally.  Proprietary-medicine  manufac- 
turers practising  this  system  recently  met  and  decided  to 
"  definitely  and  legally  "  group  themselves  for  the  develop- 
ment of  effective  regulation  of  the  system.  The  Provisional 
Committee  formed  to  study  the  matter  and  organise  the 
combination  is  composed  of  MM.  Borney,  of  Swann's  Phar- 
macy ;  Couterieux,  Freyssinge,  and  Loiseau,  of  Paris ;  and 
Mere,  of  Orleans. 

The  Proposed  Medicine  Stamp-duty. — One  of  the  results 
■of  the  suggested  medicine  stamp-duty  in  France  has  been 
the  formation  of  a  new  Parliamentary  group  under  the  name 
of  the  "  Pharmacists'  Group."  The  members  consist  of  depu- 
ties who  have  interests  more  or  less  remotely  connected  with 
pharmacy,  and  Dr.  Cazeneuve,  to  whose  initiative  the  forma- 
tion of  the  group  is  due,  is  the  President.  The  idea  of  tax- 
ing trade-marks  and  trade-names  to  a  small  extent,  instead 
of  imposing  a  medicine-stamp  duty  alone,  seems  to  be  gain- 
ing favour  in  influential  quarters;  and  "  Xrayser's  "  com- 
ments on  this  point  in  last  week's  C .  <£  D.  have  been  read 
over  here  with  interest. 

A  Courageous  Pharmacist. — The  Villiers  quarter  of 
Paris  was  the  scene  of  an  animated  incident  a  few  days  ago, 
of  which  M.  H.  Gripouilleau,  pharmacist,  of  131  Avenue 
de  Villiers,  was  the  principal  figure.  For  some  time  past  he 
has  been  seriously  annoyed  by  a  band  of  hooligans,  who 
assembled  daily  in  the  neighbourhood  at  nightfall  and  princi- 


pally in  front  of  the  pharmacy.  M.  Gripouilleau  complained 
to  the  police,  and  measures  were  taken  to  put  an  end  to 
the  nuisance.  But  the  young  roughs  tried  a  plan  of  revenge, 
and  when  the  pharmacist  was  putting  up  the  shutters  of  his 
premises  last  Saturday  night  half-a-dozen  of  them  com- 
menced intimidating  him,  and  finally  one  drew  a  revolver 
and  fired  twice  on  the  pharmacist,  but  fortunately  missing 
him.  M.  Gripouilleau  is  not  a  man  to  be  easily  intimidated, 
and  he  quietly  stepped  back  into  the  pharmacy  and  re- 
turned with  a  stout  ally  in  the  form  of  a  big  stick.  With 
this  he  laid  about  him  with  good  earnest,  and  the  hooligans 
soon  took  to  flight,  while  cries  of  "Stop,  thief!"  caused 
two  policemen  to  take  up  the  chase — which  they  did  in  a 
cab— finally  making  one  capture,  after  a  policeman  had 
been  shot  at — a  lad  of  seventeen,  named  Marius  Coudray. 
The  latter  carried  a  loaded  revolver,  a  dagger,  and  a  bunch 
of  false  keys ;  he  is  now  in  gaol.  Three  members  of  the 
same  band  have  also  since  been  arrested. 


3talian  Ittotes. 

(From  a  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent  in  Florence.) 

The  season  has  now  begun  and  promises  to  be  a  suc- 
cessful one. — Is  there  any  real  preventive  for  mosquitos  ? 
The  oils  of  lavender,  peppermint,  eucalyptus,  rosemary,  and 
cajaput,  alone  or  in  bewildering  combinations,  are  recom- 
mended and  faithfully  tried.  Camphor  and  carbolic  and 
other  similar  "smelly"  oleaginous  compounds  are  resorted 
to  in  desperation,  as  well  as  ointments  of  menthol  and 
thymol.  But  the  plague  still  continues.  This  autumn  the 
splendid  weather  has  not  only  prolonged  the  life  of  insects, 
but  has  increased  their  vitality,  so  that  a  real  preventive  is 
more  than  ever  desirable. — Early-closing  law  is  unheard 
of  here,  and  the  French  jour  de  repose  agitation 
has  not  yet  reached  Italy.  Here  hours  are  as  long 
as  ever,  generally  speaking  8  to  8  and  8  to  10 
alternate  evenings.  A  short  season  signifies  long 
hours  and  little  else  save  labour. — It  was  the  light  in  the 
office  that  attracted  me.  I  knocked,  entered,  and  intruded 
on  a  party  of  three.  Falteringly,  in  a  foreign  tongue,  I 
made  a  request  for  a  look  round.  Unknowingly,  I  had 
struck  "  ile  " — and  spirits.  The  first  factory,  to  which  the 
office  is  attached,  is  used  for  the  distillation  of  spirits  from 
spent  fermented  grapes.  After  undergoing  various  fer- 
mentations, the  waste  product  is  here  subjected  to  distilla- 
tion, whereby  a  small  quantity  of  alcohol  is  recovered. 
Thereafter,  by  a  maceration  of  the  residue  in  water,  cream 
of  tartar  is  obtained.  I  hope  none  finds  its  way  to  England, 
though  my  guide  quoted  England  and  America  as  buyers. 
It  is  unnecessary  to  give  a  description  of  the  process ;  suffice 
it  t>o  say  that  it  was  carried  out  with  the  usual  Italian  dis- 
regard for  cleanliness.  There  was,  however,  one  innovation 
of  which  the  owners  were  proud — a  worm  condenser  !  Then 
we  visited  the  olive-oil  factory.  There  the  oil  is  extracted 
from  spent  olives — or  olives  regarded  as  such  by  the  some- 
what unskilful  contadini.  These  were  subjected  to  com- 
pression and  exhaustion  by  carbon  bisulphide.  There, 
again,  a  worm  condenser  was  proudly  displayed.  The  oil 
produced  is  for  commercial  use  only,  though  its  taste  is  no 
worse  than  many  others  I  have  sampled  at  home.  Vada,  the 
locality  of  the  factory,  lies  in  the  midst  of  the  vineyards  and 
olive-groves  of  Tuscany,  and,  being  a  seaport,  supplies  are 
obtained  from  Corsica,  Elba,  and  even  distant  Sicily. — 
New  regulations  have  been  issued  by  the  Government  as 
to  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the  public.  The  prefects 
of  the  different  districts  have  been  instructed  to  see  that 
the  supply  of  medicines  is  arranged  to  suit  local  needs. 
This  object  is  to  be  attained  either  by  the  provision  of 
medicine-cupboards  under  the  control  of  the  parish  authori- 
ties, or,  where  possible,  several  parishes  may  combine  to 
establish  a  fully  equipped  pharmacy  in  charge  of  a  qualified 
chemist.  Before  the  opening  of  each  new  pharmacy  for 
public  use,  or  for  civil  and  military  hospitals,  the  prefect 
must  see  that  it  is  thoroughly  inspected  by  the  Government 
medical  officer  of  health  for  the  province,  accompanied  by  a- 
chemist.  The  inspection  is  to  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the 
proprietor  and  the  manager,  who  have  to  pay  the  costs.

Cape  Colony. 

Business  in  South  Africa. — While  the  Trade  Commis- 
sioner for  Canada  at  the  Cape  was  writing  his  Government 
that  South  Africa  was  not  worth  attention  commercially — 
and  it  is  presumed  that  he  included  the  drug-trade  as  well — 
Mr.  C.  H.  Knight,  U.S.  Vice  Consul-General  at  Cape  Town, 
was  telling  his  Government  that  business  was  looking  up  in 
drug-circles.  Extracts  from  the  report  only  have  reached 
the  Cape,  but  it  would  appear  that  Mr.  Knight  got  his  in- 
formation from  one  of  the  principal  wholesale  and  retail 
firms,  who  declared  trade  as  decidedly  on  the  up  grade, 
though  no  cause  could  be  assigned  for  it.  Our  correspondent 
at  the  Cape  says  that  from  Cape  Town  to  Washington  is  a 
long  way  to  go  for  news  about  the  conditions  of  trade  in 
South  Africa,  more  especially  about  those  prevailing  in  the 
town  in  which  one  resides  for  months  in  the  year,  and  if 
there  is  an  upward  tendency  he  has  failed  to  hear  of  it. 
The  depression  is  still  acute,  though  the  country  districts  are 
healthier  from  a  purchasing  point  of  view,  and  wholesale 
firms  are  not  only  reducing  salaries,  but  are  discharging 
hands.  The  brighter  feature  of  the  situation,  if  there  is  one, 
does  not  consist  in  the  increased  output  of  gold  from  the 
Transvaal,  but  in  the  fact  that  South  Africa  is  just  be- 
ginning to  raise  foodstuffs  again,  especially  cattle. 

Colonial  Spirits.— It  is  officially  notified  that  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  following  Excise 
regulations  having  reference  to  the  export  of  Colonial  spirits 
to  German  South-West  Africa  under  rebate  of  Excise-duty. 

1.  No  rebate  of  Excise-duty  will  be  granted  on  Colonial 
spirits  exported  overland  from  the  Cape  Colony  to  German 
South-West  Africa,  from  and  after  December  1,  1906,  un- 
less the  following  conditions  are  complied  with  : 

(a)  The  spirits  must  be  imported  into  German  South- 
west Africa  through  one  of  the  following  inland  ports: 
Raman's  Drift,  Scuitdrift,  Ukamas,  Davignab,  or  Hasuur. 

(6)  A  certificate  granted  by  the  German  Imperial 
authorities  in  German  South-West  Africa,  certifying  to 
the  actual  receipt  of  the  spirits  in  that  territorv,  must  be 
furnished  to  the  Excise  Department  or  to  the'  Excise 
receiver  of  the  district  in  which  the  consignor  is  resident 
before  any  rebate  will  be  allowed. 

2.  Colonial  spirits  exported  to  German  South-West  Africa 
cannot  be  re-imported  into  the  Cape  Colony  unless  the 
authority  of  the  Controller  of  Excise  has  been  previously 
obtained. 

3.  Failure  to  comply  with  these  regulations  or  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  consignor  to  furnish  the  requisite  proof  of 
export  within  three  months  of  the  date  of  despatch  of  a 
consignment  will  render  such  consignor  liable  for  the  Excise- 
duty  on  the  consignment  as  if  it  were  a  sale  or  removal  to 
an  unlicensed  person  m  the  Colony. 

The  OPIUM-TRADE.-The  Government  of  Cape  Colony  is 
now  refusmg  to  grant  permits  to  chemists  to  import  opium, 
and  a  peninsula  firm  that  did  not  take  the  precaution  to  get 
the  necessary  document  prior  to  ordering  has  not  been 
allowed  to  take  delivery  of  a  lot  contained  in  a  shipment  It 
is  understood  that  the  Government  intends  framing  special 
regulations  covering  the  importation  of  opium  and  its  pro- 
ducts ;  an  the  meantime  Section  20  of  the  Customs  Amend- 
ment Act  is  m  use  to  control  the  traffic.   It  reads  : 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  except  a  registered 
medical  practitioner,  dentist,  or  chemist       -   '  reeis-tered 


import  into  tins  Colony  any  gum-opium,  extract  of  opium 
poppies  or  preparations  of  pop-pies,  and  no  such  exceptec 
person  shall  lmport  any  such  substance  without  a  permit 


No  regulations  have  as  yet  been  published.  The  authorities, 
are  aware  that  certain  persons,  not  chemists,  have  been 
going  to  members  of  the  drug-trade  offering  to  pay  down  as 
much  as  2,000/.  in  cash  if  they  would  undertake  to  import 
opium  for  them.  As  to  profits,  presumably  the  importer 
could  make  his  own  terms.  In  any  case  the  Customs  declare 
that  abnormal  quantities  of  opium  have  been  coming  for- 
ward, which  cannot  all  be  legitimately  used  in  trade  for 
medicinal  purposes.  Inquiries  at  the  Colonial  Office  failed 
to  elicit  any  information  except  that  the  regulations  were> 
being  prepared.  The  Controller  of  Customs,  Transvaal, 
was  on  a  hurried  visit  to  the  Cape  when  the  mail  left,  and 
it  is  thought  that  the  opium-traffic  had  something  to  do  with 
his  appearance  within  the  shadow  of  Table  Mountain. 

Transvaal. 

Great  Opium  Robbery. — On  Thursday,  November  22, 
two  men,  named  Kowarsky  and  Glickman,  were 
charged  at  the  Police  Courts,  Johannesburg,  with 
having  unlawfully  imported  opium.  The  charge  against 
Kowarsky  was  dismissed,  but  Glickman  was  fined 
150/.,  which  was  paid.  The  812  lb.  of  opium,  which  is 
estimated  to  be  worth  1,600/.,  was  confiscated  and  was 
removed  to  the  strong  room  at  the  Customs  House,  which  is 
situated  on  the  second  floor.  On  the  following  morning  the 
discovery  was  made  that  the  strong  room  had  been  forced 
open  and  the  whole  of  the  opium  had  been  carried  off.  There 
were  a  number  of  other  articles  in  the  room,  but  the  only 
thing  that  was  appropriated  was  the  opium.

SOUTH  AFRICAN  PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  twenty-second  annual  general  meeting  of  this  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  East  London,  on  October  17,  the  President 
(Mr.  C.  Atterbury)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs.  Cook,  Dutton,  Grout,  Lumsden,  Oliver,  and  Preston. 
The  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  (Mr.  Geo.  C. 
Jamieson)  stated  that  there  are  thirty-eight  members  and  nine 
associates  on  the  roll  of  the  Association.  During  the  past 
year  fourteen  members  were  admitted  and  two  struck  off. 
The  income  for  the  year  exceeded  expenditure  by  24/.  19s.  6d., 
and  the  total  sum  to  the  credit  of  the  Association  is 
218?.  18s.  7(7.  Both  reports  were  adopted,  it  being  agreed  to 
take  30/.  from  current  account  and  add  it  to  fixed  deposit 
(170/.),  which  bears  interest  of  3j  per  cent.  The  President, 
in  the  course  of  his  address,  referred  to  the  general  dealers' 
licence  question,  which  had  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
Executive  during  the  past  session,  regretting  that  chemists, 
have  no  representative  in  the  House  of  Assembly  to  look 
after  their  interests.  He  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  R.  S.  Smiles, 
of  Mowbray,  regarding  a  proposition  he  (Mr.  Smiles)  is 
bringing  before  the  Cape  Town  Association  with  reference 
to  the  registration  of  chemists'  assistants.  Mr.  Smiles's  motion 
is  as  follows : 

That  the  existing  chemist  and  druggist's  examination 
does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  majority  of  the 
profession,  and  that  an  assistants'  qualifying  examination 
should  be  established,  to  comprise  theoretical  and  practical! 
pharmacy,    without    the    necessity    of   the  Preliminary 
examination  as  at  present  required. 
The  benefits  to  be  derived,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Smiles,  are  (1) 
that  the  assistant,  having  served  the  required  term  of  ap- 
prenticeship, may  pass  this  examination,  irrespective  of  age, 
and  have  some  legal  standing ;  (2)  the  elderly  unqualified! 
assistant  now  in  the  country  (of  whom  there  are  many)  could! 
improve  his  position  and  prospects  in  life;  (3)  qualified  assist- 
ants could  take  temporary  charge  in  the  absence  of  any 
principal  without  fear  of  annoyance  and  prosecution ;  (4)s 
the  public  would  be  better  protected  than  at  present,  as  none 
but  qualified  assistants  would  get  employment;    (5)  the 
principal  of  a  small  business  could  get  the  necessary  liberty 
required  for  health  and  business-purposes  generally.  The 
President  thought  Mr.  Smiles's  suggestion  worthy  of  con- 
sideration of  all  chemists.    In  concluding  his  address,  Mr. 
Atterbury  submitted  the  feasibility  of  the  Federation  of  the 
Societies  of  the  Colony  with  a  view  to  the  ultimate  federa- 
tion of  all  the  Pharmaceutical  Associations  of  British  South 
Africa.    At  the  present  time,   he  said,   there    are  three 
Associations  in  Cape  Colony  working  independently  in  the 
interests  of  cheYnists.  He  suggested  that  they  should  federate 
under  the  title  of  that  Association,   which  has  been  in 
existence  for  twenty-three  years.    They  might  have  four 
local  branches — Cape,  Northern,  Midland,  and  Eastern — 
each  branch  contributing  a  certain  amount  per  head  to  the 
parent  Association.    He  thought  it  right  that  the  Association 
should  record  its  appreciation  of  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  Mr.  Jamieson,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  had  done  his  work. 
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The  President,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Dutton,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Cook,  was  thanked  for  his  address ;  and  with  regard  to 
Mr.  Smiles's  motion  the  Association  favoured  a  qualifying 
examination  for  assistants,  enabling  them  to  take  temporary 
charge  of  a  chemist's  business,  but  in  no  way  enabling  them 
to  usurp  the  rights  of  fully  qualified  men.  The  following 
■officers  were  elected :  President,  Mr.  C.  Atterbury ;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  J.  A.  Wiilet;  Executive,  Messrs.  Cook, 
Lumsden,  Dutton,  McJannet,  and  Mager;  Hon.  Secretary 
.and  Treasurer,  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Jamieson.

Mr.  J.  E.  Bargery,  Government  medical  storekeeper, 
Entebbe,  is  shortly  going  home  on  leave. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Buckland  has  returned  from  his  holiday  in  the 
Old  Country,  and  is  stationed  at  Mbale  Hospital,  Busoga. 

Mr.  Fred  E.  Westray  has  been  transferred  from  Nairobi, 
B.E.A.,  to  Nimule,  on  the  Nile,  which  is  a  good  elephant- 
hunting  country,  where  he  is  sure  to  get  a  couple  of  good 
tuskers  every  year,  which  might  mean  an  additional  100/. 
in  his  pocket  annually. 

Chillies. — Two  years  ago  I  foretold  that  the  enormous 
quantities  of  wild  chillies  of  Uganda  would  glut  the  Euro- 
pean and  American  markets.  This  has  now  happened,  and 
shipments  have  fallen  tremendously.  The  price  of  the 
Uganda  small  hot  chillie  is  now  only  Is.  8d.  for  55  lb.,  free 
Port  of  Jinja,  on  Lake  Victoria. 

The  Lemongrass  of  Ceylon  is  being  planted  in  enor- 
mous quantities  by  the  Government  of  Uganda  along  the 
shore  of  the  lake,  where  the  dreaded  tsetse  (sleeping-sickness) 
fly  abounds.  The  grass  has  been  found  to  drive  out  all 
■weeds  and  undergrowth  as  it  spreads,  and  the  fly  avoids  it. 
•Stills  are  likely  to  be  imported,  and  large  quantities  of  the 
essential  oil  will  eventually  be  shipped  from  this  country. 

A  Druggist  has  recently  established  himself  in  business 
.at  Nairobi,  B.E.A.,  the  capital,  which  is  growing  tre- 
mendously, and  where  the  climate  is  like  that  of  a  perpetual 
spring.  I  would  recommend  any  British  druggist  in  need 
of  a  holiday  to  take  a  trip  up  to  Uganda  rid  the  Uganda 
Railway  through  the  natural  zoological  garden  in  B.E.A., 
and  I  will  promise  him  a  series  of  pleasant  sensations  and 
surprises  that  he  will  remember  to  his  dying  day.  He  can 
get  a  first-class  passage  out  to  Mombasa  by  the  new  B.E.A. 
line  for  a  little  over  201. 

A  Sure  Fortune  awaits  the  enterprising  chemist  who  will 
open  a  business  either  in  Mombasa,  B.E.A. ,  or  Entebbe, 
Uganda.  Mombasa  has  a  trying,  hot,  humid  climate,  but 
is  not  exceptionally  unhealthy.  Entebbe  has  a  delightful 
climate  of  perpetual  summer.  In  neither  place  is  there  an 
established  British  druggist.  In  Mombasa  a  general  stock 
of  all  lines  found  in  the  pharmacy  would  be  required,  and  a 
good  speciality  business  could  be  easily  worked  up.  In 
Entebbe  a  high-class  elegant  perfume  and  fancy  stock  would 
9be  required  and  very  few  patent  medicines.  In  neither 
would  much  dispensing  be  possible,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  any  but  Government  medical  officers.  High  prices  could 
Jje  obtained.   The  import-duty  is  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem.

The  First  Director. — Dr.  W.  Morris  Travers,  D.Sc, 
F.R.S.,  formerly  professor  of  chemistry  at  University 
College,  Bristol,  arrived  in  Bombay  on  November  17,  to 
take  up  his  duties  as  the  first  director  of  the  recently  esta- 
blished Indian  Institute  of  Science. 

Commissioned. — Mr.  W.  Wilson,  chemist,  Rawalpindi, 
has  received  a  commission  in  the  Punjab  Light  Horse — a 
famous  Volunteer  corps  in  India.  In  our  issue  of  June  9 
(p.  875)  were  given  details  of  Lieutenant  (then  Sergeant- 
Major)  Wilson's  military  prowess. 

Bacteriological  Research. — The  question  of  the  esta- 
blishment of  a  bacteriological  laboratory  for  Southern  India 
on  the  Pulni  or  Nilgiri  Hills  is  still  in  its  preliminary 
stages,  all  that  has  been  attempted  up  to  date  having  been 
inquiries  as  to  the  possibility  of  finding  a  suitable  site. 

Ceylon  Papaw-juice. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Ceylon 
Agricultural  Society  on  November  5,  Mr.  J.  C.  Willis, 
Curator  of  the  Ceylon  Botanic  Gardens,  read  a  paper  on  the 
possibilities  of  fruit-culture  in  Ceylon,  in  which  he  stated 
that  dried  papaw-juice  now  forms  a  valuable  export,  and 
that  Ceylon  has  killed  the  Montserrat  trade.  Mr.  Willis 
has  started  experiments  at  Pcradeniya  in  order  to  ascertain 
if  the  quality  cannot  be  improved. 

Burma  Excise  Act  and  Drugs. — The  "  Burma  Gazette  " 
of  October  27  contains  a  notification  amending  the  Burma 
Excise  regulations,  and  notifying  that  drugs,  medicines,  or 
chemicals  (including  medicated  wines  and  similar  prepara- 
tions) imported  into  Burma  which  contain  20  per  cent,  and 
upwards  of  proof  spirit  are  declared  to  be  "  foreign  spirit" 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Excise  Act  of  1896.  In  consequence 
of  the  above  notification,  it  will  follow  that  such  drugs,  etc., 
may  be  sold  in  Burma  only  by  persons  who  hold  licences 
under  the  Act. 

Strike  of  Medical  Students. — The  majority  of  the 
Bengali  students  in  the  Campbell  Medical  School,  Calcutta, 
numbering  about  160,  went  out  on  strike  at  the  end  of 
October.  The  "  grievances  "  are  said  by  the  "  Times  "  corre- 
spondent to  be  merely  a  blind  prepared  by  political  agitators. 
The  strikers  have  tried  to  secure  admission  at  other  medical 
colleges  in  the  city,  but  they  were  refused  at  the  Calcutta 
Medical  School  and  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons. The  few  students  who  remained  at  the  school  were 
subjected  to  great  pressure  to  join  the  strikers,  and  some  of 
them  have  been  in  such  bodily  fear  that  they  have  not 
ventured  away  from  the  hospital  grounds.  After  the  strike 
had  lasted  nearly  a  fortnight,  Major  J.  C.  Vaughan,  I. M.S., 
the  superintendent,  issued  a  notification  to  the  effect  that,  the 
time  fixed  for  return  to  work  having  expired,  he  had 
decided,  with  the  approval  of  the  Government,  to  close 
further  negotiations  with  the  students. 

False  "  Famora." — The  case  in  which  Mr.  James  Wright, 
agent  in  the  East  for  Messrs.  J.  Gosnell  &  Co.,  charged 
M.  M.  Ibrahimjee  with  selling  an  imitation  of  Gosnell's 
Empire  (Famora)  soap  was  argued  on  appeal  on  November  16 
before  the  Chief  Justice  of  Ceylon.  The  accused  was 
fined  Rs.  5  (see  C.  tb  D.,  November  10,  p.  705).  His  Lord- 
ship, after  argument,  delivered  judgment,  affirming  the  con- 
viction.

He  has  recently  issued  a  ninety-page  booklet 
entitled  "  The  Education  Imbroglio  :  An  Easy  Way  out 
of  it,"  which  deals  as  well  with  the  underfed  and  the  unem- 
ployed. Mr.  Tebbutt  has  also  written  on  two  of  the  other 
problems  of  the  day,  the  booklets  being  called  "  National 
Defence  and  the  Army  Problem  "  and  "  The  Fiscal  Ques- 
tion and  Old-age  Pensions."  Messrs.  Simpkin  Marshall 
are  Mr.  Tebbutt's  publishers.

Me.  Charles  H.  Avery,  a  well-known  Chicago  druggist 
and  owner  of  two  stores,  has  been  appointed  "General 
Organiser"  in  the  N.A.R.D.  He  has  been  President  of  the 
Chicago  branch  of  the  N.A.E.D.  for  some  years,  but  will 
devote  only  a  part  of  his  time  to  his  new  duties. 

Shorter  Hours. — The  last  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia 
branch  of  the  A. Ph. A.  was  devoted  to  the  subject  of 
"Shorter  Hours."  It  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing  what  could  be 
done  practically  in  the  adoption  of  an  early-closing  move- 
ment throughout  the  city.  Considerable  interest  has  been 
developed  in  the  campaign,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  result 
in  some  good. 

Something  Like  "  Company  Pharmacy"  is  gradually  de- 
veloping in  America.  Eight  drug-stores  in  Chicago  have 
become  known  as  "the  syndicate  group,"  and  recently  a 
controlling  interest  in  them  has  been  purchased  by  Mr. 
Stephen  Hexter.  Mr.  Hexter  owns  one  of  the  largest 
pharmacies  in  Chicago,  an  establishment  doing  a  daily 
business  of  about  2001.,  and  altogether  he  will  now  be  quite 
a  factor  in  the  retail  trade. 

Carbolic-acid  Legislation. — Several  cities  in  America 
have  in  recent  years  passed  ordinances  restricting  the 
sale  of  carbolic  acid.  The  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  has 
now  fallen  into  line  by  decreeing  that  this  acid  shall  not  be 
sold  in  solutions  greater  than  10  per  cent,  in  strength 
except  upon  physicians'  prescriptions.  These  several  ordi- 
nances and  laws  are  devised  for  the  purpose  of  lessening 
the  use  of  the  acid  for  suicidal  purposes. 

The  Drug-store  Combinations  in  America  seem  to  be 
gradually  spreading  out.  Jaynes  &  Co.,  the  firm  in  Boston 
owning  four  large  stores,  have  recently  added  a  fifth  to 
their  group.  The  newly  organised  Caswell-Massey  Co.  in 
New  York  have  now  added  the  sixth  link  to  their  chain 
by  the  establishment  of  a  huge  store  in  the  most  crowded 
section  of  the  city,  not  far  from  the  great  headquarters 
store  of  the  Hegeman  Corporation  at  200  Broadway. 

Anti-Patent  Medicine. — A  good  deal  of  indignation  has 
been  set  free  in  U.S.A.  during  the  last  year  against 
the  patent-medicine  industry.  A  physician  in  Utah, 
desiring  to  solve  this  problem  to  the  best  interests  of  both 
physicians  and  pharmacists,  suggested  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  that  the  druggists 
of  the  commonwealth  should  unite,  form  a  stock  corpora- 
tion, manufacture  a  line  of  proprietary  articles  after  ap- 
proved formulas,  and  sell  these  in  preference  to  question- 
able patent  medicines,  driving  the  latter  out  of  their  stores. 

The  New  York  Board  of  Pharmacy  recently  issued  an 
annual  report  covering  its  examination  of  drugs  during  the 
last  year.  It  found  that  the  percentage  of  sophistication 
ranged  between  20  and  25  per  cent.  This  exactly  reverses 
the  figures  of  Commissioner  of  Health  Darlington,  who 
recently  aroused  a  great  sensation  when  he  declared  that 
72  per  cent,  of  the  drugs  in  Greater  New  York  were 
adulterated.  Even  the  findings  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
are  subject  to  some  modification  when  we  consider  that  it 
is  the  custom  of  the  Board  only  to  examine  those  particular 
medicaments  which  are  usually  found  deficient.  Under 
such  conditions  the  percentage  of  adulteration  will  inevit- 
ably be  considerable. 

Edison's  Neuralgia-cure. — Nearly  thirty  years  ago, 
while  suffering  from  neuralgia,  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Edison,  the 
inventor,  mixed  a  liniment  of  his  own  that  gave  him 
relief.  He  recommended  it  to  a  friend,  who  offered  $5,0C0 
for  the  formula.  Later  a  company  was  formed  to  manu- 
facture the  preparation,  receiving  an  assignment  of  the 
formula,  it  is  claimed.  Mr.  Edison  is  now  seeking  to 
restrain  this  company,  the  Edison  Polyform  and  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  from  the  use  of  his  portrait  and  an  alleged 
certificate  from  him  staling  that  he  is  the  inventor  of  the 
drug.  It  was  further  alleged  in  the  bill  of  the  complainant 
that  "  the  action  of  the  defendant  company,  in  holding  out 
its  preparation  as  an  invention  of  Thomas  A.  Edison,  tends 


to  deceive  and  defraud  the  public  and  greatly  injure  the- 
complainant's  reputation  as  an  inventor,  by  passing  off  on 
the  public  a  liniment  and  other  medicines  as  the  invention, 
and  manufacture  of  the  complainant." 

The  "  Drug  Trust." — Another  stage  has  been  reached  in 
the  development  of  the  Government's  case  against  the- 
"  drug  trust."  After  the  Government's  original  bill  of  com- 
plaint was  entered,  the  various  defendants,  such  as  the 
N.A.R.D.,  the  N.W.D.A.,  the  P. A.  of  A.,  and  others, 
filed  demurrers,  and  these  demurrers  have  just  been  argued 
by  counsel  on  both  sides.  If  the  demurrers  are  supported 
by  the  Judge,  the  case  comes  to  an  end ;  if  they  are  over- 
ruled, the  case  will  proceed  on  its  course.  The  chief  point 
presented  in  the  argument  was  :  Admitting  that  the  acts 
committed  by  the  defendants  were  in  themselves  legal  and 
innocent,  were  they  in  the  totality  merely  means  to  arr 
end,  the  end  being  a  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade  and 
in  violation  of  the  Sherman  anti-trust  law  of  the  Federal 
Government?  If  the  Court  holds  that  the  acts,  if  per- 
formed, would  have  amounted  to  such  conspiracy,  then  the 
effort  will  be  made,  in  the  suit  to  follow,  to  determine 
whether  such  acts  were  really  committed  or  not. 

Preliminary  Pharmaceutical  Education. — Realising 
that  pharmaceutical  education  must  be  based  upon 
a  reasonable  measure  of  general  education,  a  move- 
ment has  been  growing  in  this  country  for  some 
years  to  insist  upon  a  certain  amount  of  definite 
high-school  work.  Fairly  general  agreement  has  been 
found  upon  the  one-year  standard,  which  a  boy  can 
comply  with  by  the  time  he  reaches  the  age  of  fourteen  of 
fifteen  years.  Seven  or  eight  States  have  adopted  the  one* 
year  requirement,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  a  resolution  was  passed  favour- 
ing the  step.  The  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties 
likewise  adopted  the  standard  as  a  membership  requirement, 
which  means  that  all  colleges  belonging  to  the  Conference 
must  now  require  this  standard  of  students  before  entrance. 
Dr.  Otto  A.  Wall,  of  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Pharmacy, 
made  a  strong  and  sensational  fight  at  the  meeting  of  the 
A. Ph.  A.  against  the  proposition,  and  he  has  since  carried  on 
a  vigorous  warfare  in  the  drug-journals.  Dr.  Wall  holds 
that  in  certain  of  the  south-western  States  contiguous  to 
St.  Louis  high-school  facilities  are  not  sufficiently  available, 
and  that  the  St.  Louis  College  of  Pharmacy  would  lose 
most  of  its  students  if  it  established  a  high-school  entrance- 
standard. 

The  Food  Act. — The  great  subject  of  discussion  in 
American  drug-circles  is  the  national  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
which  goes  into  effect  on  January  1.  The  law  itself  was 
fairly  clear  to  everybody,  but  the  "  Rules  and  Regulations  " 
which  have  been  issued  by  way  of  interpretation  have  be- 
fogged the  subject  somewhat.  Dr.  Wiley,  chief  of  the 
Commission  that  framed  the  regulations,  has  been  besieged 
with  requests  for  further  light,  and  the  drug-journals  have 
teemed  with  discussions  of  the  subject  from  every  con- 
ceivable view-point.  Some  of  the  rulings  are  extremely 
arbitrary  in  character,  and  would  probably  not  hold  irv 
the  courts ;  but,  rather  than  attack  them,  most  dealers  are 
prepared  to  submit  in  silence.  Two  or  three  contests, 
however,  are  in  sight.  The  Farbenfabriken  of  Elberfeld  Co., 
annoyed  that  phenacetin,  considered  as  a  derivative 
of  acetanilide,  has  been  added  to  the  labelling  clause  sf 
the  Act,  will  ignore  the  regulation,  and  are,  if  necessary, 
prepared  for  litigation.  Similarly  one  of  the  patent- 
medicine  proprietors  will  ignore  a  regulation  which  speci- 
fies that  the  content  of  alcohol  and  certain  narcotics  must 
be  printed  on  the  label  in  type  "not  smaller  than  eight- 
point  caps."  This  proprietor  holds  that  the  Commission  had 
no  power  to  specify  the  size  of  type  since  the  law  itself 
is  silent  on  this  point.  Incidentally,  it  is  important  that 
the  revisers  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  have  decided  to  correct 
certain  specifications  in  the  book  and  to  issue  a  new 
edition  after  January  1.  It  is  held  that  many  of  the 
U.S. P.  standards  and  tests  are  impracticable  and  un- 
attainable, and  that  much  harm  would  be  done  under  the 
operations  of  the  law  if  changes  were  not  made.  It  is 
understood  that  Congress  will  be  asked  to  appropriate 
$1,000,000  for  the  enforcement  of  the  law — a  fact  which 
suggests  that  an  elaborate  machinery  is  to  be  built  up  for 
carrying  the  measure  into  effect. 
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Radium  Ores. — The  Austrian  Government  is  about  to  take 
over  the  sale  of  radium  ore,  and  the  mining  of  the  ore  in 
Joachimsthal  is  to  be  made  a  Government  monopoly.  It  is 
proposed  to  establish  medicinal  baths  in  Joachimsthal,  so 
that  the  radio-active  material  can  be  used  on  the  spot. 

Not  to  Blame. — Recently  the  publisher  of  a  German 
newspaper  was  fined  heavily  for  allowing  the  publication 
in  his  paper  of  advertisements  recommending  certain  patent 
medicines  to  the  public.  He  appealed,  and  the  Supreme 
Court  reversed  the  decision,  holding  that  the  regulations 
prohibiting  recommendation  apply  only  to  the  vendor  of 
the  nostrums. 

German  Spirit-ring. — The  negotiations  between  the 
Alcohol  "  Centrale  "  and  the  East  German  Spirit-distillery 
have  been  brought  to  a  successful  issue,  and  the  friendly 
co-operation  of  the  East  German  Co.  is  now  assured. 
Whether  the  term  "  friendly  co-operation  "  exactly  defines 
the  situation  may  be  questioned  ;  but  this  is  of  little  interest 
to  the  hapless  consumers,  says  the  "  Leipziger  Tageblatt." 

Night-charges  in  Germany. — The  Committee  of  the 
Prussian  Chambers  of  Pharmacists  have  resolved  to  address 
a  series  of  petitions  to  the  Ministry  for  Public  Health,  one 
of  which  relates  to  night-charges  for  medicines.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  Section  22  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  should 
be  extended  so  that  an  additional  charge,  up  to  6d.,  should 
be  made  in  pharmacies  when  medicines  are  supplied  between 
9  p.m.  and  7  a.m.  A  second  petition  asks  that  where 
pharmacy  owners  do  not  employ  assistants,  they  should  be 
allowed  to  accept  a  pupil  without  having  to  obtain  special 
permission  to  do  so. 

The  Swiss  Patent  Law. — The  proposed  exclusion  of 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  processes  from  the  privileges 
of  the  new  patent  regulations  in  Switzerland  is  still  exciting 
controversy.  It  is  now  stated  that  unless  this  exclusion 
is  removed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  Germany  will  have  the 
right,  under  the  existing  commercial  treaty,  to  impose  a 
duty  on  certain  Swiss  chemical-manufactures  which  are 
now  duty-free.  Opinions  are  divided  in  Switzerland  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  excluding  from  patent-protection  chemical 
preparations  for  curative  purposes,  and  six  of  the  most 
important  chemical-manufacturers  in  Basle  have  petitioned 
the  Government  in  favour  of  the  adoption  of  a  limited 
form  of  protection  which  would  stimulate  invention  and 
cheapen  the  cost  to  the  public. 

New  Pharmacy  Regulations  in  Austria. — The  Bill  for 
the  reorganisation  of  Austrian  pharmacy,  which  is 
expected  to  become  law,  is  welcomed  by  chemists 
as  a  distinct  improvement  on  the  conditions  which 
have  hitherto  prevailed,  and  which  have  been  in 
many  ways  defective.  By  this  new  Bill  the  right 
of  pharmacy-owners  legally  to  transfer  their  phar- 
macies or  to  appoint  a  successor  has  been  reiterated, 
the  important  question  of  superannuation  has  been  dealt 
with,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  by  the  establishment  of 
"  Apothekerkammern "  (chambers  of  pharmacists)  phar- 
macists are  now  to  be  formally  represented.  Some  dis- 
satisfaction has  been  caused  by  Clause  10  of  the  Bill,  which 
stipulates  that  new  pharmacies  shall  not  be  established 
when  this  may  endanger  the  living  of  another  pharmacist 
already  settled  in  the  neighbourhood,  or  when  it  would 
seriously  affect  a  doctor  who  has  to  keep  a  "  Hausapothjke  " 
— i.e.,  who  ekes  out  his  practice  by  making  up  his  own 
prescriptions.  Exception  was  taken  by  chemists  to  the 
latter  part  of  the  clause,  which,  however,  remains  unaltered. 

Foreign  Medicines  in  Italy. — The  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior has  sent  a  circular  from  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment to  the  prefects  of  the  kingdom  of  Italy  reminding 
them  of  the  note  already  issued  {0.  <f_-  D .,  March  3,  p.  350) 
to  the  effect  that  from  January  1,  1907,  foreign  specialities 
cannot  be  introduced  into  the  kingdom  and  sold  there  with- 
out the  previous  approval  of  the  Superior  Council  of  Health. 
He  points  out  that  this  regulation  is  simply  he  fulfilment 
of  Article  14  of  the  Customs  Act  of  November  24,  1895. 
Applications,  which  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Ministry,  must 
indicate  the  qualitative  and  quantitative  formula  of  the 
products,  the  place  of  origin,  and  the  method  of  manufac- 
ture—at least  on  general  lines.  The  formula  of  constituents 


in  the  respective  doses  must  conform  with  Article  27  of  the 
existing  Public  Health  Law  and  be  inscribed  on  the 
packages  in  which  the  products  are  imported,  etc.  The 
applications  must  also  indicate  the  therapeutic  properties 
ascribed  to  the  products,  and  officials  are  reminded  that 
Article  27  absolutely  forbids  the  attribution  to  chemical 
products  of  any  special  therapeutic  properties  other  than 
those  which  they  really  have  in  virtue  of  their  constituent 
parts.  Declarations  must  also  state  that  the  respective 
products  are  manufactured  in  the  establishments  or  phar- 
maceutical works  authorised  for  such,  and  conformably  with 
the  regulations  existing  in  the  foreign  country  where 
produced.  Applications  should  be  accompanied  with 
samples  of  the  respective  medicines,  besides  any  other  matter 
that  may  aid  the  Superior  Council  in  issuing  its  decisions.

Victoria. 

Analysts'  Fees.— The  Board  of  Public  Health  have, 
under  the  powers  of  the  Health  Acts,  fixed  the  rate  of 
remuneration  to  analysts  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  10s.  6d.  for 
each  sample  or  portion. 

What's  in  a  Name?-— -The  Victorian  Government 
"  Gazette"  of  October  31  contains  a  notice  declaring  sweet 
briar  (Bosa  rvbiginosa)  to  be  a  thistle  under  the  Thistle 
Act,  1893,  throughout  the  Shire  of  Ballan.  Charlock,  or 
wild  mustard  (Brassica  sinapistrum),  is  also  declared  a 
thistle  throughout  the  State  of  Victoria. 

Alcoholic  Medicines. — Another  case  in  which  a  grocer 
was  summoned  for  selling  alcoholic  liquors  without  a  licence, 
in  which  the  liquid  was  Peruna,  came  before  the  Prahran 
Court  on  November  8.  The  case  was  withdrawn  pending 
the  decision  in  the  appeal  case  of  Foy  &  Gibson  (see  C.  <£•  D., 
December  15,  p.  886). 

Milk  Standards. — The  following  milk  standards  under 
the  Pure  Food  Act  have  been  gazetted  : 

Milk,  "  the  normal  secretion  of  the  healthy  udder  of  the 

cow,"  is  to  contain  not  less  than  12  per  cent,  of  total  solids, 

85  per  cent,  of  solids  not  fat,  3is  per  cent,  of  fatty  solids,  and 

1  per  cent,  of  ash. 

Pasteurised  milk  is  defined  as  "  standard  milk  which  has 

been  heated  to  a  temperature  of  156°  F.  for  a  period  of 

twenty  minutes,  or  to  a  temperature  of  165°  F.  for  ten 

minutes,  or  170°  F.  for  five  minutes,  the  milk  in  each  case 

being  immediately  cooled  to  a  temperature  of,  or  lower 

than,  50°  F.,  and  protected  from  re-contamination." 

Sterilised  milk  is  "  milk  in  which  all  micro-organisms 

have  been  killed  by  the  application  of  heat  and  which  has 

been  protected  from  re-contamination." 

Skim  milk,  or  separated  milk,  must  contain  not  less  than 

85  per  cent,  of  milk  solids,  and  1  per  cent,  of  ash. 

Cream  must  contain  not  less  than  40  per  cent,  of  fatty 

solids. 

Condensed  milk  must  have  a  minimum  of  32  per  cent,  of 
total  milk  solids,  with  10  per  cent,  of  fatty  solids.  It  may 
also  contain  0.25  per  cent,  of  boron  compounds,  but  must 
then  contain  36  per  cent,  of  solids  with  12  per  cent,  of  fat. 

Butter  may  contain  0.25  per  cent,  of  saltpetre  boron  com- 
pounds estimated  as  boric  acid.  The  water-limit  is  15  per 
cent. 

New  South  Wales. 

The  Rabbit-pest. — Dr.  Danysz  has  been  experimenting 
with  his  virus  at  Broughton  Island.  It  is  estimated  that 
there  are  between  3,000  and  4,000  rabbits  in  the  island,  and 
a  further  lot  of  500  is  to  be  liberated  with  a  number  of  native 
wild  animals.  [See  C.  <£•  D.  November  24,  p.  775,  for  a 
note  on  the  doctor's  illness.] 
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High  Court  Cases. 

London  and  Hull  Soapworks. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Thursday,  December  20,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Warrington,  the  case  of  the  London  and  Hull 
Soapworks  v.  Dixon  was  mentioned.— Mr.  Terrell,  K.C., 
said  it  was  a  squabble  between  directors,  and  the  defen- 
dants had  taken  away  all  the  books  of  the  company  and 
put  its  money  in  their  own  names. — Mr.  Cave,  K.C.,  for  the 
defendants,  said  his  case  was  that  the  money  had  been  mis- 
applied, and  his  clients  had  simply  put  it  in  their  own 
names  for  safe  custody.— His  Lordship  made  an  order  for 
cross-discovery,  and  gave  the  parties  leave  to  apply  to 
expedite  the  trial  when  ready. 

The  Ieon-Ox  Cases. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  December  14,  Mr. 
Justice  Warrington  had  before  him  a  motion  by  the  Iron-Ox 
Remedy  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  two  actions  brought  by  that  company 
against  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  and 
the  Leeds  Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.  Plaintiffs 
sought  an  interim  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants, 
until  trial  or  further  order,  from  passing  off  preparations  or 
compounds  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture  as  and  for  the 
plaintiffs'. 

Mr.  Walters,  K.C.,  who  appeared  (Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones 
with  him)  in  support  of  the  motion,  said  as  to  the  first  case 
the  defendants  were  selling  very  large  quantities  of  the 
infringing  preparations,  and  were  threatening  to  continue 
to  do  so.  Since  1903  up  to  the  present  time  plaintiffs  had 
spent  73,000Z.  in  advertising,  and  the  matter  was  conse- 
quently a  very  serious  one  for  them.  The  Co-operative 
Wholesale  Society,  Ltd.,  were  customers  of  the  plaintiffs 
until  the  commencement  of  this  year.  Differences  arose  as 
to  the  price  at  which  the  defendants  were  to  sell  the 
plaintiffs'  remedy.  Shortly  before  the  commencement  of 
the  action  the  defendants  put  on  the  market  a  remedy  which 
they  call  "  Iron  Oxide." 

Mr.  Bousfield,  K.C.,  who  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Co- 
operative Wholesale  Co.,  Ltd.,  stated  that  what  is  put  on  is 
"  Compound  Iron  Oxide  Tablets." 

Mr.  Walters  remarked  that  in  any  case  the  catch- word  is 
"  Iron  Oxide."  He  had  evidence  to  show  that  the  defend- 
ants' sale  is  an  interference  with  the  plaintiffs'  business, 
and  that  there  is  no  iron  oxide  in  the  defendants'  prepara- 
tion. There  is  no  iron  oxide  in  the  plaintiffs'.  "Iron-Ox" 
is  merely  a  fancy  term  under  which  they  sell  their^  pre- 
paration. If  there  is  any  oxide  at  all  in  the  defendants'  pre- 
paration, it  is  merely  an  impurity  of  iron  in  a  metallic  state, 
which  is  no  use  as  a  medicine.  He  had  no  fewer  than  five 
cases  of  actual  passing-off  in  regard  to  the  Wholesale 
Society.  Orders  were  sent  for  Iron-Ox,  together  with  soap 
and  other  things,  and  in  every  case  the  price  of  the  articles 
was  written  in  by  the  servants  of  the  Society.  There  was 
no  answer  to  those  five  cases. 

Mr.  Bousfield  stated  that  there  was  a  question  which 
would  have  to  be  tried.  It  seemed  a  pity  to  try  it  twice 
over.  The  case  looked  very  plain  as  it  was  put  by  Mr. 
Walters,  but  it  would  be  found  that  there  are  a  good  many 
considerations. 

Mr.  Martelli,  on  behalf  of  the  Leeds  Industrial  Society, 
said  every  allegation  that  had  been  made  against  them  had 
been  categorically  denied.  The  case  was  not  one  which 
could  be  tried  by  the  Court  on  an  interlocutory  motion. 

Mr.  Walters  remarked  that  the  case  against  Mr.  Martelli's 
clients  differed  from  the  other  in  that  as  against  the  Leeds 
Society  plaintiffs  alleged  thirteen  cases  of  passing-off.  The 
Wholesale  Society,  he  added,  is  composed  of  a  number  of 
retail  societies,  one  of  which  is  the  Leeds  Society,  but  they 
had  started  manufacturing  for  themselves. 
In  reply  to  his  Lordship, 

Mr.  Bousfield  said  he  was  quite  willing  to  keep  an  account. 

His  Lordship  thought  the  case  was  one  for  trial.  He 
would  make  no  order  on  the  motion  except  that  the  costs 
be  costs  in  the  action. 

The  further  hearing  of  the  case  is  not  expected  until 
February. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

A  Herbalist  Fined. 
Before  the  Hull  Magistrates  on  December  14,  Eolling  Smith, 
medical  herbalist,  Hessle  Road,  Hull,  was  summoned  at 
the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  under  Section  17 
of  the  Act,  for  selling  laudanum  without  a  label  giving  his 
name  and  address.  Mr.  Laverock,  of  Messrs.  Laverock  & 
Wray,  prosecuted  for  the  Society.  The  defendant  pleaded 
guilty,  and  was  fined  81.  10s.  10c/.,  including  costs. 

Ostensibly  a  Chemist's  Shop. 
At  the  Whitechapel  County  Court  on  Thursday,  Decer* 
ber  20,  before  Mr.  Williams,  barrister,  sitting  as  Deputy 
for  Judge  Bacon,  Mr.  S.  Ginsberg,  perfumery  and  drug 
dealer,  etc.,  65  Sidney  Street,  Mile  End,  E.,  was  summoned 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  under  Section  15,  for  ex- 
hibiting the  name  or  title  of  a  chemist,  he  not  being 
registered.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister,  appeared  for  the 
Society,  and  Mr.  Hart,  solicitor,  for  the  respondent. — Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  said  this  was  unfortunately  one  of  the  too 
prevalent  cases  where  an  unqualified  man  opens  what  is 
ostensibly  a  chemist's  shop,  so  arranged  as  to  mislead  the 
public.  He  called  Mr.  George  Wardock,  who  stated  in 
evidence  that  he  visited  the  shop  on  September  24  and  saw 
the  defendant,  also  a  dispensing-screen  with  the  words 
"Dispensing  chemist,"  which  could  quite  plainly  be  read 
from  the  street  when  the  door  was  open.  On  the 
fascia  over  the  shop  were  the  words  "  S.  Gins- 
berg," Drug  Stores,  Choice  Perfumery."  In  cross- 
examination  witness  admitted  that  when  he  called 
he  asked  defendant  to  sell  him  poison  and  he  refused. — 
Mr.  Hart  :  I  see,  you  set  a  sort  of  trap. — Witness  :  I  am 
employed  to  see  an  Act  of  Parliament  is  not  set  at  defiance. — 
His  Honour :  Exactly.  If  defendant  had  sold  poisons 
there  would  have  been  further  proceedings. — Mr.  Hart 
said  defendant  had  carried  on  business  for  eight  years,  and 
although  he  could  not  deny  that  the  words  complained  of 
were  on  the  counter,  defendant  had  already  explained  to  the 
Society's  solicitors  that  he  had  bought  the  counter  second- 
hand. He  had  always  known  he  must  not  advertise  himself 
as  a  chemist,  and  for  a  long  time  he  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  covering  the  words  "  chemist,  etc."  with  a  piece  of  paper. 
On  the  day  in  question  the  paper  had  just  been  taken  down, 
as  it  was  dirty  and  required  to  be  renewed.  He  submitted 
that  the  defendant  had  not  "taken  or  used  or  exhibited" 
the  title  of  "  chemist  and  druggist"  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act. — His  Honour,  however,  fined  the  defendant  51., 
and  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Nitre. 

At  Leicester  on  Saturday,  John  Yates,  grocer,  Oadby, 
was  ordered  to  pay  24s.  costs  for  selling  sweet  nitre  deficient 
in  ethyl  nitrite. 

At  Loughborough  on  December  12,  George  Garner,  grocer, 
Woodhouse  Eaves,  was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  which  was  not  of  the  B.P.  standard  of  strength. 
The  sample  contained  not  more  than  §  per  cent,  of  nitrous 
ether.  Defendant  said  he  bought  the  drug  from  a  Lough- 
borough firm,  and  he  had  had  it  in  stock  for  about  ten 
months.  The  Chief  Constable,  who  prosecuted,  said  it  was 
not  suggested  that  this  was  a  case  of  intentional  adultera- 
tion, but  there  had  been  careless  storage.  He  suggested 
that  the  drug  should  not  be  bought  in  such  large  quantities 
by  small  shopkeepers,  and  they  should  not  expose  it  in  the 
window,  where  the  action  of  the  sun  accelerated  evapora- 
tion. In  the  hope  that  those  who  kept  the  drug  would  be 
more  careful  in  future,  he  would  be  satisfied  with  the  with- 
drawal of  the  case  on  payment  of  costs.  In  this  the  Bench 
acquiesced,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  case  would  be  a 
warning  that  the  drug  must  be  sold  at  full  strength. 

At  the  Lutterworth  Petty  Sessions  on  December  13,  John 
Brunt,  grocer,  Broughton  Astley,  was  charged  under  Sec- 
tion 6  of  the  1875  Act  with  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre 
containing  only  0.75  per  cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite.  He  pleaded 
not  guilty,  and  the  Chief  Constable  addressed  the  Bench  in 
regard  to  the  importance  of  this  drug  being  of  full  strength, 
also  statinsr  how  careless  some  shopkeepers  are  in  storing 
it.   The  Chairman  said  the  Bench  were  all  agreed  that  there 
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was  no  malicious  intent;  at  the  same  time,  the  public  must 
be  protected — they  must  be  able  to  get  the  goods  they  asked 
and  paid  for.  Defendant  would  therefore  be  let  off  on 
payment  of  costs,  16s.  6d. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Returning  Empty  Drums. 
The  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  30  James  Street,  Liverpool, 
obtained  judgment  for  241.  at  Liverpool  County  Court 
last  week  against  Messrs.  Walton  &  Co.,  chemical-manufac- 
turers, Didsbury  Mills,  near  Manchester.  Plaintiffs'  in- 
voices bore  an  intimation  that  the  drums  in  which  caustic 
liquor  was  supplied  must  be  returned  within  six  weeks  from 
the  date  of  the  invoice,  otherwise  rent  would  be  charged 
at  the  rate  of  6d.  per  drum  per  week.  Some  of  the  drums 
had  been  detained  by  defendants  for  eighteen  months,  and 
others  had  not  been  returned  at  all.  Judge  Shand  said  the 
result  of  this  action  would  be  that  people  would  know  they 
must  return  these  drums  within  the  time  stated  on  the 
invoice. 

The  Doctor's  Account. 
At  Dewsbury  County  Court  on  December  13,  Dr.  Brough- 
ton,  of  Batley,  sued  Mr.  John  Day,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Savile  Town,  Dewsbury,  for  9/.  2s.  6d.  for  professional 
services  rendered  to  the  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hinchliffe.  It 
was  stated  for  the  plaintiff  that  shortly  after  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Hinchliffe  Mr.  Day  wrote  to  Dr.  Broughton  asking 
for  his  account,  also  inquiring  what  he  would  take  in  settle- 
ment, and  pointing  out  that  the  Hinchliffes  were  in  poor 
circumstances.  The  bill  was  sent  as  requested,  and  Mr. 
Day  wrote  again  asking  what  the  doctor  would  allow  off  the 
account.  It  afterwards  transpired  that  Miss  Hinchliffe 
had  left  the  country.  Dr.  Broughton  took  it  that  Mr.  Day 
had  authority  to  act  for  the  Hinchliffes.  Dr.  Broughton 
said,  in  cross-examination,  that  he  supposed  it  was  through 
carelessness  that  he  waited  twelve  months  before  bringing 
an  action  against  Mr.  Day.  Some  time  ago  he  obtained 
some  goods  from  Mr.  Day  and  neglected  to  pay  the  account. 
When  he  was  served  with  a  summons  for  the  amount  he 
wrote  Mr.  Day,  reminding  him  of  the  fact  that  his  (Dr. 
Broughton's)  bill  for  attendance  upon  the  late  Mrs.  Hinch- 
liffe had  not  been  paid.  His  intention  was  to  claim  that 
amount  against  Mr.  Day  as  a  counter-claim,  but  on  finding 
that  he  could  not  do  that,  he  paid  Mr.  Day's  account  and 
costs,  subsequently  bringing  the  present  action.  It  was 
submitted  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  that  he  simply  acted 
out  of  charity  for  Miss  Hinchliffe,  whom  he  regarded  as 
the  poor  distressed  daughter  of  a  friend.  The  letters  to 
the  doctor  did  not  constitute  Mr.  Day  executor  de  son 
t0Tt-\  ,T.he  doctor  did  not  apply  to  Mr.  Day  for  the  money 
until  Miss  Hinchliffe  had  gone  to  New  Zealand.  In  the 
witness-box  Mr.  Day  denied  having  administered  the  estate 
or  having  received  a  bill  from  the  doctor,  though  he  wrote 
for  it  After  further  evidence,  judgment  was  given  for  the 
defendant,  with  costs.

The  business  was  purchased  on 
an  advertisement  inserted  in  the  trade-papers ;  he  did  not 
insert  the  particular  advertisement,  and  was  not  responsible 
for  it.    The  business  was  in  the  hands  of  three  transfer-agents. 
Q.  Did  you  authorise  them  to  put  in  an  advertisement  to 
that  effect  ? — There  was  a  difference.    In  the  printed  forms 
which  they  sent  me  they  asked  me  for  the  estimate  of  the 
average  amount  of  profits  made  by  me  for  the  last  three  years, 
terminating  on  December  31,  1905,  but  that  particular  adver- 
tisement, which  no  doubt  was  inserted  by  one  of  the  agents, 
reads  as  if  I  asserted  that  the  profit  right  up  to  the  date 
of  sale  was  235/.  a  year.    Continuing,  he  said  that  235/.  was 
a  fair  estimate  of  the  profit  up  to  the  end  of  1905.    A  valuer 
who  had  been  down  previously  said  that  475/.  was  a  reason- 
able price.    Mr.  Rugg  came  down  to  see  him  before  the  sale, 
and  he  showed  him  his  books,  and  everything  he  asked  to 
see.    For  a  long  time  he  had  not  been  able  to  meet  his 
accounts;  but  he  could  not  ascertain  just  what  price  he  could 
obtain  for  the  business.    He  always  had  that  asset,  which  was 
an  indefinite  asset  and  always  estimated  it  would  sell  for 
much  more  than  it  did.    Subject  to  the  signing  of  the  notes 
the  examination  was  concluded.

the  company  capable  of  being  conveniently  carried  on  in 
connection  with  the  other  businesses,  and  calculated  directly 
or  indirectly  to  enhance  or  render  profitable  any  of  the 
company's  property  or  rights.

Consular  Reports. 

A  reply  given  by  Mr.  Lloyd  George  to  Mr.  Yoxall  shows 
that  this  country  is  beginning  to  "  wake  up  "  commercially. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  stated  at  the  beginning 
of  the  week  that  it  has  been  arranged  that  the  Board  of 
Trade  shall  co-operate  with  the  Foreign  Office  from  the 
beginning  of  next  year  in  the  editing  of  the  Annual  Con- 
sular Reports.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  expedite  their 
issue  as  far  as  possible.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  added  that 
Consular  officers  have  been  instructed  by  the  Foreign  Office 
to  report  at  once  (using  the  telegraph  where  necessary)  any 
matters  of  immediate  commercial  importance  which  may 
come  to  their  knowledge,  and  information  received  in 
pursuance  of  this  instruction  will  either  be  communicated 
direct  to  those  whose  interests  are  concerned,  or  utilised 
in  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal." 

Australian  Commercial  Legislation. 

According  to  a  reply  given  by  Mr.  Winston  Churchill  to 
Mr.  Harmood  Banner  this  week,  the  Governor-General  of 
the  Australian  Commonwealth,  Lord  Northcote,  did  not 
consult  with  the  Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  Elgin,  before 
assenting  to  the  Australian  Industries  Preservation  Act, 
1906,  and  he  was  not  required  under  his  instructions  to  do 
so.  The  Colonial  Secretary,  Mr.  Churchill  added,  could 
not  possibly  ™:ve  the  undertaking  for  which  the  hon. 
member  asKed — that  no  measure  should  be  assented  to  by 
the  Governor-General  until  the  Home  Government  had 
elicited  the  opinions  of  the  commercial  community  in  this 
country  upon  the  probable  effect  on  their  interests  of  such 
proposed  legislation — as  any  such  instruction  to  the 
Governor-General  would  be  incompatible  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  responsible  government  under  the  constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

U.S.  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
The  Foreign  Secretary,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Younger,  has 
confirmed  the  statement  that  the  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  have 
been  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, come  into  force  on  January  1  next.  Sir  Edward 
Grey  added  that  H.M.  Ambassador  at  Washington  has 
l)een  instructed  to  furnish  a  report  on  the  matter.  On 
Jeceipt  of  this  report,  H.M.  Government  would  consider 
■what  action,  if  any,  they  could  adopt  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade. 

Analyses  under  the  Fertilisers  Act,  1906. 
In  response  to  two  questions  from  Mr.  H.  C.  Brodie,  Sir 
Edward  Strachey,  the  representative  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  in  the  House  of  Commons,  has  stated  that  there 
is  much  to  be  said  in  favour  of  the  issue  of  regulations 
having  for  their  object  the  securing  of  uniformity  in  the 
methods  of  analyses  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding- 
stuffs  Act,  1906,  and  the  matter  is  now  receiving  careful 
consideration.  He  could  only  say  that  no  regulations 
could  ensure  satisfactory  results  if  the  analyst  was  intent 
on  fraud,  and  that  in  every  case  of  chemical  analysis  the 
honesty  and  capacity  of  the  analyst  must  be  assumed  unless 
the  contrary  were  proved.  Mr.  Brodie  had  contended  in 
his  second  question  that  it  is  possible  in  many  cases — for 
instance,  under  sampling  regulations,  Section  6,  Sub-sec- 
tion 1  (IV.)— for  the  analyst  to  obtain  the  full  amount  of 
nitrogen  or  none,  and  that  there  are  various  ways,  well 
known  to  experts,  by  which  an  analyst  can,  within  limits, 
obtain  any  result  he  desires. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Bill. 
This  measure  has  emerged  from  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  definition  clause,  which  makes  its  provisions  applicable 
to  persons  having  incomes  of  250Z.  a  year  or  under,  is  now 
No.  13.  That  is  to  say,  a  workman  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Bill  is 

any  person  who  has  entered  into  or  works  under  a  con- 
tract of  service  or  apprenticeship  with  an  employer,  whether 
by  way  of  manual  labour,  clerical  work,  or  otherwise,  and 
whether  the  contract  is  expressed  or  implied,  is  oral  or  in 
writing. 

The  Bill  makes  the  employer  liable  for  personal  injury  by 


accident  to  a  workman  arising  out  of,  and  in  the  course  of, 
employment,  except  when  the  disablement  is  of  less  than  a 
week's  duration  or  is  due  to  the  misconduct  of  the  injured 
person. 

A  Chemist  Sub-postmaster. 
The  Hon.  Lionel  Walrond,  the  Conservative  member  for 
the  Tiverton  Division  of  Devonshire,  asked  the  Postmaster- 
General  on  December  19  if  his  attention  had  been  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  post-office  at  Hatherleigh,  Devon,  had 
recently  been  moved  into  a  building  occupied  by  a  political 
club,  that  the  postmaster  is  an  official  of  the  club,  that 
there  is  direct  communication  between  the  premises  of  the 
club  and  the  post-office,  and  that  the  postmaster  is  authorised 
to  deal  in  liquor  ;  and  whether  he  would  endeavour  to  find 
other  premises  for  this  post-office. — Mr.  Sydney  Buxton  re- 
plied :  "The  hon.  member  has  been  misinformed.  The 
post-office  at  Hatherleigh  is  not  a  building  occupied  by  a 
political  club,  the  sub-postmaster  is  not  an  official  of  such 
a  club,  and  there  is  no  direct  communication  between  the 
post-office  and  the  club.  The  sub-postmaster  is  a  chemist, 
and  holds  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  spirits  in 
sealed  bottles  only.  I  do  not  consider  this  sufficient  reason 
for  moving  the  post-office  to  other  premises." 


Scientific  IProarem 

Temperatures  under  this  beading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Borovertin  is  a  biborate  of  hexampthyltetramine.  a  white 
powder,  which  is  reported  to  be  a  valuable  urinary  antiseptic, 
also  combining  the  properties  of  urotropin.  It  is  given  in 
1  to  2  gram  doses  daily,  increasing  to  4  grams. — Berl.  Klin. 
Wochenschr.  1906,  1569. 

Methylatroplne  Bromide  in  2-mgm.  doses  subcutaneously 
is  reported  to  have  a  remarkable  influence  in  allaying  the 
excruciating  spinal  pain  of  locomotor  ataxy.  It  is  also  used 
with  success  in  the  treatment  of  neuralgic  affections. — Berl. 
Klin.  Wochenschr.  1906,  1363. 

Artificial  Camphor — Schmidt  ("Chem.  Ind.."  1906,  2411 
gives  some  interesting  notes  on  the  artificial  production  of 
camphor  from  turpentine  oil.  If  the  oil  be  converted  in  the 
usual  manner  into  solid  pinene  hydrochloride,  and  the  hydro- 
chloric acid  withdrawn  with  the  formation  of  camphene,  this 
latter  body  may  be  converted  into  iso-bornyl  acetate  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  thence  into  isoborneol,  which  is  oxidised  to 
camphor.  By  this  process  24.4  per  cent,  of  camphor  was 
obtained  in  laboratory  experiments,  which  is  only  22  per  cent, 
of  the  theoretical  amount.  By  Heyden's  method  (heating 
turpentine  with  ortho-chlorbenzoic  acid)  28  per  cent,  was 
obtained,  equivalent  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  theoretical  amount. 

Oil  of  Clnnamomua  Fedunculatum. — This  species  of 
cinnamon  grows  in  Southern  Japan,  where  it  is  known  as 
"  Yabunikkei,"  and  from  the  trunk-bark  an  oil  is  distilled 
which  has  been  examined  by  Keimatsu  and  Asahina 
("  Oriental  Druggist,"  1906,  3).  They  state  that  the  fragrance 
and  taste  of  the  oil  are  entirely  different  from  those  of 
ordinary  cinnamon  oil.  Its  factors  are  :  Sp.  gr.  0.917,  opt.  rot., 
cd  — 280°  54',  and  ester-number  after  acetylisation  84.6 
Distilled  under  reduced  pressure  the  oil  yielded  a  large  quan- 
tity of  phellandrene  (m.p.  of  nitrite,  110°)  and  a  small  quantity 
of  eugenol  (m.p.  of  benzoyl  eugenol,  69°).  The  distillate  at 
ordinary  pressure  and  between  244°  to  249°  showed  methoxyl 
17.58  per  cent.,  and  the  oxidation-product  is  described  as 
"  neratrice  acid"  (m.p.  179°  and  Ag  in  silver-salt  37.37  per 
cent.),  showing  the  existence  of  methyl  eugenol. 

Radium  and  Precious  Stones.— At  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  Academy  of  Sciences,  Paris,  M.  Berthelot  lectured  on  the 
effect  of  radio-activity  on  the  colour  of  precious  stones.  He 
has  found  that  the  amethyst,  the  topaz,  the  emerald 
(fluorines),  the  sapphire  and  the  ruby  (corindonj)  Iobo  their 
colour  under  the  influence  of  heat.  Amethysts  heated  to 
300°  C.  remain  transparent  but  become  colourless;  the 
original  colour  is,  however,  regained  under  the  influence  of 
the  radio-active  emanations  of  radium  exerted  even  through 
several  thicknesses  of  glass.  When  acted  on  by  radium,  glass 
assumes  a  violet  tint  which  is  lost  on  exposure  to  heat  but 
returns  even  at  some  depth  in  the  glass  under  the  influence  of 
radio-active  emanations.  A  similar  effect  is  produced  by  tho 
*-rays,  and  even  by  solar  light,  but  the  latter  acts  much  more 
•lowly  than  the  two  former.  The  case  is  different  with 
emeralds,  which  lose  their  colour  when  heated  and  do  not 
recover  it  when  exposed  to  the  influence  of  radium.  Rubies 
are  very  resistant,  preserving  their  colour  even  when  heated 
to  bright  redness.  M.  Berthelot  concludes  that  precious 
stones  may  have  acquired  their  colour  through  the  operation 
of  the  radio-active  emanations  which  are  so  often  met  with 
in  hot  springs  and  in  various  soils. 
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Observations  ano  IReflections.

Three  Chemists'  Balance-sheets 

have  come  into  my  posses- 
sion this  month,  and  as  they  illustrate  some  of  the  sharp 
contrasts  of  modern  pharmaceutical  trade  it  may  be 
profitable  to  devote  a  little  space  to  a  consideration  of  then- 
details.  The  first  instance  is  that  of  a  young  phar- 
maceutical chemist  who  two  years  ago  bought  a  declining 
little  business  in  a  large  provincial  town  for  200?.  He  has 
kept  an  exact  account  of  his  revenue  and  expenditure,  and 
has  been  good  enough  to  prepare  for  me  a  summary  of  the 
whole.  In  the  two  years  his  takings  totalled  1,382?.  4.s.  Id., 
and  of  that  sum  528?.  3s.  9r?.  was  gross  profit.  The  per- 
centage of  gross  profit  to  returns  in  this  case,  38^  per  cent., 
is,  I  think,  considerably  higher  than  the  modern  average, 
but  here  it  is  probably  due,  not  to  fancy  prices,  but  to  the 
circumstance  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  trade  consists 
of  the  penny  pills  and  three-halfpenny  powder  class.  In 
such  turnovers  even  the  good  Civil  Service  and  Army  and 
Navy  Stores,  who  are  just  now  wailing  in  public  circulars 
over  the  exorbitant  profits  which  the  P.A.T.A.  is  forcing 
on  them,  could  not  help  themselves.  My  correspondent 
returns  his  two  years'  trade  expenses  at  240?.  14-s.  10^(7. , 
or  17£  per  cent.,  leaving  a  net  profit  of  287?.  8s.  10|r7.  out 
of  which  he  tells  me  he  has  saved  113?.  16s.  6^(7.  That 
young  man,  as  Mirabeau  said  of  Robespierre,  will  be  heard 
of  in  the  future. 
The  Second  Report 

deals  with  a  London  suburban  business 
and  shows  takings  for  one  year  of  a  little  over  800?.,  gross 
profits  33  per  cent.,  working-expenses  18^  per  cent.,  net 
profit  164?.  These  two  cases  are,  I  judge,  fairly  typical  of  a 
very  large  number  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Both  involve 
hard  work,  constant  attention,  an  immense  amount  of 
detail,  and  very  scanty  recreation.  According  to  the 
recent  utterance  of  a  Glasgow  prophet  they  are  close  to  the 
general  average  of  chemists'  businesses  in  Great  Britain. 
I  still  believe,  however,  that  the  trade  is  a  little  better  than 
that  estimate.  If  it  were  not,  we  should  hear  of  a  great 
many  more  insolvencies,  which  at  present,  I  believe,  are 
well  under  1  per  cent,  per  annum  in  our  business.  An 
accident,  an  illness,  or  a  misfortune  of  any  kind  would 
promptly  upset  a  man  with  a  family  and  with  not  more 
than  150?.  a  year,  and  a  respectable  appearance  to  maintain. 
All  honour,  however,  to  the  many  who  for  such  a 
remuneration  give  the  public  educated  service  in  what  must 
always  be  a  responsible  position. 

The  Third  Balance-sheet 

refers  to  a  West-end  pharmacy 
company  with  several  establishments  in  good  business 
centres.  A  high-class  business  is  no  doubt  carried  on,  and 
I  do  not  know  that  any  professions  of  exceptional  cheapness 
are  made.  The  actually  subscribed  capital  of  the  company 
is  14,185?.,  and  that  money,  together  with  4,557?.  which 
appears  among  the  liabilities  as  past  profits  so  far  un- 
divided, and  some  other  items,  is  represented  among  the 
assets  principally  by  stock,  valued  at  12,459?.,  and  leasehold 
premises,  goodwill,  fixtures,  fittings,  and  plant,  all  lumped 
together  at  8,939?.  Last  year's  trading  resulted  in  a  gross 
profit  of  10,487?.,  and  to  this  are  added  1,0417.  set  down  as 
"advertising  and  commissions,"  and  5877.  for  what  may 
be  regarded  as  interest.  This  grand-looking  total  profit 
of  12,1157.  is  spent  in  rent,  rates,  etc.,  3,7607.  (though  it 
may  be  remembered  that  the  company's  leaseholds  are 
wTorth  some  undefined  part  of  9,000?.)  ;  gas  and  electric 
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light,  4187.  ;  wages,  salaries,  and  commissions,  5,6757.  ;  and 
other  charges  to  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  refer. 

The  Morals  of  these  Figures. 

It  is  rarely  easy  to  work  up 
sympathy  with  shareholders  who  have  been  accustomed 
to  receive  10-per-cent.  dividends,  but  it  is  irritating  to 
see  thirty  thousand  pounds'  worth  of  good  pharma- 
ceutical business  (there  or  thereabouts)  yielding  nothing 
like  its  properly  corresponding  benefit  to  pharmacists. 
It  is  true  that  5,6757.  of  the  profit  made  was  paid  away 
in  wages,  salaries,  and  commissions,  but  it  is  impossible 
to  say  what  proportion  of  this  went  in  fair  remuneration 
to  qualified  chemists.  Will  any  sociological  student 
dispute  that  a  trained,  examined,  and  certificated  phar- 
macist, working  hard  and  behaving  himself  well,  ought 
to  be  able  to  command  a  minimum  income  of  3007.  a  year  in 
this  wealthy  country?  I  am  aware  that  adoption  of  this 
proposition  will  not  ensure  the  result,  but  if  we  ourselves 
agreed  on  that  as  our  aim  and  worked  vigorously  for  it, 
we  should  have  a  good  hope  of  attaining  it,  especially  now 
with  the  shrinking  register.  Our  incomes  as  pharmacists 
are  kept  down  by  the  interference  of  capitalists,  and  the 
way  to  baulk  them  is  to  make  the  qualification  which  they 
must  hire  more  costly. 
The  Working-expenses 

of  a  chemist's  business,  as  shown  in 
the  first  two  samples  quoted  above,  come  out  at  about 
18  per  cent,  of  the  turnover.  In  the  company  case  they  are 
much  about  the  same,  for  though  in  the  accounts  they 
appear  to  more  than  balance  the  gross  profits,  it  must  be 
assumed  that  these  profits  are  probably  about  one-third  of 
the  actual  revenue.  This  would  bring  the  working- 
expenses  to  about  35  or  36  per  cent,  of  the  takings.  But 
here  wages,  salaries,  and  commissions  amount  to  nearly 
half  of  the  expenses,  and  in  the  case  of  the  individual 
chemists  this  half  is  called  net  profit.  The  great  London 
stores  are  worked  at  about  10  per  cent,  of  their  revenue, 
but  there  are  no  published  details  of  the  separate  costs  of 
the  departments.  If  there  were,  we  should  certainly  find 
that  it  cost  a  great  deal  more  to  take  a  pound  in  the  drug- 
department  than  in  the  grocery,  drapery,  ironmongery,  or 
jewellery  sections.  So  also  in  a  compound  business  like  that 
of  Boots'  it  would,  perhaps,  be  impossible  to  prove,  even 
if  details  were  accessible,  whether  the  swings  supported 
the  roundabouts,  or  whether  the  roundabouts  ensured  the 
maintenance  of  the  swings. 

Lewis  &  Burrows'  Income-tax. 

Last  year  I  noted  that  this 
company  paid  only  697.  10.?.  6r7.  on  a  declared  net  profit  of 
2,6987.  The  report  for  the  past  year  shows  a  net  profit  of 
2,311?.,  and  a  payment  on  account  of  income-tax  of 
507.  18s.  9(7.  That  is-to  say,  that  last  year  the  company  paid 
a  little  more,  and  this  year  a  little  less,  than  6(7.  in  the  pound. 
There  is  probably  an  explanation  of  this  puzzle  somewhere, 
but  I  do  not  know  where  to  look  for  it. 

The  Companies  Act 

undoubtedly  requires,  as  the  Sheffield' 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  reminded  last  week,  that  any 
association  of  more  than  twenty  persons  formed  for  pur- 
poses of  gain  must  be  legally  incorporated.  What  would 
happen  if  this  provision  were  not  obeyed  is  not  obvious. 
The  Act  imposes  no  penalty.  The  company  could  not 
recover  any  debts  if  it  gave  credit,  and  probably  any  member 
of  it  might  be  sued  for  the  recovery  of  any  which  had  been 
incurred  by  the  general  body.  But  what  about  the 
P.A.T.A.  ?  Is  that  not  an  association  of  more  than  twenty 
persons  for  purposes  of  gain  ?  What  does  its  Learned 
secretary  say  ?

EMtorial  Comments. 


Indian  Oil-grasses. 

At  the  present  time  commercial  interest  in  the  grass  oils 
of  India  and  Ceylon  is  on  the  wane,  largely  owing  to  the 
tact  that  comparatively  high  prices  of  the  citral  oils  have 
compelled  manufacturers  of  synthetic  perfumes  to  seek  for 
wme  cheaper  source  of  the  base.  As  not  infrequently 
happens  when  nature  and  science  come  into  competition, 
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science  has  in  this  instance  got  the  better  of  nature,  and 
until  the  commercial  values  of  citral  oils  reach  a  low  level 
the  demand  for  them  will  not  increase.  These  quite  utili- 
tarian remarks  are  suggested  by  a  valuable  monograph  on 
the  botany  of  the  oil-grasses  of  India  and  Ceylon  by  Dr.  Otto 
Stapf,  which  has  just  been  published  as  No.  8,  1906,  of 
the  "  Kew  Bulletin."  As  the  number  is  obtainable  through 
any  bookseller  for  5(7.,  we  do  not  attempt  to  present  such 
a  resume  of  it  as  would  satisfy  the  experts  and  specialists 
among  our  readers,  who  will  doubtless  secure  the  original 
for  themselves,  but  as  a  matter  of  record  it  is  desirable  to 
indicate  generally  the  nature  of  the  monograph.  It  is  the 
result  of  a  long  and  learned  research  by  the  author,  who 
obtained  for  comparison  with  the  material  at  Kew  her- 
barium specimens  from  the  leading  authorities  in  the  world. 
In  this  regard  the  value  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
herbarium  is  specially  acknowledged.  The  net  result  of 
Dr.  Stapf 's  research  is  a  renaming  of  the  grasses  which  yield 
such  oils  as  citronella,  lemongrass,  and  palmarosa,  and  the 
botany  is  cleared  up  almost  to  perfection.  There  are  still 
lacking  anatomical  investigation  and  such  a  co-operation 
of  the  botanist  and  the  chemist  as  Baker  and  Smith  have 
proved  to  be  so  valuable  in  respect  to  the  eucalypts.  Dr. 
Stapf 's  most  important  enunciation  has  reference  to  the 
generic  names  of  the  plants  :  ten  species  which  hitherto 
have  been  classed  as  Andropogonecc  are  now  named  species 
of  Cymbopogon,  and  the  other  two  grasses  yielding  essen- 
tial oils  are  classed  as  Vetiveria  and  Andropogon.  If  we 
start  with  Gildemeister  and  Hoffmann's  classification  of 
the  seven  best-known  oil-yielding  grasses,  the  revision  will 
be  well  understood.  These  we  accordingly  give,  adding 
notes  from  the  monograph  : 

1.  Palmarosa  Oil,  from  Andropogon  Scho?nanthus,  L. — Dr. 
Stapf  shows  that  the  oil  (geranium  oil,  or  Rusa)  is  derived 
from  Cymbopogon  Martini,  Stapf  (Andropogon  Martini, 
Roxb.).  The  reference  to  A.  Schcenanthus,  L.,  is  due  to 
Fliickigei  and  Hanbury  (1874),  but  Dr.  Stapf  gives  reasons 
which  prove  that  this  was  an  error. 

2.  Ginger-grass  Oil,  described  as  inferior  Palmarosa,  or  a 
mixture  of  the  latter  with  turpentine  or  mineral  oil. — There 
is  a  complete  absence  of  herbarium  specimens  of  the  grass 
yielding  this  oil.  It  may  be  Cymbopogon  flexuosus,  or  C. 
Martini,  or  neither. 

3.  Lemongrass  Oil,  from  Andropogon  citratus,  DC. — Mala- 
bar or  Cochin  grass  yielding  Travancoro  lemongrass  oil  is 
Cymbopogon  flexuosus,  Stapf  {Andropogon  flexuosus,  Nees  ex 
Steud.),  while  the  lemongrass  proper  of  India,  Ceylon,  the 
Philippines,  Java,  and  other  parts  of  the  world  is  C.  citratus, 
Stapf  (A.  citratus,  DC).  Good  "East  Indian"  lemongrass 
oil  is  from  the  former  and  "  inferior"  from  the  latter  plant. 

4.  Votiver  Oil,  from  Andropogon  muricatus,  Retz. — This  is 
renamed  Vetiveria  zizanioides,  Stapf,  by  the  author.  Its 
first  botanical  name,  Phalaris  zizanioides,  was  given  by 
Linnaeus  (1770),  and  in  1783  Retzius  referred  to  it  as  above ; 
but  it  is  now  shown  not  to  be  an  Andropogon. 

5.  Citronella  Oil,  from  Andropogon  Nardus,  L. — Citronella 
grass  is  now  referred  by  Dr.  Stapf  to  Cymbopogon  Nardus, 
Stapf.  A  valuable  history  of  the  plant's  botany  is  given,  and 
the  alleged  two  kinds  (C.  <£•  D.,  Hi.,  646)  are  discussed,  one 
with  awn  and  the  other  without.  Careful  examination  of 
specimens  convinces  Dr.  Stapf  that  Sir  Joseph  Hooker's  A. 
Nardus  var.  nilagaricus  is  the  mother-plant  of  Pengiri 
Mana,  but  the  Lenabatu  kind  cannot,  for  lack  of  material, °vet 
be  precisely  referred. 

6.  Oil  of  Andropogon  odoratus,  Lisb.— This  is  the  only  one 
of  the  grasses  for  which  the  author  retains  the  existing  name. 
The  oil  is  not  a  commercial  article. 

7.  Camel-grass  Oil.  from  Andropogon  lanigcr,  Desf  This 

is  A.  Schcenanthus,  L.,  and  is  now  referred  to  Cymbopoqon 
Schocnanthus,  Spreng.  It  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  of 
the  oil-yielding  grasses,  and  was  mentioned  by  Hippocrates 
Dr.  btapf  deals  fully  with  it.  saying,  in  conclusion,  "  This  is 
then,  all  that  is  left  of  the  once  much-prized  drug:  a  few 
•dusty  bundles  of  hay  in  Oriental  bazaars,  a  few  ounces  of  oil 
and  the  ancient  name  under  cover  of  which  other  "raises 
have  _  found  their  way  into  the  Pharmacopoeias  and  the 
chemical  industry  of  our  day. 

There  remain  for  observation  the  following  grasses  which 
Dr.  btapf  describes  : 

Cymbopogon.  Jwarancusa,  Schult.  (Andropogon  J  varan- 


cusa,  Jones). — The  "  fever-restrainer "  (Jwarancusa,  not 
Iwarancusa,  as  generally  written).  A  grass  whose  area  ex- 
tends from  the  outer  hill  zone  of  the  United  Provinces  into 
Kuniaon  and  Garhwal,  and  westwards  as  far  as  Kashmir  and 
the  North-Eastern  Punjab. 

Cymbopogon  confertiflorus,  Stapf. — The  new  generic  and 
specific  names  of  Mana,  A.  confertiflorus,  Steud.  (compare 
with  5  above). 

Cymbopogon  coloratus,  Stapf  (Andropogon  coloratus,  Nees, 
ms.j. — Is  probably  one  of  the  Malabar  "  lemongrasses  "  of 
which  the  natives  distinguish  twenty-seven  species. 

Cymbopogon  casius,  Stapf  (Andropogon  corsius,  Nees,  in 
part). — Kamatci-grass.  Has  been  confused  with  A.  Schocn- 
anthus, L.  Yields  (fresh)  0.431  and  (dry)  0.711  per  oent.  of  oil, 
which  has  not  been  analysed. 

Cymbopogon  polyncuros,  Stapf  (Andropogon  polyncuros, 
Steud  ). — A  grass  of  the  S.E.  Deccan  Peninsula,  first  distri- 
buted by  Wight  as  A.  versicolor,  N.E.  A  sample  grown  at 
Ootacamund  yielded  0.25  per  cent,  of  oil,  which  has  not  been 
analysed. 

These  brief  notes  of  an  exhaustive  and  valuable  monograph 
may  suffice  to  indicate  the  extent  of  the  work  which  is  still 
open  to  investigators  on  the  chemical  side  ;  but  it  is  apparent 
that  nature's  profuseness  in  cross-fertilisation  of  the 
grasses,  the  circumstance  that  their  value  depends  more 
upon  what  the  oils  contain  than  what  they  are,  and  the  fact 
that  there  is  probably  more  work  in  the  subject  than  the 
life  of  a  man  could  cover  repel  investigation. 


Maws'  Centenary. 

By  the  time  another  issue  of  this  journal  is  published  one 
of  the  most  respected  firms  in  the  drug-trade  will  be 
closing  the  record  of  its  first  century's  work.  We  refer  to 
Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Aldersgate  Street,  London, 
druggists'  sundriesmen,  surgical-instrument  manufac- 
turers, etc.  The  history  of  this  business  has  often  been 
told  in  these  pages,  on  the  last  occasion  (our  Summer  Issue 
of  1901)  quite  voluminously  in  a  monograph  which  was  beau- 
tifully illustrated,  and  appeared  as  a  supplement  to  the 
issue  ;  but  in  glancing  back  upon  its  progress  we  may  recall 
the  chief  figures  in  its  hundred  years'  history.  Mr.  George 
Maw,  the  founder,  came  to  London  from  Lincolnshire  in 
1807,  and  started  as  a  wholesale  druggist  in  Fenchurch 
Street  with  his  cousin,  Mr.  Hornby.  The  partnership  lasted 
until  1814,  when  Mr.  Maw  came  west  to  the  Aldersgate 
district,  purchasing  a  plaster-business  in  Whitecross  Street, 
and  laying  the  foundation  of  the  druggists'  sundries 
connection.  In  this  he  was  joined  by  his  son,  John  Hornby 
Maw,  a  chemist  and  surgeon  by  training,  in  1826,  and  two 
years  later  the  younger  son,  Solomon  Maw,  became  a 
partner  on  his  father's  retirement.  Mr.  John  H.  Maw 
retired  in  1835,  and  under  Mr.  Solomon  Maw's  sole  rule 
the  business  steadily  increased  until  in  1860  he  admitted  as 
a  partner  his  son  Charles  Maw,  the  father  of  the  present 
generation  who  conduct  the  business— viz.,  Mr.  C.  Trentham 
Maw,  Mr.  Henry  T.  Maw,  M.A.,  M.D.,  Mr.  Mowbray  T. 
Maw,  and  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Maw,  Ph.C.  Saving  for  a  few 
months  in  the  'forties,  when  a  Mr.  Stevenson  was  partner 
with  the  present  Maws'  grandfather,  and  from  1870  to  1900, 
when  Mr.  John  Thompson  was  partner  with  their  father, 
it  has  been  in  fact,  as  it  has  been  in  name,  "  Maws."  We 
feel  sure  that  thousands  of  chemists,  throughout  the 
British  Empire  especially,  will  join  with  us  in  the  hope  that 
the  end  of  a  second  century  will  see  Maws  in  the  business 
which  the  great-grandfather  of  the  present  generation 
founded.  A  fifth  generation  is  now  arising  to  disprove  the 
saying  about  three  generations  being  the  limit  of  London 
families.  It  may  be  said  that  the  trade  in  druggists' 
sundries  is  practically  contemporaneous  with  the  existence 
of  this  firm.  What  sundries  there  were  when  George  Maw 
started  in  business  have  long  since  become  obsolete,  and  it 
is  not  too  much  to  say  that  there  are  hundreds  of  articles 
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handled  by  retail  chemists  to-day  which  owe  their  introduc- 
tion to  the  Aldersgate  Street  house.  They  are  the  pioneers 
of  the  feeding-bottle,  and  have  lived  to  see  reversion  to  the 
original  type  which  they  introduced.  On  the  surgical  side, 
which  began  with  Sandwell's  Issue  Plasters — a  name  that 
indicates  the  nature  of  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  century — they  grew  to  meet  the  full  demands  of 
surgeons  in  the  days  prior  to  anaesthesia,  after  which  a 
great  increase  in  surgical  requirements  was  manifested ; 
while  since  Listerism  was  introduced  there  has  been  a  new 
age  in  dressings  and  instruments.  With  this  also  the  firm 
has  kept  pace  and  power.  These  developments,  and  many 
others  of  minor  importance  as  measured  by  humanity, 
but  of  equal  importance  in  relation  to  business,  have 
made  demands  under  which  many  a  firm  has  become 
extinct ;  and  the  fact  that  Maws  of  Aldersgate  Street  are 
entering  upon  their  second  centenary  is  the  best  comment 
upon  the  manner  in  which  partners  and  staff  have  main- 
tained the  reputation  of  the  house. 


German  Pharmacopoeia  Revision. 

In  view  of  the  publication  of  the  opinions  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  British  and  Irish  Pharmacists  respecting  the 
revision  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1898,  it  is  interest- 
ing to  observe  that  members  of  the  German  Pharmaceutical 
Association  (Deut.  Phar.  Gesell.)  are  doing  the  same  thing 
in  regard  to  the  next  edition  of  the  "Arzneibuch" 
(D.A.B.)  .  The  Association's  "Berichte"  (1906,  325) 
contains  thirty-four  pages  of  suggestions,  which  are  some- 
what more  painstaking  than  those  of  the  British  Committee. 
In  regard  to  the  latter  we  have  expressed  the  opinion  that 
they  are  probably  not  final  recommendations,  but  tenta- 
tive criticisms,  at  least  m  the  majority  of  cases.  The  notes 
which  we  now  give  of  German  criticism  apply  equally  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  so  far  as  consideration  for  revision 
is  concerned.  These  notes  do  not  exhaust  the  contributions 
of  D.P.G.  members,  but  are  purposely  confined  to  those 
articles  and  preparations  common  to  the  D.A.B.  and  B.P.  : 

Alumen  Exsicc. — It  is  difficult  to  get  burnt  alum  soluble 
in  30  parts  of  water,  and  some  allowance  is  requisite.  [The 
B.P.  requires  1  in  20. — Editor.] 

Ammonii  Chloridum. — The  l-in-20  water  solution  is  not 
neutral,  but  slightly  acid  to  blue  litmus-paper. 

Bals.  Peru. — An  improvement  is  suggested  in  the  soda-and- 
ether  test — viz.,  to  evaporate  until  no  ether  odour  and  inflam- 
mable vapour  are  given  off. 

Calx  Chlorinata. — It  is  pointed  out  that  25  per  cent,  of  free 
chlorine  is  too  low  a  standard  considering  the  commercial 
supplies. 

Cera  Alba  and  C.  Flava. — The  D.A.B.  method  of  estimat- 
ing the  ester-number  gives  false  results,  and  as  the  B.P.  one  is 
similar,  this  point  should  be  looked  into  here. 

Chloral  Eydratum. — The  D.A.B.  m.p.  (58°  C.)  is  wrong:  it 
should  be  49°  to  51°.    [B.P.  is  48.9°.] 

Cadeince  Phosphas. — Most  commercial  specimens  give  in 
solution  opalescence  with  silver  nitrate,  due  to  CI. 

Ferri  Sulphas  Exsicc. — The  D.A.B.  says  this  is  white,  but  it 
should  be  greyish- white.  It  is  directed  to  be  made  by  heating 
on  a  water-bath  until  35  to  36  per  cent,  is  lost,  but  30  per  cent, 
is  the  loss  in  practice. 

Hydrargyri  Sub  chloridum. — The  D.A.B.  requires  that 
when  1  part  is  shaken  with  10  parts  of  proof  spirit  the 
spirit  should  be  clear  on  addition  of  silver  nitrate,  but  an 
opalescence  is  really  produced. 

Ol.  Cinnamomi. — ar=-l°to  +1°. 

Ol.  Lavandula. — <?D=-3cto  —9°. 

Ol.  Limonis.—a-s>—+hiP  to  +65°. 

OL  Mentha  Pip.—aD=  -25°  to  -33° 

Ol.  Olive. — Provide  for  an  ac'd  number  ;  maximum,  say  37. 
Ol.  Rosmarini. — rn  =  not  over  -f-  lf>°. 

Ol.  Santali.—a-D=— 16°  to  -  20°.  The  D.A.B.  requires 
1  part  to  dissolve  in  5  parts  of  dilute  spirit  at  20°  C,  but  it  is 
not  until  23°  to  30°  is  reached  before  the  solution  is  clear. 

It  is  recommended  that  spirit-solubility  is  best  determined 
with  70-per-cent.  spirit,  and  as  ol.  aurantii  flor.,  ol.  berga- 
mottaa,  and  ol.  cajuputi  are  in  common  demand,  these  should 
be  put  in  the  D.A.B. 


Phcnacctin. — The  melting-point  lies  between  133°  and 
135°  C. 

Potassii  Iodidum. — A  test  for  absence  of  barium  is  required. 

Spt.  Camphor. — This  is  made  of  camphor  1,  s.v.H.  7,  and 
water  2.  It  is  proposed  to  test  the  preparation  by  mixing 
10  grams  of  it  in  a  graduated  cylinder  with  10  grams  of  brine 
(1-5)  and  5  c.c.  petroleum  benzin,  when  not  less  than  6  c.c.  of 
benzin  should  separate.  On  evaporating  the  benzin,  the 
camphor  residue  should  melt  at  175°  C. 

Tinctures.— -It  is  suggested  that  these  may  be  made  from 
fluid  extracts  in  the  proportion  of  1-5  or  1-10. 

Tr.  Digitalis.— Should  be  kept  in  the  dark. 

Tr.  Myrrhce.— The  drug  to  be  powdered  by  the  aid  of  talc 
or  sand,  then  exhausted  with  spirit. 

Tr.  Zingiber  is. —To  make  this,  pour  on  1  part  of  coarsely 
powdered  ginger  1£  part  of  boiling  water.  When  cold,  add 
6i  parts  of  spirit  and  make  a  tincture. 

One  of  the  subjects  which  is  now  receiving  close  attention 
in  German  pharmacy  circles  is  the  relative  merits  of 
maceration  and  percolation,  and  from  what  we  can  gather 
it  appears  that  percolation  will  in  the  next  Pharmacopoeia 
considerably  displace  maceration,  while  fluid  extracts  will 
be  more  numerous.  It  is  peculiar  that  German  pharmacists 
are  not  beginning  where  we  leave  off,  as  they  might,  but 
are  starting  right  from  the  foundation,  and  comparing 
maceration-products  with  percolation.  Although  the  latter 
has  the  advantage  in  efficiency,  the  old  stagers  in  pharmacy 
hold  on  tight  to  maceration.  We  are  not  without  sympathy 
for  them,  but  as  soon  as  we  get  into  the  fluid-extract 
region  maceration  must,  except  as  a  preliminary  process, 
be  left  behind. 


Pharmacy  Legislation. 

The  Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  has  decided  to  introduce  again  next  Session 
the  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  still  figures  on  the  House  of 
Commons  papers  as  "dropped."  Further,  to  recommend 
chemists  to  get  their  M.P.s  to  ballot  for  a  place  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Session,  and  to  arrange  for  a  deputation 
to  call  upon  the  Prime  Minister  or  the  Home  Secretary 
to  urge  the  appointment  of  a  Select  Committee  to  consider 
the  Bill  and  presumably  any  other  legislative  proposals 
along  similar  lines.  We  gather  these  facts  from  remarks 
made  publicly  by  members  of  the  committee,  and  the  re- 
capitulation here  is  simply  to  give  emphasis  to  the  policy 
for  1907.  More  will  be  heard  of  it  when  the  Council  meets 
on  January  9.

Mechanical  Displays. 

WE  now  continue  the  notes  by  Mr.  E.  Dangerfield,  of 
Bedford,  on  mechanical  window-exhibits,  which  he 
has  designed  : 


The  Grape-Saline  Man. — This  display  was  well  patronised ; 
but,  probably  owing  to  the  waning  season,  no  phenomenal 
sales  of  grape  saline  can  be  recorded.  The  general  advertise- 
ment was,  however,  good.  In  this  we  had  a  plain  but  genial 
individual  with  capacious  mouth,  attired  in  white  nightshirt 
(soda-mint  buttons),  leaning  against  a  practicable  bed  with 
sheets,  blanket,  and  counterpane.  About  four  times  in  the 
minute  he  raised  a  tumbler  (foot  of  2-oz.  test-tube)  to  his  lips, 
and,  pressing  the  head  back,  seemed  to  take  a  long  draught ; 
again  the  glass  was  lowered,  and  so  on  da  capo.  The  effect 
was  obtained  by  the  use  of  large  and  small  cranks  within  his 
"body"  ("it  is  wonderful  what  can  be  done  with  a  bit  of 
wire  ).  At  the  back  was  a  clock,  the  hour-hand  of  which 
slowly  revolved,  making  minute  revolutions.  The  legend  on 
the  arch  was :  "  Time  to  take  Lloyd's  Saline  " — a  hand  points 
to  VI.  There  are  details,  such  as  a  pair  of  trousers  carelessly 
■  thrown  across  bad,  which  appeal  to  a  class  whose  homely 
ideals  are  drawn  from  concrete  facts. 

Hair-restorer  Display. — This  was  a  ladies'  _  window.  I 
made  a  life-size  face  (of  the  usual  "composition"),  sur- 
mounted by  a  wig  and  portentous  muslin  cap.  The  wig  was 
half  cotton-wool  to  the  parting,  then  sections  of  hair  of 
different  colours — golden  yellow,  jet  black,  brown,  and  scarlet 
of  the  most  brilliant  hue.  The  idea  of  "  restoring  "  hair  to 
this  tint  caused  much  amusement.  Incidentally  the  eyes 
rolled  to  and  fro  in  their  sockets  (an  electro-magnet  operated 
from  push  on  counter,  as  usual).  The  window  was  otherwise 
filled  with  hair-restorer  dummies ;  a  boldly  designed  wrapper 
in  dark  blue  and  white,  with  the  conventional  hirsute  nymph, 
being  in  evidence. 

The  Football  Window. — Front  pane  is  entirely  framed 
internally  with  our  Red  Cross  liniment  dummies  (8-oz.),  glued 
to  their  wooden  supports;  the  wrapping  is  green  demy,  red 
band,  smart  labels,  with  red  Maltese  cross.  The  platform  in 
centre  is  covered  with  green  demy.  Goal-posts  at  back.  An 
almost  nude  figure  (6  or  7  in.  high)  is  being  vigorously  rubbed 
with  the  liniment  by  a  comrade  in  the  Bedford  Club  jersey. 
A  hospital  nurse  with  white-stringed  bonnet  and  Red  Cross 
badge  on  shoulder,  holds  the  bottle.  An  imposing  medical 
man  inspects  the  process.  A  telegraph-boy  is  in  the  act  of 
rushing  in  with  a  telegram — 

Senrl  six  gross  of  your  splendid  liniment— can't  get  on  without 
it. — Springboks. 

All  these  figures  are  treated  in  broadest  caricature,  but  suit 
the  neighbourhood  exactly. 

The  Revolving  Tables.— :Two  discs  of  stout  millboard,  18in. 
in  diameter,  are  arranged  side  by  side  in  a  horizontal  position, 
the  pivots  on  which  they  revolve  resting  on  glass,  so  as  to 
secure  a  minimum  of  friction.  By  cross-belting  they  revolve 
in  opposite  directions.  They  are  covered  with  moss-green 
velvet,  and  on  each  is  a  conically-arranged  display  of  Christ- 
mas perfumes,  with  their  tasteful  and  brilliant  cases.  A  few 
cut-glass  bottles  are  introduced  with  the  idea  of  getting  spark- 
ling reflections  from  their  facets.  A  slight  sprinkling  of 
"frost"  enhances  this  effect.  At  the  back  a  long  mirror  is 
fixed,  so.  that  when  the  discs  slowly  revolve  these  movements 
are  duplicated  in  mazy  combinations.  I

£be  Week's  ipoteonlnas. 


ONLY  one  of  the  eight  deaths  by  poisoning  that  have 
taken  place  during  the  week  was  definitely  proven  to 
be  a  misadventure.  This  was  the  death  of  a  little  girl,  aged 
five,  the  daughter  of  a  farmer,  named  Knight,  who  lived 
near  Folkingham.  From  the  evidence  of  the  father  at  the 
inquest  it  appeared  that  Mrs.  Sarah  Dorsey,  a  qualified 
monthly  nurse,  attended  to  his  wife.  The  child  was  not  well 
at  the  time,  and  his  wife  asked  the  nurse  to  get  it  some 
treacle,  which  was  in  a  tin  in  a  cupboard  downstairs.  The 
nurse,  in  mistake,  gave  the  child  silicate-of-soda  solution 
(used  for  preserving  eggs),  which  was  in  the  same 
cupboard  and  in  a  similar-sized  tin.  Dr.  Stanton's  post- 
mortem showed  that  death  was  due  to  an  irritant  and  caustic 
poison. — There  were  two  suicides  with  hydrochloric  acid, 
one  at  Lambeth,  where  it  was  taken  by  Emma  Bragg  (33), 
and  the  other  at  Islington,  where  Mary  Jane  Day  (23),  a 
bookfolder,  drank  it  in  a  fit  of  depression.— Three  deaths 
have  resulted  from  laudanum-poisoning.  Joyce  Butler  (65), 
a  nurse,  was  found  dying  in  her  bedroom  at  a  hotel  in  Euston 
Road,  London,  from  an  overdose  of  laudanum.— Charles 
Martin  (45),  a  Glasgow  clerk,  died  in  the  Northern  Police- 
station  from  opium-poisoning,  and  William  Harrison, 
boilersmith,  of  Darlington,  died  in  the  local  hospital  from 
the  same  cause. — John  Kilner,  a  Liverpool  dock-labourer, 
drank  a  mixture  of  beer  and  carbolic  acid,  and  died  in  the 
Stanley  Hospital.— An  Eltham  clerk,  named  Harry  Spurr 
(42) ,  committed  suicide  with  prussic  acid.  A  bottle  labelled 
"  Prussic  acid"  was  found  in  deceased's  coat-pocket,  and 
the  Coroner  remarked  at  the  inquest  that  if  the  person  who 
had  served  the  man  with  the  poison  could  be  found  out,  he 
might  be  made  to  repent  his  action.

Association  Presidents. 

The  North  East  Lancashire  Association,  over  which  Mr. 
Charles  Albert  Critchley,  Ph.C,  has  recently  been  called  to 
preside,  is  one  which  some  years 
ago  got  out  of  the  humdrum 
ways  that  had  fallen  upon 
chemists'  associations,  and  ven- 
tured to  tell  the  central 
authority  how  pharmaceutical 
affairs  should  be  conducted. 
Mr.  Critchley  is  the  son  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Critchley,  J. P.,  Black- 
burn, the  retail  chemist  who  has 
made  a  singular  success  of  his 
side-line  starch-gloss.  Critchley 
the  younger  was  born  at 
Blackburn  on  April  28,  1875, 
and  after  attending  a  local 
school  completed  his  schooling 
at  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College, 
Chesterfield,  passing  while 
there  the  Oxford  Local  ex- 
amination, and  was  duly  regis- 
tered as  a  student  of  pharmacy. 
He  then  commenced  his  ap- 
prenticeship with  his  father, 
attending  the  Blackburn  Technical  School  and  obtaining  certi- 
ficates for  organic  and  inorganic  chemistry,  botany, 
mechanics,  etc.,  besides  a  silver  medal.  He  also  carried  off 
prizes  in  our  "  Corner  for  Students."  He  passed  the  Minor 
examination  on  July  9,  1896,  from  the  Manchester  College  of 
Pharmacy,  and  the  Major  on  January  4,  1897.  Mr.  Critchley 
was  taken  into  partnership  by  his  father  on  May  1  of  that 
year,  and  since  then  the  business  has  been  carried  on  under 
the  firm-name,  C.  A.  Critchley  &  Co.  He  was  elected  Hon. 
Treasurer  of  the  North  East  Lancashire  Chemists'  Association 
in  1903,  and  held  that  position  until  last  month,  when  he  was 
elected  President  in  succession  to  his  father.

Mr.  Bilson  thanked  the  members  for  the  confidence  placed 
in  him  by  electing  him  President,  and  also  for  their  sym- 
pathy for  himself  and  his  family  in  their  recent  bereave- 
ment.—After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  decided,  on 
the  proposition  of  Mr.  Haynes,  seconded  by  Mi.  Pars, 
"  that  for  the  present  the  Association  shall  continue  to 
publish  the  'Bournemouth  Formulary'  as  heretofore." — 
In  the  absence,  through  indisposition,  of  Mr.  Williams,  Mr. 
Haynes  proposed,  and  Mr.  Hornby  seconded,  that  the  joint 
office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  discontinued  and  two 
separate  officers  appointed,  and  that  Mr.  Reid  be  elected 
Treasurer.  This  was  carried  unanimously,  and  Mr.  Reid 
acknowledged.  This  was  all  the  business,  but  the  Secretary 
adds  :  "  The  committee,  having  gone  to  considerable  ex- 
pense in  moving  to  more  commodious  and  superior  premises, 
hope  that  the  members  will  show  their  appreciation  by 
turning  up  in  greater  numbers  at  the  meetings." 

Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  members  and  their  friends  was  held  in 
the  C.E.Y.M.S.  Rooms,  Cambridge,  on  Thursday  evening, 
December  13,  Mr.  H.  F.  Cook  (President)  in  the  chair, 
when  an  interesting  and  instructive  lecture  on  "The 
Spread  of  Infection"  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Duncan 
Forbes,  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  borough.  The 
lecturer  first  dealt  with  aerial  spread  of  disease,  mentioning 
that  the  infection  of  measles,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
influenza,  cold  in  the  head,  mumps,  whooping-cough,  and 
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consumption  leaves  the  body  by  the  nose  and  mouth.  This 
naturally  led  up  to  remarks  on  the  danger  of  expectoration 
in  public  places  by  persons  suffering  from  any  of  these 
ailments.  Dr.  Forbes  then  spoke  of  the  spread  of  infection 
in  the  home,  as  by  kissing,  sleeping  together,  use  of  the  same 
towel,  handkerchief,  or  mouth-toy.  He  is  convinced 
that  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  are  spread  greatly  by 
children  at  school  during  the  incubation  stage.  With 
regard  to  the  infection  of  scarlet  fever,  he  said,  the  peeling 
of  the  skin  used  to  be  considered  the  dangerous  element, 
but  there  is  now  a  difference  of  opinion  about  this,  although 
all  are  agreed  that  it  is  a  minor  factor.  Scarlet  fever 
patients  treated  at  home  seem  to  get  rid  of  the  infec- 
tion at  an  earlier  date  than  those  treated  in  hospital.  Dr. 
Forbes  also  spoke  of  diarrhoeal  infections,  and  concluded 
with  hints  on  keeping  well,  vigorous  health  being  the  best 
condition  for  warding-off  bacterial  attacks. — On  the  motion 
of  Alderman  A.  S.  Campkin,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  Flanders, 
a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  lecturer. 

North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  December  13 
at  the  Roebuck  Hotel,  Stoke-on-Trent,  Mr.  Edmund  Jones 
(Vice-President)  in  the  chair. 

Politics.— The  Chairman  read  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Idris 
and  Winfrey  suggesting  a  deputation  to  the  Home  Secretary 
with  a  view  to  urging  him  to  refer  both  the  Government 
Bill  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  of  the  present 
Session  to  a  Select  Committee,  and  a  further  letter  from 
Mr.  Bremridge  inviting  chemists'  associations  to  secure  early 
interviews  with  local  M.P.s  on  the  matter.  Mr.  Jones  said 
the  North  Staffs  M.P.s  had  been  interviewed  on  a  previous 
occasion,  an  interest  had  been  aroused  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
and  the  Association  could  with  confidence  approach  their 
M.P.s  between  now  and  February,  and  elicit  from  them  a 
renewal  of  the  promises  made  on  a  former  occasion. — Mr. 
T.  C.  Cornwell  expressed  the  indebtedness  of  chemists  to 
Messrs.  Idris  and  Winfrey  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
craft.  Putting  all  question  of  politics  aside,  he  believed 
the  Pharmacy  Bill  and  the  prospects  of  pharmacy  generally 
are  better  now  than  under  the  late  Administration.— Mr. 
Mellor  (Uttoxeter)  said  he  thought  they  ought  to  back  the 
suggestions  of  Messrs.  Idris  and  Winfrey  by  every  means  in 
their  power.  He  promised  to  see  the  M.P.  for  Burton  on 
the  subject  of  the  Bill.  Proceeding,  he  said  that,  although 
there  are  many  good  points  in  the  Government  measure, 
they  ought  to  make  a  better  fight  against  the  sale  of  poisons 
by  unqualified  persons.  It  seemed  to  him  that  if  once  they 
gave  way  on  this  point  the  next  thing  would  be  that  all 
industrial  poisons  would  follow,  and  then  would  go  packed 
poisons  and  proprietary  medicines.  Chemists  ought  also 
to  fight  as  hard  as  they  could  for  their  title  ;  and  they  ought 
to  urge  on  the  local  M.P.s  especially  that  they  must  have 
their  title  reserved.— The  Chairman  expressed  the  opinion 
that  if  a  Select  Committee  were  appointed  chemists  would 
have  a  far  better  chance  of  having  the  matter  thoroughly 
threshed  out.  Industrial  poisons  can  already  be  obtained 
from  persons  other  than  retail  chemists.  The  danger  is  of 
interfering  with  the  sale  of  those  poisons  hitherto  confined 
to  chemists.— It  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Edmund  Jones  be 
deputed  to  see  the  North  Staffs  M.P.s  with  regard  to  the 
Bill. 

The  Federation.— After  a  long  discussion  on  the  subject 
of  the  Federation,  a  resolution  was  passed  to  the  effect  that 
the  Association  appreciates  the  work  which  the  Federation 
has  done,  and  strongly  desires  its  continuance  with  a  view 
to  forming  a  strong  organisation  to  do  useful  work,  mainly 
on  commercial  lines. 

Wolverhampton  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday  evening,  December  12, 
Mr.  Gibson  in  the  chair.  Among  those  present  were  Messrs' 
Phil  hps,  Forster,  Weaver,  Warner,  Godsall,  Coleman, 
Goodwin,  and  Fellows.  It  was  resolved  to  write  to  the 
various  firms  on  the  Dewsbury  list  with  the  addition  of 
Neave's  Food  Co.  Mr.  Forster,  dispenser  at  the  Wolver- 
hampton General  Hospital,  read  a  paper  on 

Linimentum  Terebinthin^:. 
He  said  he  had  been  required  to  make  large  quantities  of 
this,  and  experimented  with  a  view  to  finding  a  quicker 


way  than  the  official  one  of  making  it.  He  has  now  adopted 
the  following  method  : 

Stir  together  1  lb.  of  B.P.  soft  soap  with  8  fl.  oz.  of  recti- 
fied spirit.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  soap  is  dissolved 
in  an  hour  or  two.  Filter,  pour  a  little  spirit  into  the 
filter  to  wash  out  the  last  traces  of  soap.  Make  up  to  24  fl.  oz. 
and  call  this  "  Sapo  Mollis  Liquidus."  [Tho  B.P.  gives 
3  per  cent,  residue  (equal  to  210  grains  in  a  pound).  The 
author  has  not  found  moro  than  10  grains  in  a  pound  of 
the  samples  he  has  used.]   To  make  the  liniment,  take 

Sapo.  mollis  liq   2g  fl.  oz. 

Aquse   4g  fl.  oz. 

Mix  in  a  1^-pint  bottle.  Dissolve  1  oz.  of  camphor  in. 
13  fl.  oz.  of  turpentine  oil,  add  in  four  parts  to  the  soap 
solution,  shaking  well  after  each  addition. 

Half  a  gallon  can  be  thus  made  in  ten  minutes.  In  a  pinS 
of  this  liniment  6  dr.  of  the  5  oz.  of  water  is  replaced 
by  spirit.  This  would  negative  its  use  in  ordinary  dispens- 
ing, though  the  method  suggested  would  be  found  useful  in 
many  dispensaries  and  institutions.  There  is  slightly  more 
separation  than  in  the  B.P.  liniment,  but  with  a  shako  it  is 
right  again. 

Sapo  mollis  liquidus  would  be  useful  in  making  lin.  saponis* 
Mr.  Forster  followed  with  two

scription (sometimes  with  slight  deviation  in  the  quantities):

3j.  two  or  three  times  a  day  if  required  for  headache. 

Tho  mixture  is  at  first  milky,  but  soon  a  deposit  of 
crystals  occurs  and  the  liquid  above  is  clear.  In  many  eases 
of  a  chemical  change  in  a  mixture  two  ingredients  are 
generally  the  cause,  but  here  three  are  concerned — viz., 
caffeine  citrate,  sodium  salicylate,  and  phenazone.  Muci- 
lage of  tragacanth  caused  the  crystals  to  be  more  easily 
diffusible,  but  did  not  prevent  their  formation.  The 
crystals  are  extremely  soluble  in  S.V.R.  ;  by  spontaneous 
evaporation  they  are  obtained  in  pearly  scales.  Boiled  with 
water,  they  melt,  presenting  much  the  appearance  of  melted 
phosphorus  in  hot  water.  Dissolved  in  spt.  sether.  nit., 
the  solution  assumes  a  green  colour,  as  with  phenazone.  An 
aqueous  solution  gives  a  purple  colour  with  ferric  chloride, 
and  a  precipitate  or  cloudiness  with  Nessler's  reagent. 
From  these  reactions  it  seems  probable  that  the  crystals 
contain  phenazone,  caffeine,  and  the  salicylate  grouping.* 

Bals   tolu  3j. 

Lanolini   3j. 

This  seems  to  present  some  difficulty.  I  put  1  troy  oz. 
of  bals.  tolu.  (in  small  fragments)  with  6  fl.  dr.  of 
chloroform  into  a  wide-mouthed  corked  bottle,  heat  it 
with  warm  water,  and  shake  frequently.  Squeeze  through 
muslin  into  a  mortar  containing  the  lanolin,  and  it  is  then 
mixed  easily. 

After  a  general  discussion,  Mr.  Forster  was  warmly  thanked 
for  his  communications. 

Harrogate  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Salisbury  Hotel  on  December  14, 
Mr.  A.  Atkinson  (President)  in  the  chair,  when  a  very 
entertaining  paper  on  the  social  life  and  pharmacy  in  Japan 
was  read  by  Mr.  F.  T.  Leak,  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
was  for  several  years  in  Yokohama  with  Messrs.  North 
&  Rae.  A  large  collection  of  native  hand-coloured 
lantern-slides,  numbering  over  200,  was  used  to  illus- 
trate the  lecture,  and  proved  a  very  striking  example 
of  the  ingenuity  and  artistic  tastes  of  the  Japanese.  An 
interesting  description  was  given  of  the  Trans-Siberian 
Railway,  and  descriptions  were  given  of  many  of  the  trades 
of  Japan,  upon  which,  so  far,  Western  ideas  have  made 
little  impression.  Having  dealt  with  the  leading  cities  of  the 
country,  particularly  Yokohama,  with  its  foreign  settlement, 
Mr.  Leak  took  his  audience  to  Nikko  (the  Canterbury  of 
Japan)  and  to  Fugi  San,  the  sacred  mountain,  to  which  thou- 
sands of  pilgrims  journey  annually.  He  showed  that  English 
and  German  pharmacists  have  little  to  do  with  Japanese

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pharmacy,  as  their  business  consists  chiefly  in  supplying  the 
wants  of  the  Legations,  the  settlements,  and  tourists.  Mr. 
Leak  strongly  advised  all  who  desire  to  see  the  country  as 
portrayed  on  the  screen  to  "hurry  up,"  as  its  Europeanisa- 
tion  is  proceeding  at  an  alarming  rate.  Mr.  Leak  was  cor- 
dially thanked  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Handford,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Atkinson,  and  supported  by  other  speakers.  Mr. 
A.  H.  Baines,  who  had  lent  and  manipulated  the  lantern, 
and  others  were  remembered  in  a  similar  manner. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

To  hold  for  over  two  hours  the  rapt  attention  of  an  audience 
largely  composed  of  the  juniors  of  pharmacy  in  a  subject 
not  usually  considered  to  be 
within  their  sphere  requires  no 
ordinary  lecturing  qualities.  The 
feat  was  essayed  with  easy  success 
by  Dr.  J.  Cantlie,  F.R.C.S., 
surgeon  to  the  Seamen's  Hospital, 
on  December  13,  in  a  discourse  to 
the  C.A.A.  on 

Medical  Practice  in  the 
Tropics, 
delivered  in  the  lecture-theatre  of 
the  School  of  Pharmacy.  The

Dr.  J.  Cantlie.  Walter   Hills   and   Mr.    E.  M. 

Holmes  apologised  by  letter  for 
non-attendance.  Mr.  J.  Clark  (President)  occupied  the 
chair.  Dr.  Cantlie  is  such  an  exceedingly  rapid  and  fluent 
speaker,  without  being  verbose,  that  a  verbatim  report  of 
what  he  said  would  occupy  the  greater  part  of  this  issue, 
and  we  cannot  do  more  than  select. 

Diseases  in  the  tropics  are  almost  a  closed  book  to  the 
English  doctor.  When  he  goes  out  there  he  finds  everyone 
perfectly  familiar  with  the  local  names  and  treatment  of 
all  diseases,  and  he  used  to  find  that  he  was  taught  by  his 
patients.  But  the  London  and  Liverpool  schools  of  tropical 
medicine  are  remedying  this,  and  the  medical  man  now  goes 
out  having  come  into  actual  touch  in  England  with  the 
diseases  he  has  to  treat.  The  conditions  are  very  different. 
The  tropics  have  some  twenty  considerable  diseases,  which 
are  never  heard  of  in  England,  while  others  do  not  exist. 
There  is,  for  instance,  no  rheumatic  fever,  and  consequently 
Europeans  have  little  chance  of  contracting  heart-disease. 
Nor  is  there  any  scarlet  fever,  and  measles  is  very  rare. 
The  germs  or  parasites  responsible  for  these  troubles  (Dr. 
Cantlie  believes  that  they  exist  and  will  be  discovered) 
cannot  live  in  the  particular  temperature  of  the  tropics. 
The  living  conditions  are  also  very  different.  For  the  first 
six  to  twelve  months  after  a  man  reaches  the  tropics  his 
energy  is  immense,  appetite  splendid,  and  he  feels  first- 
rate — due  to  heat  stimulation  of  the  liver.  Then  supply  of 
bile  begins  to  be  exhausted,  and  the  liver  responds  no 
longer.  The  man  gets  lazy,  and  if  he  obtains  the  stimulus 
he  seems  to  want  from  alcohol,  he  contracts  the  chief  disease 
of  the  tropics.  But  the  exhaustion  is  only  temporary,  and 
It  is  but  a  matter  of  careful  dieting  to  achieve  acclimatisa- 
tion. The  chief  disease  of  the  tropics  is  malaria,  but  it  is 
now  so  well  understood  that,  Dr.  Cantlie  declared,  it  is  a 
man's  own  fault  if  he  gets  it.  The  old  tradition  that  night- 
air  is  bad  is  right  in  effect  but  wrong  in  theory.  It  was  not 
safe  at  one  time  in  England  to  have  the  windows  open,  but 
that  was  because  of  the  mosquito.  The  only  thing  science 
has  done  is  to  prove  why  such  old  traditions  as  this  are 
true.  _  Why  we  don't  get  malaria,  yellow  fever,  and  filaria 
now  is  because  we  can  keep  off  the  mosquito,  and  tropical 
medicine  will  point  the  way  to  the  discovery  of  the  inter- 
mediary of  infection  in  domestic  diseases,  which  will  be 
found  among  the  domestic  insects.  The  hatred  of  these  is 
■due  to  something  more  than  that  they  are  "nasty" — it  is 
because  in  the  long  course  of  human  experience  their  bites 
have  been  connected  with  disease.  Plague,  for  instance,  is 
indisputably  carried  by  the  flea  of  the  black  rat,  and  by 
that  flea  only.  More  than  a  dozen  diseases  have  been 
traced  to  such  carriage.  Dr.  Cantlie  described  amusingly 
nis  vaccine  and  vaccination  difficulties  in  the  East,  how  it 


was  almost  impossible  to  keep  vaccine  active  during  the 
long  voyage  out,  and  how  they  had  to  overcome  the  China- 
man's faith  in  the  everlasting  efficacy  of  human  vaccine 
transmitted  through  hundreds  of  persons,  and  then  went  on 
to  speak  of  the  difficulties  of  drug  and  instrument  importa- 
tion, digressing  to  declare,  on  the  matter  of  doctors'  dis- 
pensing, that  "  man  cannot  be  a  chemist  and  a  doctor  too; 
there  is  quite  enough  in  each."  He  paid  a  special  tribute 
to  chemists  in  Hong-Kong.  They  could  be  depended  upon, 
and  what  they  said  could  be  believed.  They  never  supplied 
old  drugs.  Ipecacuanha  must  be  fresh,  or  pepper  might  as 
well  be  given.  Bael-f ruit,  however,  is  the  Indian  specific  for 
dysentery.  The  native  drug  is  totally  different  from  the  im- 
ported. Laboratory  products  are,  in  most  instances,  very 
good,  but  not  always  so  good  as  the  native  product.  Dr. 
Cantlie  instanced  the  effects  of  importation  on  tobacco. 
Ninepenny  Havana  cigars  are  unsmokable  after  twenty-four 
hours'  exposure  to  tropical  air,  and  the  %d.  Manila  cheroot 
is  preferred.  Drugs  can  be  imported  perfectly  good  in 
sealed  tins,  and  so  can  surgical  instruments.  The  latter  is 
a  very  important  point,  for  in  most  places  it  takes  about 
three  months  to  get  fresh  supplies.  Frequently  he  had  had 
to  write  to  the  makers  that  the  "  last  box  of  instruments  was 
all  corroded,"  and  when  he  came  home' and  went  to  see  them 
on  the  matter  they  protested  that  the  instruments  were  care- 
fully packed  in  an  air-tight  box  with  dried  cotton- wool. 
But  that  is  nonsense,  the  doctor  said.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  an  air-tight  box,  and  drying  the  cotton-wool  only 
makes  it  the  thirstier  and  readier  to  attract  moisture. 
Everything  must  be  in  soldered  tins,  and  he  gets  the  tropical 
trade  who  so  sends  supplies.  Another  point  is  that  in  the 
tropics  they  must  have  gold  points  to  injection-needles. 
Steel  points  are  left  damp,  and  in  two  hours  they  are  use- 
less. Drugs,  going  out  and  coming  home,  must  be  similarly 
protected — even  senna,  though  it  is  fairly  potent  when  it 
gets  home.  Dr.  Cantlie  then  showed,  so  far  as  the  vagaries 
of  the  electric  lantern  would  permit,  a  fine  set  of  photo- 
micrographic  and  other  slides,  with  which  he  explained  the 
whole  parasitical  history  of  malaria  and  filaria,  inside  and 
outside  the  human  hosts,  in  an  exhaustive  yet  terse  fashion. 
His  remarks  were  interspersed  with  dry  humour  that 
evoked  interest  almost  enthusiastic,  although  the  subject 
was  somewhat  "  creepy."  In  filaria,  or  elephantiasis,  there 
are  two  kinds  of  worms,  nocturnal  and  diurnal,  which  only 
appear  in  the  blood  immediately  below  the  skin  at  night  and 
day  respectively,  and  the  mosquitos,  in  which  the  follow- 
ing cycle  of  the  parasite's  existence  is  completed,  only  bite 
during  these  respective  periods.  An  effective  treatment, 
therefore,  is  to  alter  the  patient's  sleeping  period — e.g.,  by 
keeping  him  awake  at  night. 

Mr.  Clark,  proposing  the  thanks  of  the  Association, 
remarked  that  the  pioneers  of  tropical  medicine  are  of 
great  assistance  to  traders  by  opening  up  tracts  of  country 
hitherto  considered  inaccessible,  and  made  graceful  refer- 
ence to  Dr.  Cantlie's  own  work  on  sprue,  a  subject  which  he 
had  modestly  passed  over.  A  question  from  Mr.  Latreille 
formed  a  text  for  a  further  interesting  disquisition  on  the 
means  of  keeping  off  mosquitos  and  malaria. — Referring 
to  the  prophylactic  use  of  quinine,  the  doctor  mentioned 
that  the  large  doses — 10  grains — and  so  on  which  he  is  in  the 
habit  of  ordering  are  almost  invariably  queried  by  the 
dispenser. — Mr.  Albert  Cooper  had  the  last  word  by  asking 
whether  doctors  might  not  initial  abnormal  doses. 


General  Boaro  of  ©ptidans. 

A MEETING  of  the  Board  was  held  on  December  10,  Mr. 
M.  W.  Duncomb  in  the  chair.  Among  those  present 
were  Mr.  L.  Laurance,  Mr.  A.  E.  Grey,  Mr.  E.  H.  Tug- 
well  (pharmaceutical  chemist),  Mr.  W.  Maskew  (pharma- 
ceutical chemist),  Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd  (chemist  and  druggist), 
Mr.  G.  Bennett  (chemist  and  druggist),  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff 
(chemist  and  druggist),  and  Mr.  P.  J.  G.  Fielding  (phar- 
maceutical chemist).  The  first  business  of  the  meeting  was 
a  consideration  of  a  letter  from  the  British  Optical  Associa- 
tion suggesting  grounds  for  an  agreement  in  promoting  an 
Opticians  Bill.  The  conditions  upon  which  the  B.O.A. 
would  join  forces  with  the  G.B.O.  were  as  follows  : 

1.  That  either  a  small  committee  or  the  members  of  the 
Conference  shall  "definitely  decide  upon  the  terms  of  a  Bill 
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built  upon  terms  agreeable  to  the  different  parties ;  that  in 
such  a  Bill  specific  mention  shall  be  made  of  the  examina- 
tions of  the  British  Optical  Association,  as  qualification  for 
admission  at  all  times  to  the  register,  and  that  the  examina- 
tions of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  have  the  same 
privilege. 

2.  That  the  General  Board  of  Opticians  shall  so  recon- 
stitute itself  that  it  shall  be  formed  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
promoting  the  said  Bill  and  no  other  Bill. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Grey  then  moved  : 

That  having  very  fully  considered  the  letter  from  the 
Council  of  the  British  Optical  Association  of  November  19, 
1906,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the  specified 
alterations  in  the  proposed  Bill  recommended  by  the  Con- 
ference and  adopted  by  the  Board,  October  11,  1906,  should 
be  the  basis  and  settlement  of  the  differences  between  the 
General  Board  and  the  British  Optical  Association,  and 
that  the  Bill  as  now  altered  be  the  Bill  to  be  promoted  in 
Parliament.  It  is  further  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
the  question  of  qualification  for  the  entrance  to  the  register 
is  essentially  one  that  should  be  left  with  the  created  central 
authority,  and  that  it  would  be  unwise  in  the  interests  of 
the  progress  of  the  measure  through  the  House  of  Commons 
to  amend  the  Bill  in  this  respect. 

After  this  motion  had  been  discussed  for  some  time,  Mr. 
S.  L.  Goodman  (Glasgow)  moved  an  amendment — 

That  the  General  Board  of  Opticians  do  now  adjourn  till 
a  date  in  June  to  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary 
— to  which  a  further  amendment  was  moved  by  Mr.  C.  Hyatt 
Woolf  : 

That  since  the  Bill  as  amended  gives  the  Central  Board 
full  control  over  the  nature  and  conduct  of  any  examina- 
tions, this  Board  agrees  to  return  to  the  form  of  its  original 
Bill  and  restore  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  and  British 
Optical  Association  to  the  Bill  as  examining  bodies. 
This  being  put  to  the  meeting,  the  voting  was  10  for 
and  18  against.    Mr.  Goodman's  amendment  was  then  put, 
the  voting  being  19  for  and  10  against.    The  Board  there- 
upon adjourned  till  June.

The  Bill  and  other  Things. 

The  first  annual  dinner  of  the  Worcester  and  District 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Star  Hotel,  Worces- 
ter, on  Thursday  evening,  December  13.  Alderman  J.  A. 
Steward,  J.P.  (President),  was  in  the  chair,  and  a  large 
company  included  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  (President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain),  the  Mayor  of 
Worcester  (Mr.  G.  Williams  King),  Dr.  Watson,  and 
Messrs.  T.  Barclay  (Birmingham),  J.  Twinberrow,  J. 
Hogg,  F.  Acton,  T.  Lunn,  Whitley,  T.  W.  Wall,  C.  W. 
Turner,  H.  J.  Aubrey,  T.  Horniblow,  sen.,  A.  J.  Swanson, 
A.  E.  Marshall,  T.  Horniblow,  jun.,  H.  Haywood,  C.  J. 
Steward,  F.  J.  Hall,  McMillen  (London),  Dowty  (Per- 
shore),  J.  Munn  (Stourport),  A.  Mander,  Smeddles, 
Lawton,  Baylis,  J.  Need  (Malvern),  Gedge  (Malvern 
Link),  E.  J.  Clarke  (Malvern  Wells),  J.  Gibbs  (Upton), 
Harris  and  Cole  (Droitwich),  and  A.  E.  Coverdale,  Hon. 
Secretary.  The  Chairman,  proposing  "The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain,"  said  at  one  time  there  was  a 
complaint  that  the  Society  did  not  do  much  for  the 

Provincial  Members  of  the  Craft, 
but  he  believed  there  was  now  no  ground  for  the  complaint. 
They  had  representatives  in  London  from  Birmingham, 
Shrewsbury,  and  Cardiff,  and  he  did  not  see  why  there 
should  not  be  a  representative  from  Worcester.  He  ex- 
pressed admiration  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  Benevolent 
Fund,  remarking  that  in  Worcester  several  cases  had  re- 
ceived help.  If  past  Presidents  had  been  more  like  their 
present  President,  and  associated  more  with  the  provinces, 
he  thought  a  larger  proportion  of  the  retail  traders  would 
have  joined  the  Society. 

Mr.  Robinson,  in  reply,  said  he  would  be  very  glad  to 
have  some  members  of  the  Worcester  Association  on  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council.  Referring  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
he  said  it  was  a  serious  matter  that  it  had  been  decided  that 
the  1868  Act  could  be  over-ridden.  It  was  strange  that 
seven  persons,  who  might  be  unqualified  and  know  nothing 
about  pharmacy  could,  as  a  limited-liability  company,  carry 


on  business  as  chemists  and  use  the  name  of  chemists.  The 
1880  decision  was  the  strangest  ever  given,  and  it  was  one 
they  must  remedy  by  uniting  and  keeping  in  close  touch 
with  the  parent  Society  in  London.  (Applause.)  He  de- 
tailed the  steps  which  had  been  taken  by  the  Society  to 
secure  legislation,  and  said  though  at  present  their  efforts 
had  been  unsuccessful,  further  action  was  being  taken. 
Speaking  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  he  said  3,000Z.  a  year  is 
being  paid  to  poorer  members. 

Other  Toasts. 
Mr.  A.  Mander  proposed  "Our  Visitors  and  Kindred? 
Associations,"  and  Mr.  Barclay,  in  response,  said  he  be- 
lieved that  no  class  of  men  stood  higher  in  pharmacy  than 
the  chemists  of  Worcester,  Malvern,  and  neighbourhood. — 
Mr.  C.  Turner  proposed  "  The  Medical  Profession,"  which 
Dr.  Watson  acknowledged,  saying  he  wished  that  medical 
licensing  bodies  and  universities  would  enact  that  doctors 
should  not  do  their  own  dispensing.  (Applause.)  It  would 
be  better  for  the  doctor,  the  chemist,  and  the  public,  because 
a  busy  doctor  has  not  time  to  dispense  medicines  properly. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  doctors  have  grievances.  There 
were  such  things  as  counter-prescriptions — (laughter) — but, 
of  course,  they  were  not  heard  of  in  Worcestershire. 
(Laughter  and  applause.) — Mr.  Robinson  proposed  "Wor- 
cester and  District  Chemists'  Association,"  and  Mr.  Cover- 
dale,  in  reply,  said  although  it  is  perhaps  the  youngest 
Association  in  the  country,  it  is  by  no  means  the  least.  It 
includes  every  chemist  in  Worcester,  Malvern,  Pershore, 
Upton-on-Severn,  and  Droitwich,  and  has  members  in  Kid- 
derminster, Bromsgrove,  and  Tenbury. — Mr.  Aubrey, 
proposing  "The  Chairman,"  said  Alderman  Steward 
is  an  ex-Mayor  of  the  city,  and  has  taken  an  active  part 
in  the  administration  of  local  affairs.  Had  the  chemists  of 
the  past  taken  a  greater  part  in  public  life  they  would  have 
been  held  in  more  confidence,  and  he  believed  they  would 
have  had  no  trouble  in  passing  the  Act  which  they  required, 
— The  Chairman  briefly  replied. 

A  Cricket  Dinner. 

The  annual  dinner  and  smoking-concert  of  the  Hanover 
Cricket  Club  (Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  Liver- 
pool) was  held  at  the  Star  and  Garter  Hotel,  Liverpool,  on 
Saturday  evening,  December  15.  In  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  President  (Mr.  W.  P.  Evans),  the  chair  was 
occupied  by  Mr.  J.  H.  E.  Evans.  The  company  included 
Msssrs.  K.  W.  E.  Evans,  G.  M.  McLoughlin,  J.  C.  Turner, 

F.  J.  Burd,  J.  Briggs,  and  A.  T.  Grosart  (Hon.  Secretary). 
After  dinner,  and  the  toast  of  "  The  King,"  the  Chairman 
submitted  "  The  Hanover  Cricket  Club."  He  said  it  was 
pleasing  to  find  the  balance-sheet  of  the  club  so  satisfactory, 
and  some  of  the  debentures  had  been  paid  off,  so  financially 
the  club  is  on  a  good  basis.

Newcastle  Dinner. 

The  tenth  annual  dinner  of  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  and 
District  Chemists'  Association  was  held  in  the  Hotel 
Metropole,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  Wednesday,  Decem- 
ber 12,  Mr.  F.  Gilderdale  (President)  in  the  chair.  He 
was  supported  by  the  Lord  Mayor  (Councillor  J.  M. 
Owbridge),  the  Sheriff  (Councillor  J.  Fitzgerald),  and  the 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  R.  A.

Slater,  Messrs.  C.  Ridley,  Wright,  Atkins,  Gray,  Russell, 
Keise  (Hon.  Treasurer),  Pescod  (Hon.  Secretary),  Clague, 
Wray,  Cubey,  Buckley,  Layne  (Hon.  Solicitor),  Dean, 
Dakers,  Noble,  T.  Simpson,  Crake,  Trewick,  Ford, 
Kinnis,  Park  (Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb),  Swales, 
Morgan  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  R.  Ismay,  Rutherford, 
Errington,  J.  H.  Forster,  Owen,  and  Duncan;  Messrs. 
Alderman  J.  Harrison,  R.  H.  Bell,  Anderson,  Golightly, 
Purse,  and  Hodgson  from  Sunderland  ;  and  Mr.  J.  Robin- 
son, Darlington.  After  dinner  the  toasts  of  "  The  King  " 
and  "  The  Lord  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne  "  were  honoured,  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the  Sheriff 
replying  for  the  latter.  Mr.  Clague  proposed  "  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society,"  and  said  they  were  justly  proud  of 
the  fact  that  they  had  their  President  with  them.  He  (Mr. 
■Clague)  is  Divisional  Secretary  of  the  largest  Parliamentary 
Division  in  Great  Britain.  Mr.  Robinson  stood  as  the 
representative  of  the  men  who  are  both  scientists  and 
business  men.  He  also  stood  for  the  man  who  has  acquired 
as  much  knowledge  as  he  possibly  could,  and  is  striving 
to  apply  that  knowledge  in  daily  life  in  a  businesslike  and 
•efficient  way.  Mr.  Robinson  had  stood  out  from  among 
his  fellows  in  the  ability  with  which  he  had  conducted  the 
affairs  of  the  Society. 

The  toast  was  well  received,  and  Mr.  Robinson  in  the 
•course  of  his  reply  said,  with  reference  to 

Pharmacy  Legislation, 
the  next  step  would  be  to  approach  their  members  of 
Parliament,  and  ask  one  of  two  things  of  them — either  that 
they  should  agree  to  ballot  for  a  Bill,  for  a  place  during  the 
ensuing  Session,  or  that  they  should  go  as  a  deputation  to 
the  Prime  Minister  in  order  to  ask  him  that  these  two  Bills, 
about  which  there  had  been  so  much  controversy,  should 
be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  where  the  merits  could 
be  more  fully  gone  into.  Mr.  Robinson  proceeded  to  speak 
of  the  high  importance  of  education,  and  of  the  value  of 
personal  qualification  and  education.

These 
covered  the  world,  from  New  Zealand  and  Australia  to 
Canada,  the  Argentine,  and  ports  on  the  European  continent.

The  diagrams  show  the  exact  appear- 
ance of  capped  hock,  curb,  bog-spavin,  and  other  causes  of 
lameness  and  other  diseases  of  the  horse  curable  by  Stevens's 
ointment.  Chemists  with  a  "horsey"  clientele  will  find  a 
use  for  the  booklet. 

Ilford  Gaslight-paper. — Ilford,  Ltd.,  Ilford,  London, 
E.,  recently  introduced  two  varieties  of  Ilford  portrait 
gaslight-paper — matt  and  carbon  surface — which  we  have 
had  an  opportunity  of  trying.  The  papers  are  particularly 
suitable  for  dull  weather,  when  daylight  printing  is  tedious. 
This  class  of  printing-paper  is  not  so  sensitive  as  bromide- 
paper,  and  can,  in  consequence,  be  worked  comfortably  in 
an  artificially  lighted  room,  provided  the  paper  is  not  ex- 
posed to  the  full  glare  of  the  light.  The  exposure  with  a 
negative  of  average  density  is  about  twenty  seconds  at  a 
distance  of  6  in.  from  a  No.  5  Bray's  burner;  but  a  few 
trials  with  small  pieces  of  the  paper  will  soon  make  the 
photographer  familiar  with  the  working  of  it.  The  last 
remark  applies  also  to  developing.  The  developer  recom- 
mended is  the  following  : 

Metol   5  grains 

Sodium  sulphite    ^  oz. 

Hydroquinone   20  grains 

Sodium  carbonate   ^  oz. 

Potassium  bromide    1  grain 

Hot  water  10  oz. 

The  ingredients  are  dissolved  in  the  order  given,  and  when 
the  solution  is  cold  it  is  ready  for  use.  The  quantity  of 
bromide  may  be  increased  if  warmer  blacks  are  desired. 
Development  takes  about  half  a  minute,  and  fixing  is  a 
matter  of  ten  minutes  in  a  bath  of  hypo.  3  oz.  to  the  pint. 
The  matt  paper  has  a  dead  surface, while  the  carbon-surface 
paper  may  be  described  as  semi-matt,  in  that  it  is  halfway 
between  a  bright  and  a  matt  surfaced  paper.  Both  have 
given  excellent  results  in  our  hands,  and  we  have  found 
them  rapid  and  easy  to  work.  A  competition  has  been 
arranged  in  connection  with  the  portrait  gaslight-paper, 
which  photographic  chemists  should  bring  te  the  notice  of 
their  customers — it  stimulates  the  sale  of  the  paper  and 
brings  credit  to  the  dealer.  The  closing  date  of  the  com- 
petition is  February  11,  1907. 

An  Effective  Fire-extinguisher. — The  other  day,  at 
the  works  of  Aerators,  Ltd.,  at  Edmonton,  a  C.  <£•  D.  repre- 
sentative witnessed  a  practical  demonstration  of  the  utility 


of  the  "  Prana  Sparklet  Hand  Automatic  Fire-extinguisher. 
The  experiments  left  no  doubt  of  its  effectiveness  m  ex- 
tinguishing fire,  and  of  the  superiority  of  the  "  Prana  fire- 
extinguisher  to  the  usual  hand-grenade.  For  the  test  was 
a  comparative  one,  and  the  results  were  all  in  favour  of  the 
"  Prana"  Sparklet  apparatus,  all  the  conditions  being 
equal  In  this  case  the  operator  may  stand  20  ft  from  the 
fire  and  direct  a  fine  spray  of  chemical  solutwn  all  over  the 
flames  At  the  demonstration  at  Edmonton  one  bottle  oi 
the  "Prana"  solution  sufficed  in  a  number  of  cases  to 
extinguish  the  flames  much  more  quickly  and  effectively 
than  seven  glass  grenades  thrown  by  hand.  The  Prana 
extinguisher  consists  of  a  cylindrical  glass  container,  wire- 
covered,  holding  a  little  over  2  pints  of  chemical  solu- 
tion To  this  is  connected  a  top  much  the  same  as  is  used 
in  the  "Sparklet"  syphon,  with  the  exception  that  the 
nozzle  is  turned  slightly  upwards  and  emits  a  fine  spray. 
To  use,  the  operator  simply  takes  up  the  bottle,  pierces ;  a

drop,  and  may  be  directed  all  over  the  fire  as  with  a  fare- 
man's  hose.  Moreover,  the  container  is  not  destroyed,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  hand-grenades  ;  it  may  be  used  indefinitely 
A  "chemical  extinguisher"  powder  is  supplied  sufficient, 
to  make  with  water  2  pints  of  solution,  and  when  empty 
the  container  is  filled  with  fresh  solution  and  a  fresh  bulb 
inserted.  The  retail  price  of  the  "  Prana  extinguisher, 
with  one  packet  of  powder  and  one  "  Sparklet  Wb,is 
7s  6cl  A  packet  of  refills  and  one  Sparklet  bulb  will 
be  fixed  up  to  cost  not  more  than  6d.  The  sale  of  such  an 
apparatus  would  be  by  no  means  out  of  place  in  a  pharmacy, 
and  its  advantage  to  the  ordinary  householder  will  need 
little  recommendation. 

Food-preserving.— The  oldest  and  least  objectionable 
process  of  preserving  food  is  to  exhaust  the  air  from  the 
Package  so  that  the  germs  of  fermentation  are  withdrawn, 
the  method  being  generally  accompanied  by  more  or  less 
cooking  of  the  contents.  In  the  case  of  fruit  it  is  usually 
Placed  in  a  tin  with  syrup,  the  top  soldered  on,  and  a 
E  pierced  in  the  centre.  The  tins  are  hen  introduced 
into  aP  steam-heated  vessel  and  "  processed  "-that  is  steam 
is  admitted  sufficiently  long  to  enable  the  heat  tc .reach 
the  interior  of  the  fruit,  with  the  object  of  ?tertag 
it  The  time  varies  according  to  the  fruit,  chunks 
of  pineapple  taking  longer  to  process  than  cherries  When 
the  operation  is  complete  the  tins  are  brought  out,  and  the 
hole  in  the  top  is  closed  with  solder  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
When  the  contents  of  the  tin  are  cold  the  contraction  ensures 

"fairly  complete  vacuum,  or  at  least  the  minimum  of  air. 
The  objection  to  this  method  of  processing  ,s  that  during 
the  cooking  and  soldering  much  steam  escapes  from  the  tins, 
the  steam  taking  with  it  a  certain  amount  of  flavour  from  the 

rui  which  naturally  results  in  a  deterioration  of  the 
contents  With  a  view  to  overcoming  this  objection  a 
method  has  been  devised  of  producing  a  vacuum  before  pro- 
cessing This  week  we  have  witnessed  some  experiments 
with  a  machine  invented  by  the  Success  Vacmrm,  Ltd., 
Elden  Street  House,  London,  E.C.,  which  we  mention  here 
because  we  think  it  might  be  applied  in  the  packing  of 
I  fants'  foods,  chemicals"  and  pharmaceutical  specialities 
We  saw  fruit  filled  into  the  tins  in  the  usual  way  and 
soldered  down,  then  put  into  a  glass  vessel  which  was  ex- 
hausted of  air.'  By  manipulating  a  lever  the >  ta  jas  then 
lifted  up  to  a  soldering-iron  and  the  hole  in  the  lid  closed 
Air  was  next  admitted,  the  effect  being  seen  by  the  concavity 
produced  in  the  top  of  the  tin.  The  tins  were  then  processed 
[n  the  usual  wayfbut,  of  course  nothing  escaped  during 
the  operation.  We  have  examined  some  tins  of  food  pre- 
served in  this  way,  and  in  the  case  o  ff^jjgg 
notoriously  difficult  fruit  to  preserve  m  full  fla™«^ 
finished  product  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired  There  are 
many  uses  to  which  the  "  Success"  machine  could  be  put

ON  Thursday,  December  20,  the  Hon.  J.  W.  Taverner, 
Agent-General  for  Victoria,  received  a  deputation  of  the 
members  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Sub-section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  his  offices,  142  Queen  Vic- 
toria Street,  E.G.  Among  those  present  were  Mr.  J.  C. 
Umney  (Chairman  of  the  Chemica'l-trade  Section),  Mr.  C. 
Urquhart  Fisher,  Mr.  Saul  (Savory  &  Moore),  Dr.  Pilley 
(Mellin's  Food),  Condy,  Mitchell,  and  Kenningham 
(Condy's  Fluid  Co.),  Mr.  Bishop  (Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  Mr. 
E.  Swan  (G.  Whelpton  &  Son),  Mr.  Glover  (Thomas 
Beecham),  J.  Gilbert  Dale,  as  well  as  representatives  of 
the  Boilerine  Manufacturing  Co.,  J.  W.  Boss,  A.  J.  White, 
Ltd.,  Ashley  W.  Cole,  Thomas  Powell,  Ltd.,  Dr.  William- 
son (Wm.  Cooper  &  Nephew),  J.  T.  Davenport,  Ltd.,  H.  F. 
Dent  (G.  T.  Congreve). 

Mr.  Umney,  who  introduced  the  deputation,  concisely 
stated  the  chief  objections  to  the  Victorian  Pure  Food  Act. 
It  would  appear,  he  said,  that  it  is  necessary  that  the  actual 
composition  of  the  particular  article  should  be  clearly 
revealed  upon  the  label,  which  would  have  a  far-reaching 
result.  The  giving  of  this  full  description  practically  in- 
volved the  loss  of  proprietary  rights.  If,  for  instance,  the 
formula  of  Beecham's  pills  was  disclosed,  it  was  open  to  the 
world  for  anybody  to  put  them  up  and  describe  them  as 
pills  hitherto  known  to  the  world  as  Beecham's  pills.  This 
also  applied  to  many  other  medicines.  It  was  further  said 
that  a  statement  should  be  made  as  to  the  composition  of 
foods  and  infants'  foods;  but  there  was  great  difficulty  in 
interpreting  the  Act  on  the  meaning  of  that  point,  because 
the  committee  that  has  power  over  all  these  foods  had  not 
published  any  definite  standards.  Some  proprietors  are  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  lodge  the  formula 
of  a  proprietary  article  provided  it  were  kept  secret,  and 
that  under  no  conditions  should  it  be  revealed.  There 
appeared  to  be  a  general  desire  to  cease  advertising  in  Aus- 
tralia as  a  consequence,  as  such  goods  would  be  unsaleable. 
Nobody  on  this  side  wished  to  interfere  with  the  health  of 
the  people  of  Victoria,  but  at  the  same  time  the  opinion 
is  that  the  Government  has  taken  a  sledge-hammer  to  crack 
a  nut.  The  Government  had  gone  much  too  far,  but  the 
proprietors  on  this  side  would  certainly  cease  to  send  then- 
goods  if  it  means  a  revelation  of  their  formulas  and  loss 
of  their  proprietary  rights.  These  were  the  views  of  the 
proprietors  in  this  country,  who  also  represented  the  prin- 
cipal advertisers  throughout  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies. 

Mr.  C.  Urquhart  Fisher,  on  behalf  of  the  Manufacturers' 
Association,  dealing  with  the  legal  aspect  of  the  case,  said 
the  Victorian  Pure  Food  Act  seemed  to  involve  the  same 
principle  as  the  Australian  Commerce  Act,  as  both  mean 
disclosure  of  trade  secrets.  Under  the  Australian  Commerce 
Act,  it  was  said,  there  is  a  particular  exemption  against  the 
disclosure  of  trade  secrets,  but  when  the  regulations  came 
out,  it  was  at  once  seen  that  they  would  have  to  be  dis- 
closed. They  had  a  similar  objection  to  the  Pure  Food 
Act.  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt,  he  continued,  that 
these  trade  secrets  do  become  public  property.  He  men- 
tioned cases  in  illustration,  and  stated  that  under  the  new 
Patents  Acts  Australia  has  entered  into  a  Convention  with 
Great  Britain,  and  it  is  permissible  to  take  out  a  new  patent 
for  a  food  or  mixed  drug,  and  it  is  hard  to  reconcile  the 
Pure  Food  Act  with  this  provision. 

Mr.  Mitchell  pointed  out  that  when  a  witness  is  put  in  the 
box  the  judge  in  an  English  law  court  would  always  see 
that  trade  secrets  are  respected.  That  being  so,  it  seemed 
very  strange  that  a  Government  should  attempt  to  commit 
such  an  injustice  upon  the  proprietors  of  articles  by  seek- 
ing to  destroy  the  whole  of  their  property  in  those  covered 
by  trade-mark.  They  had  managed  to  protect  themselves 
against  imitators  of  the  composition  of  Condy's  fluid,  and 
they  had  brought  a  number  of  cases  in  the  Australasian 
Colonies  against  twenty  or  thirty  persons  putting  up  an 
article  that  they  said  was  the  same,  but  analysis  showed  it 
not  to  be,  so  they  had  practical  experience  of  the  value  of 
keeping  the  formula  of  their  composition  to  themselves. 

Mr.  Horace  Davenport  said  if  proprietors  were  com- 
pelled to  disclose  their  formulas,  imitators  would  spring  up 
in  all  directions  offering  to  sell  popular  patent  medicines 


at  half-price,  saying  they  were  exactly  the  same  as  the 
original,  and  foist  them  upon  the  public. 

Mr.  H.  Glover  (Beecham's)  also  stated  that  the  pro- 
prietors absolutely  refused  to  part  with  their  formulas.  He 
quoted  from  the  C.  <£•  D.  of  October  20  the  regulations  as 
regards  foods,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  all  "  food-pro- 
ducts, unless  specially  exempted,  must  bear  labels  giving 
explicitly  their  real  composition,  the  name  and  address  of 
the  manufacturer  or  his  agent,  or  importer,  and 
if  they  contain  any  preservative."  Therefore,  the  whole 
thing  tended  to  give  away  trade  secrets,  and  to  that  they 
strongly  objected.  The  legislature  could  easily  state 
what  their  objections  are  and  who  they  aim  at.  This  Act 
had  not  been  drafted  from  the  English  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  but  was  based  on  the  new  American  one.  They,  as 
proprietors,  had  advertised  their  goods  largely,  and  in  his 
own  instance  the  ingredients  were  of  the  very  best.  As 
a  fact,  one  of  the  drugs  used  at  St.  Helen's  they  had  been 
unable  to  secure  for  two  years,  as  they  wanted  the  very 
best.  He  asked  the  Agent-General  to  represent  to  his 
Government  that  the  deputation  were  unable  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.  They  had  invested  capital  in 
Australia  in  advertising,  and  were  entitled  to  obtain  the 
fruits  of  it. 

Dr.  Pilley  (Mellin's  Food)  said  that  as  a  body  of  manu- 
facturers they  desired  to  represent  strongly  to  the  Govern- 
ment the  injustice  of  attempting  to  compel  them  to  give 
away  the  fruits  of  their  labours.  The  effect  of  the  im- 
position of  the  law  would  be  to  so  rob  them.  They  had 
every  reason  to  believe  the  formulas  would  become  public 
property  throughout  the  world  if  they  were  stated  on  the 
labels.  His  company  had  large  consignments  on  the  sea, 
and  he  asked  the  Agent-General  to  obtain,  by  cabling, 
something  definite  from  the  Government,  so  that  they 
might  cable  to  their  representatives  on  the  other  side, 
instructing  them  how  to  behave  in  order  to  meet  tem- 
porarily the  regulations. 

The  Agent-General,  in  reply,  stated  they  were  very 
desirous  of  doing  all  they  could  to  promote  trade  between 
Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies.  This  Act  was  introduced 
for  the  protection  of  the  health  of  the  people,  but  so  far  as 
the  general  complaint  of  the  deputation  was  concerned 
this  was  embodied  in  the  letter  he  had  received  from  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  when  he  arranged  to  receive 
the  deputation.  The  kernel  of  the  complaint  was  that  this 
Act,  or  regulations  under  it,  gave  power  to  call  upon  the 
proprietors  to  disclose  trade  secrets.  He  cabled  out  to  the 
Government,  and  put  the  main  complaints  before  them, 
and  had  received  the  following  reply,  which  he  thought  to 
some  extent  would  meet  with  the  approval  of  those 
present  : 

Melbourne,  December  17,  1906. 
Act  and  regulations  thereunder  do  not  require  detailed 
formula  of  patent  proprietary  drugs  or  foods.  Drugs  only 
require  statement  by  label  if  they  contain  ingredients  men- 
tioned in  regulation.  Disinfectants  require  in  detail  precise 
instructions  as  to  use. 

This  seemed  to  him  to  fairly  meet  the  complaints.  Where 
the  ingredients  are  named  in  the  regulations  there  can  be 
no  disclosure  of  trade  secrets.  With  regard  to  disin- 
fectants, the  regulations  detailed  are  such  as  are  in  general 
use,  and  nobody  could  object  to  them.  However,  he  would 
place  the  representations  of  the  deputation  before  the 
Government  with  pleasure.  Certainly  they  did  not  want 
to  harass  trade ;  the  Government  did  not  want  to  rob  a  man 
of  what  he  might  call  the  fruits  of  his  brain,  or  trade 
secrets.  Occasionally  these  Acts  were  questions  of  adminis- 
tration, and  he  mentioned  the  case  of  the  Six  Hatters  by 
which  an  official,  by  the  misuse  of  his  discretionary  powers, 
was  able  to  cause  so  much  mischief.  In  regard  to  what 
Dr.  Pilley  said  about  his  goods  on  the  water,  he  would  be 
pleased  to  cable  to-day  and  ascertain  what  the  Govern- 
ment's intentions  are,  the  result  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  deputation,  having   thanked   the  Agent-General, 
withdrew.

BUSINESS  in  drugs  and  chemicals  has  now  settled  down 
for  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  next  week  there  will 
be  still  less  to  report  on.  The  chief  alteration  since  our 
last  has  been  an  official  advance  in  quinine ;  but,  with  the 
holidays  at  hand,  the  article  is  in  the  background  until  the 
New  Year.  The  English  and  French  makers  of  glycerin  have 
advanced  their  quotations  by  21.  per  ton.  Menthol  is  quiet, 
with  a  steady  undertone.  Peppermint  oil  is  flat,  and  cam- 
phor is  very  firm.  Tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar  are 
steady.  Opium  is  very  firm,  and  under  present  conditions  a 
further  advance  in  morphine  early  in  the  New  Year  would 
not  be  surprising.  All  crude  drugs  are  quiet.  The  changes 
of  the  week  are  as  follow  :

New  York,  December  20  : — Business  is  quiet.  Opium  is 
firmer  at  $3.50  per  lb.,  and  quinine  has  advanced  to  17^c. 
per  oz.  Peppermint  oil  in  bulk  is  easy  at  $2.35  per  lb. 
Ipecacuanha  has  advanced  to  $2.15,  a  rise  of  20c.  Jalap  is 
easier  at  18c,  and  hydrastis  (golden-seal)  is  slow  of  sale 
at  $1.50  per  lb. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Although  business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  is  not  so 
brisk  as  it  has  been,  there  is,  nevertheless,  a  very  fair  volume 
of  business  passing,  especially  when  the  time  of  the  year  is 
taken  into  account.  New  business  is  slack,  but  still  some 
contracts  are  constantly  being  booked  on  forward  account. 
Again,  deliveries  against  existing  contracts  are  fairly  heavy, 
especially  in  those  cases  where  advanced  prices  have  been 
paid  for  next  year,  since  buyers  are  not  anxious  to  lose  the 
advantage  which  this  year's  purchases  give  them,  even  under 
the  drawback  of  taking  rather  larger  quantities  into  stock. 
Exports  are  on  the  quiet  side.  Generally  speaking,  prices 
are  all  well  maintained,  and  have  an  advancing  tendency 
rather  than  otherwise. 

Alkali-produce. — There  is  not  much  that  is  new  to  be  re- 
ported regarding  this  branch,  but  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
bleaching-powder,  saltcake,  chlorates  and  prussiates,  as  well 
as  hyposulphite  of  soda,  all  continue  very  firm. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  continues  on  the  quiet  side,  and,  as 
the  production  at  present  is  heavy,  prices  are  easier,  espe- 
cially for  prompt  delivery.  For  forward  there  is  really 
very  little  of  moment  doing,  but  makers  are  fairly  steady  in 
their  ideas.  Present  nearest  figures  are :  Beckton  121.  5s., 
January-June  delivery  121.  10s.,  Beckton  terms  11/.  15s., 
London  111.  17s.  6d.  to  121.,  Leith  12L,  and  Hull  111.  17s.  bd. 

Benzols  are  in  fair  demand,  and  on  the  whole  are  firm : 
90  per  cent.  Is.  Id.  per  gal.,  and  50  per  cent.  Is.  per  gal. 

Bichromates  of  Potash  and  Soda  are  firm  at  recent  figures. 
Bichromate  of  potash.  English  and  Scotch  deliveries,  Z^d.  per 
lb.,  less  2£  per  cent.  Glasgow,  and  for  export  3|t7.  per  lb.  net, 
f.o.b.  Glasgow.  Bichromate  of  soda,  English  and  Scotch 
deliveries,  id,  per  lb.,  less  2-£  per  cent.  Glasgow,  and  export 
2%d.  per  lb.  net,  f.o.b.  Glasgow. 

Tin  Products  eas/iy  maintain  a  firm  tone.  Chloride  of 
tin  (crystals)  Is.  Id.  to  Is.  2d.  per  lb.  Oxide  of  tin,  specially 
light  and  purest  quality,  is  on  the  scarce  side,  very  little  being 


available  for  prompt ;  present  figure  is  about  202i.  per  ton 
for  fair  orders. 

Continental  Markets. 

Ammon.  Carb.— Business  has  lately  been  brisk  in  Germany, 
but  at  very  low  prices.  The  enormous  quantities  which  are 
sent  over  from  England  flood  the  market,  and  neither  makers 
nor  agents  are  satisfied.  Goods  of  inferior  quality  are  offered, 
so  that  caution  has  to  be  exercised  in  purchasing.  Conditions 
could  only  be  improved  by  a  union  of  the  manufacturers, 
which,  however,  is  unlikely  at  present. 

Balsam  Peru. — The  upward  tendency  still  continues :  at 
present  good  quality  is  not  to  be  had  under  11m.  per  kilo., 
and  there  are  few  offers.  American  reports  state  the  price 
for  shipment  is  equivalent  to  12,50m.  per  kilo. 

Canella  Alba. — On  March  1,  1906,  a  duty  of  50m.  was  im- 
posed in  Germany,  but  before  this  came  into  force  large  stocks 
had  been  purchased,  so  that  goods  are  now  to  be  had  at  125m. 
per  100  kilos,  as  long  as  the  supply  holds  out. 

Carnauba  Wax. — Prices  have  fallen  heavily  in  Germany 
owing  to  speculation,  and  at  present  second-hands  are  eheapei 
than  importers.  Quotations  are  as  follows:  Current  grey, 
332.50m.  to  330m.  ;  fatty  grey,  337.50m.  to  335m. ;  yellow, 
according  to  quality,  380m.  to  450m.  per  100  kilos.,  without 
duty.  The  exports  of  carnauba  wax  from  Brazil  during  the 
first  six  months  of  1906  amounted  to  4,303,719  lb.,  valued  at 
$1,530,115,  against  2,988,236  lb.  valued  at  $678,560  during 
the  same  period  of  last  year.  The  values  correspond  to  an 
average  price  of  22.6c.  per  lb.  last  year  and  35.5c.  thiB  year. 

Citric  Acid. — The  German  market  is  firmer,  the  spot 
price  being  3.35m.  per  kilo,  January-February  delivery 
3.25m.  per  kilo.,  and  throughout  1907  3.20m.  per  kilo,  for 
lead-free  crystals.  As  makers  show  no  inclination  to  abate 
these  prices,  and  as  the  demand  is  very  heavy,  a  further 
advance  in  price  is  not  improbable.  A  French  report  states 
that  one  of  the  makers  has  withdrawn  from  the  market  and 
is  not  even  selling  for  next  year.  The  little  stock  held  in 
second-hands  is  held  for  prohibitive  prices. 

Glycerin. — The  Paris  market  has  advanced,  the  makers' 
prices  for  chemically  pure  being  132.50f. 

Potash  Chlorate. — The  French  makers  state  there  will  be 
no  alteration  in  prices  for  next  year's  delivery. 

Tannic  Acid. — Manufacturers  have  to  pay  higher  prices  for 
the  raw  material,  and  this,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the 
increased  cost  of  production,  points  to  an  advance  in  the 
values  of  the  different  qualities  of  about  5m.  per  100  kilos.

OgcZ.,  and  valerianate 
Is.  3^cZ.  After  the  official  price  was  raised  business  was 
done  from  second  hands  at  an  advance  of  jc/.,  8gc/.  being 
paid  for  spot  and  8§c/.  for  March,  the  week  closing  with 
buyers  at  8^cZ.  for  spot.  This  week,  however,  practically 
no  business  has  been  'done  speculatively,  there  now  being 
sellers  at  8^cZ.  for  spot  and  January  ;  while  further  sales  of 
March  have  been  made  at  8f  cZ.  for  B.  and  S.  and  /or 
Brunswick.

Saffron  is  steady,  Valencia  offering  at  30s.  per  lb.  net, 
this  representing  finest  B.P.  quality. 
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Sarsaparilla. — The  arrivals  amount  to  10  bales  grey 
Jamaica,  and  a  similar  quantity  of  red  native  is  landing. 

Senega.— The  Montrose,  from  Montreal,  has  brought 
12  bales.    Spot  price  is  firm  at  2s.  Id.  net. 

Shellac  is  steady,  but  quiet,  with  small  sales  of  T.N. 
orange  on  a  basis  of  212s.  to  213s.  per  cwt.  for  fair. 
A.  C.  Garnet  is  quoted  202s.  and  G.  A.  L.  192s.  6d. 
Futures  have  been  quiet,  but  firmer,  the  sales  comprising 
December  at  208s.,  March  at  202s.  to  205s.,  and  April  at 
205s.  per  cwt.,  but  at  the  close  December  delivery  is  quoted 
210s.,  and  to-day  100  cases  March  sold  at  207s. 


Chilian  Nitrate. 

In  view  of  the  rumours  that  have  been  circulated  aB  to 
the  probability  of  Chilian  nitrate-fields  being  exhausted  in 
a  few  years,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Chilian  Minister 
of  the  Interior  recently  made  the  following  statement  inthe 
Senate,  the  facts  being  based  on  a  report  of  Don  Washing- 
ton Lastarria,  Fiscal  Delegate  of  Nitrate  Provinces:  "The 
Fiscal  alone  possesses  2.000,000  hectares  of  nitrate-ground, 
or,  at  a  very  exaggerated  reduction,  let  us  say  1,000,000  hec- 
tares. According  to  practical  and  scientific  calculations, 
1,000,000  hectares  of  ground  with  'caliche'  will  yield 
10,000,000  quintals  (46  kilos.)  of  nitrate,  and  if  export  was 
80,000  quintals  annually  (till  now  it  has  never  exceeded 
40,000)  there  would  be  from  the  Fiscal  grounds  sufficient  for 
125  years.  Then  there  are  the  private  properties,  which 
together  with  the  aforementioned  bring  the  number  of  years 
up  by  hundreds."  He  concludes:  "The  notices  published 
in  the  foreign  Press  about  the  extinction  of  nitrate  in  the 
North  of  Chile  at  an  early  date  is  absolutely  without  founda- 
tion, and  not  worth  consideration."  As  the  production  of 
nitrate  is  undoubtedly  the  principal  industry  and  product 
of  Chile,  so  decided  a  denial  of  such  rumours  is  a  great  relief 
to  many. 

"  in  Cloves. 

The  Editor  of  the  "  East  African  Standard  "  has  addressed 
an  open  letter  to  the  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  calling  his  attention  to  what  is  known  in  Zanzibar  as 
the  "  Clove  Contract."  According  to  careful  and  independent 
inquiries  he  has  made  in  the  island,  it  appears  the  First 
Minister  of  the  Sultan,  on  the  advice  of  certain  heads  of 
departments,  entered  into  negotiations  with  a  firm  of  clove- 
buyers  to  purchase  the  whole  of  the  cloves  received  as  duty  by 
the  Zanzibar  Government  during  1906-7.  This  amount  is 
estimated  to  be  25  per  cent,  of  the  total  crop,  including  the 
island  of  Pemba.  As  a  result,  about  100,000  frasilas,  or 
3,500,000  lb.,  of  cloves,  valued  at  Rs.  1,200,000,  have  been 
diverted  into  the  hands  of  one  firm  in  Zanzibar.  Hitherto, 
when  the  Government  had  cloves  for  sale,  which  occurs 
periodically  throughout  the  season,  various  firms  were  invited 
to  tender  by  open  competition,  the  Chief  of  Customs  deciding 
who  was  successful.  Now,  in  consequence  of  this  "deal."  a 
large  number  of  clove-merchants  in  Zanzibar  who  live  on  their 
operations  in  the  clove-market  have  been  placed  hors  de 
combat,  and,  as  many  of  them  have  sold  for  future  delivery, 
bankruptcy  seems  inevitable  to  many  of  the  smaller  fry.  The 
merchants  appear  to  have  had  no  warning  of  what  was  about 
to  happen,  but  in  any  case  the  deal  has  not  turned  out  profit- 
able for  the  Government,  as  the  Zanzibar  market  has  since 
ruled  about  four  to  five  rupees  per  frasila  higher  than  the 
contract-price  the  Government  is  receiving.  It  is  stated  that 
"such  a  contract  would  not  happen  again."  Probably  the 
better  system  would  be  to  put  all  Government  cloves  up  for 
public  auction. 

A  "  Deal  "  in  Antimony. 

A  gigantic  fraud  has  iust  come  to  light  by  which  a  Mincing 
Lane  firm  has  been  robbed  of  7,200?.  in  hard  cash.  From  the 
circumstantial  accounts  published  in  several  newspapers,  it 
appears  that  two  individuals  posing  as  partners  and  having 
offices  in  Mincing  Lane  had  gained  the  confidence  of  the 
firm  by  several  small  transactions.  Hearing  in  the  course  of 
business  that  they  were  large  buyers  of  antimony  ore,  the 
perpetrators  of  the  fraud  subsequently  informed  the  firm 
they  had  a  cargo  of  ore  for  sale  lying  on  board  ship  in  a 
Spanish  port.  Negotiations  were  entered  into,  and  a  bargain 
was  eventually  struck,  the  parties  adjourning  to  the  London 
and  Westminster  Bank,  where  the  confederates  produced  bills 
of  lading  and  ship's  papers,  which  afterwards  proved  to  be 
bogus.  Acting  on  instructions,  the  bank  paid  the  vendors  the 
sum  of  7,200/.,  the  amount  agreed  upon.  Half  the  amount 
was  paid  in  Bank  of  England  notes,  mostly  of  the  value  of 
100/.,  the  balance  being  made  up  of  cheques  on  a  Paris  bank. 
The  bank-notes  were  immediately  changed  into  gold  at  the 
Bank  of  England.  One  man  then  hurried  to  Paris,  while  his 
remaining  confederate  proceeded  to  the  French  bank's  agents 
in  the  West-end,  and  was  successful  in  inducing  the  officials 


to  telegraph  to  the  Paris  headquarters  for  permission  to  pay 
the  3,600/.  on  demand.  An  affirmative  reply  was  received, 
and  the  waiting  swindler  changed  his  cheques  into  English 
gold  and  departed.  No  clue  has  yet  been  obtained  as  to 
their  whereabouts,  but  detectives  were  at  work  in  the  "  Lane  " 
this  week,  and  further  developments  are  eagerly  awaited. 
Rumour  is  busy  with  several  names  of  firms  who  are  the 
victims,  and  in  some  quarters  there  is  a  disposition  to  regard 
the  affair  as  a  hoax,  but  we  are  assured  on  good  authority 
that  the  above  facts  are  substantially  correct. 

The  Rise  in  Plantinum. 

Respecting  the  continuing  extraordinary  rise  in  the  price  of 
platinum,  over  90  per  cent,  of  the  world's  supply  of  which  is 
furnished  by  the  Ural  district  of  Russia,  the  "  Commercial 
and  Industrial  Gazette"  of  St.  Petersburg  states  that  the 
price  in  1880  was  3,000  roubles  per  poud  (36.112  lb  ).  In  1890 
it  had  risen  to  6,200  roubles,  in  1901  to  16,000  roubles,  in  1902 
to  17,300  roubles,  in  1903  to  18,500  roubles,  in  1904  to  21,000 
roubles ;  while  in  1906  it  is  rising  by  leaps  and  bounds — viz.  in 
January  of  this  year  22,000  roubles,  in  April  23,000  roubles,  in 
July  24,000  roubles,  in  August  25,000  roubles,  in  September 
27,000  roubles,  and  in  October  34,000  roubles — "  which  does 
not  exclude  further  increase."  The  export  from  Russia  like- 
wise increases,  the  amount  exported  during  the  first  six  months 
of  the  current  year  being  156  pouds,  against  48  and  82  pouds 
respectively  during  the  corresponding  periods  of  1905  and  1904. 
The  fear  is,  adds  the  "  Gazette,"  with  the  above  directly  pro- 
hibitive prices,  that  the  branches  of  industry  interested  may 
endeavour  to  completely  withdraw  so  expensive  a  metal  from 
consumption.

Influenza-treatment. 

Sir  Wm.  Broadbent,  in  the  "  Practitioner,"  is  convinced 
of  the  great  use  of  quinine  in  the  treatment  of  influenza 
and  also  as  a  prophylactic.   Sir  William  writes  : 

From  the  time  of  the  first  invasion  of  influenza,  I  have 
found  that  the  best  remedy  was  quinine.  My  usual  pre- 
scription was  1  dr.  of  ammoniated  quinine  and  2  dr.  of 
liquor  ammonia?  acetatis  every  hour  for  three  hours,  and 
then  every  four  hours.  In  the  fulminating  attacks  of  in- 
fluenza, in  which  the  patient  has  become  comatose,  hydro- 
bromate  of  quinine,  given  hypodermically  in  large  doses, 
has  completely  relieved  the  unconsciousness.  As  a  prophy- 
lactic, I  early  ordered  2  grains  of  quinine  every  morning 
during  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic,  and  the  results 
appeared  to  be  good.  Of  course,  patients  who  were  taking 
quinine  did  occasionally  get  influenza,  but  I  have  known 
very  many  instances  in  which  this  dose  has  made  a  com- 
plete difference  in  the  patient's  liability  to  infection,  and 
even  in  the  general  mode  of  life. 

Dr.  Hector  Mackenzie,  in  the  same  journal,  gives  the  follow- 
ing as  his  treatment  of  influenza  : 

In  the  simplest  attack  of  influenza  the  patient  should  be 
kept  in  bed  for  some  days  after  the  fever  has  subsided. 
When  respiratory  complications  are  present  he  should,  as  a 
rule,  be  kept  in  bed  until  they  have  disappeared.  The 
atmosphere  of  the  room  should  be  kept  wholesome,  and 
this  can  only  be  done  by  keeping  the  windows  open  night 
and  day.  The  patient  must  be  kept  warm,  but  he  must  not 
be  oppressed  with  too  many  bedclothes.  The  temperature 
of  the  room  should  be  not  over  62°  F.  Alcohol  is  indicated 
when  there  is  prostration  and  failing  heart,  and  champagne 
and  brandy  are  specially  valuable.  The  amounts  to  bo 
given  must  be  regulated  by  the  effects  on  the  heart  and  pulse 
in  individual  cases.  The  diet  should  consist  mainly  of 
milk,  eggs,  beef-tea,  chicken-broth,  rusks,  arrowroot, 
Benger's  food,  and  calf's-foot  jelly.  The  hygiene  of  the 
mouth  and  teeth  should  be  particularly  attended  to.  The 
bowels  should  be  acted  on  if  necessary.  Fresh  air  is  the 
best  prophylactic  against  influenza. 

Veronal  in  Pregnancy. 
Dr.  F.  M.  Rowland,  of  Lichfield,  reports  in  the 
"  B.M.J."  a  case  of  excessive  vomiting  in  a  primapara,  which 
did  not  yield  to  the  usual  remedies,  and  as  matters  were 
getting  serious  he  gave  a  rectal  nutrient  injection  containing 
32  grains  of  veronal.  Sleep  quickly  supervened,  and  the 
patient  slept  for  nearly  twelve  hours,  this  being  the  relief 
most  required.  A  repetition  of  the  dose  was  followed  again 
by  a  long  sleep,  and  the  rest  thus  obtained  had  much  to 
do  with  the  patient's  gradual  recovery  from  the  vomiting- 
fits.

Russia. 

The  Austrian  Consul  at  Kieff  reports  that  in  1905  a  much 
larger  trade  was  done  in  drugs  and  chemicals  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  importers  being  anxious  to  lay  in  a  good 
stock  before  the  new  Custom  regulation  took  effect ;  large 
quantities  of  alkaloids  were  ordered  and  supplied,  for  the 
most  part  from  Germany.  On  the  more  important  of  these, 
such  as  codeine,  cocaine,  and  veratrine,  a  new  tax  of 
2r.  per  half-kilo,  has  been  levied.  These  preparations 
are  usually  sold  in  Russia  in  the  original  glass  packing,  and 
in  order  to  save  the  duty  on  glass  packing  some  Moscow 
firms  import  in  bulk  and  afterwards  repack  in  small  vessels. 
The  unsettled  condition  of  the  country  has  been  very  bad 
for  trade,  which  was  also  affected  by  the  railway  strike. 
New  chemicals  have  been  manufactured  lately  in  Russia, 
and  the  higher  duty  will  probably  strengthen  the  industry. 
At  present  chloroform,  chloride  of  lime,  white-lead,  sugar 
of  lead,  sodium  bicarbonate,  naphthaline,  etc.,  are  manu- 
factured in  Russia. 

China. 

The  French  Vice-Consul  at  Chefoo,  in  a  recent  report, 
states  that  the  toilet-soap  most  in  demand  by  the  well-to-do 
in  China  is  that  manufactured  by  the  firm  Mouson,  of 
Frankfort,  and  commonly  known  as  "  Mao-shang."  It  is 
sold  in  boxes  containing  three  tablets  of  ordinary  size,  and 
the  wrapper  and  printed  matter  are  in  Chinese  characters. 
That  mostly  in  demand  is  the  "Rose  Incarnate  of  China," 
the  retail  price  of  which  is  70c.  to  75c.  (about  Is.  5d.)  a  box. 
A  poor  Japanese  imitation  of  "Mao-shang"  sells  at  from 
35c.  to  40c,  but  with  little  success.  The  poorer  Chinese 
families  use  "bar  soap"  for  toilet-purposes.  The  other 
brands  sold  in  the  shops  and  bought  by  the  well-to-do  native 
or  by  the  foreign  population  are  :  Pears'  glycerin  soap,  at 
90c.  per  box;  Pears'  ordinary,  at  50c;  carbolic  soap,  at 
75c. ;  Cuticura  soap,  at  $2  10c.  ;  "  Country  Club,"  at  50c. 
(American  make);  glycerine  (in  small  tablets),  at  45c. 
(American  make) ;  red  cross,  at  40c.  (American  make)  ; 
Savon  de  Cologne,  at  60c.  (German  make)  ;  and  Matsuzana, 
at  75c.  (a  Japanese  soap  bought  by  the  Chinese  merchant  at 
40c.  per  box).  The  Vice-Consul  remarks  that  there  is  no 
reason  why  French  soaps  should  not  compete  with  "Mao- 
shang  "  ;  the  essential  thing  is  to  know  how  to  place  the 
goods  before  the  native.  Of  bar  soaps  the  following  de- 
scriptions find  preference  in  China  :  Gossage's  fine  prim- 
rose, $5  per  box  of  twenty  bars;  "Pioneer"  soap,  per 
box  of  twenty  bars,  4  dollars;  "Sunlight"  soap,  60c.  per 
box  of  three  small  bars  ;  "  Monkey  Brand,"  in  small  tablets, 
at  isuc  each;  "Ivory"  (American),  25c.  per  small  tablet. 
Japanese  bar  soap  of  a  bluish  colour,  and  at  low  prices,  is 
found  in  the  shops,  but  it  is  not  in  favour  with  the  natives. 
As  regards  perfumery,  the  Vice-Consul  states  that  the  trade 
in  foreign  goods  does  not  develop  as  it  should,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  prices  are  too  high.  To  gain  trade  goods  should 
be  sent  at  low  prices,  of  secondary  but  not  altogether  inferior 
quality.  The  middie-class  population  will,  in  the  Consul's 
opinion,  accustom  themselves  more  and  more  to  this  kind 
of  perfume  in  order  to  counteract  the  smells  so  prevalent  in 
the  towns.  Up  to  the  present  foreign  perfumes  have  only 
been  used  by  the  wealthy  and  the  elegant,  but  the  fashion  is 
spreading.  German  and  English  makes  are  chiefly  found  in 
the  shops,  but  there  are  also  some  French,  American,  and 
Japanese  brands.  Prices  for  ordinary  scents  (violet,  jas- 
mine, etc.)  of  German  or  English  origin  vary  from  $1  to  $2 
per  bottle.  The  toilet-water  most  sought  after  by  the 
natives  is  undoubtedly  Florida  water,  manufactured  in 
Cologne.  It  is  sold  in  bottles  of  about  ^  litre  at  60c. 
American  Florida  water  is  not  so  much  in  demand  owing  to 
its  high  price  (80c).  A  poor  Japanese  imitation,  which  has 
not  succeeded  in  making  any  headway,  is  offered  at  20c. 
There  are  two  Chinese  houses  at  Chefoo  for  the  sale  of 
foreign  pharmaceutical  products — viz.,  the  Chefoo  Phar- 
macy and  the  Chefoo  Dispensary. 


The  Flavour  of  Butter  is  produced  by  an  esterifying 
micro-organism,  Micrococcus  csterificans,  which  acts  upon  the 
albuminoid  constituents,  simultaneously  producing  the  golden 
colour  of  butter.  Pure  cultures  of  the  organism  are  suggested 
for  dairy-purposes. — Chem.  Zeit.  1906,  430.

Re-testing  of  Foreign  Spirits. 

Attention  having  been  drawn  to  a  number  of  cases  in  which 
a  considerable  increase  in  the  percentage  of  obscuration  has 
been  found  on  the  re-test  of  spirits  which  have  remained  in 
warehouse  for  a  lengthened  period,  the  Board  of  Customs 
notify  that,  in  future,  before  delivery  upon  payment  of  a 
duty,  a  re-test  will  be  applied  to  foreign  spirits  which  have 
remained  in  bond  for  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of 
first  warehousing  on  importation,  unless  they  shall  in  the 
meantime  have  been  re-tested  within  five  years  of  such 
delivery. 

Amsterdam  Trade. 

The  annual  report  on  the  trade,  shipping,  and  industry  of 
Amsterdam  for  1905,  which  has  just  been  issued  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  states  that  the  year  did  not  on  the 
whole  come  up  to  expectations.  A  few  important  articles  did 
not  yield  the  profit  or  give  the  activity  to  Amsterdam  which 
they  could  have  done  under  more  favourable  circumstances. 
Among  drugs,  cassia  fistula  proved  an  unsatisfactory  article, 
sales  being  difficult  even  at  low  prices.  Arrivals  were  small 
(600  piculs  only),  but  the  excessively  large  old  stock  con- 
tinued to  depress  the  market  heavily.  Business  in  copal  was 
fairly  regular,  supply  and  demand  being  about  equal,  yet 
prices  closed  slightly  lower;  the  sales  during  the  year 
amounted  to  11,040  piculs  of  hard  and  10,130  piculs  of  soft.  In 
the  latter  half  of  the  year  damar  met  with  a  lively  trade, 
especially  for  pale.  Cubebs  have  become  insignificant,  tht 
arrivals  amounting  to  only  154  bales.  Arrivals  of  benzoin 
were  also  small,  being  240  cases  (170  piculs),  with  an  absence  of 
fine  and  ordinary  qualities,  which  were  wanted.  As  regards 
cinchona,  about  8,016,000  kilos.,  containing  about  407.800  kilos, 
quinine  sulphate,  was  offered  at  auction,  of  which  about 
101,000  kilos,  quinine  sulphate  remained  unsold.  Prices  at 
first  remained  fairly  stationary  in  spite  of  the  large  ship- 
ments from  Java,  but  the  ever-increasing  unsold  stock  soon 
made  itself  felt,  and  prices  declined  steadily.  The  resolution 
passed  by  a  large  number  of  planters  not  to  sell  their  bark  at 
Amsterdam  below  a  unit-value  of  6c.  per  half-kilo,  availed 
nothing.  The  quinine  percentage  of  the  manufacturing-bark 
was  on  an  average  much  higher  than  in  previous  years. 

Malay  Materia  Medica. 

A  recent  number  of  the  Straits  Settlements  "  Agricul- 
tural Bulletin"  contained  an  interesting  article  dealing  with 
Malay  drugs  by  Mr.  H.  N.  Ridley,  the  director  of  Botanio 
Gardens,  S.S.,  in  the  course  of  which  he  remarks  that  tha 
difficulty  of  studying  the  locally  used  drugs  lies  largely  in  the 
fact  that  they  are  brought  from  the  forests  to  the  shops  in 
the  form  of  chips  of  wood,  twigs,  or  roots,  quite  unidentifiable, 
and  though  the  native  name  is  oftei)  of  much  use,  yet  one  can 
never  be  quite  sure  even  that  that  is  used  correctly  by  the 
drug-seller.  Drug-lore  is  slowly  dying  out  in  Malaya,  as 
European  medicines  are  now  more  generally  procurable  at 
the  various  dispensaries  scattered  over  the  peninsula.  Mr. 
Ridley  significantly  remarks  that  "  in  examining  Malay  phar- 
macopoeia one  cannot  help  being  struck  with  its  resemblance 
to  that  of  England  five  centuries  ago.  We  have  the  uses  of 
various  portions  of  animals,  such  as  the  '  Slow  Loris  '  and 
'  Kangkong,'  shown  to  be  worthless  as  drugs  long  ago.  We 
have  the  same  ideas  that  this  or  that  plant  with  the  addition 
of  rose-water  or  pepper  will  serve  for  any  illness  that  may 
occur.  We  have  the  sacred  herbs  brought  from  Mecca,  of 
which  the  most  popular  is  the  Rose  of  Jericho,  which,  being 
brought  from  Mecca  as  a  flower  from  Eve's  grave,  is  supposed 
to  have  marvellous  properties.  Another  popular  remedy 
from  Mecca  is  water  from  the  well  of  Zem-zem,  a  well  at 
which  probably  many  millions  of  people  affected  with  cholera 
and  other  disease  have  bathed  for  generations.  Bottles  of 
this  filthy  liquid  are  brought  back  by  pilgrims  and  used  as 
valuable  medicines."  Many  popular  native  medicines  seem 
to  have  no  definite  properties  at  all,  or  if  they  have  any 
principle  it  is  so  weak  or  it  is  used  in  such  small  quantities 
that  it  is  very  difficult  to  imagine  tlmr  being  of  any  practical 
use.  A  certain  number,  however,  have  evidently  valuable 
properties,  but  have  never  had  a  fair  trial,  or  have  been  re- 
jected as  not  giving  good  results  when  tested  in  Europe.  One 
such  is  Kosam  (Brucea  sumatrana),  which  has  been  used  with 
good  effects  in  dysentery.  No  alkaloid  has  been  found  in  it, 
and  it  has  not  been  commercially  successful.  Mr.  Ridley  con- 
cludes his  paper  with  a  classification  of  drugs  according  to 
uses,  adding  notes  on  the  cultivation  or  properties  of  the 
various  drugs.

The  Motto  of  the  Founders  of  the  Evans  Wholesale  Drug-houses,  now  combined  as  Evans 
Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  LtJ.,  is  an  appropriate  Title  for  these  Notes  on  a  Visit  to  the 
New  Laboratories  of  the  Company  in  Liverpool. 


HE  high  development  of  the 
artistic  sense  has  on  but 
rare  occasions  been  associated  with 
pharmacy,  yet  this  association  is  the 
first  feature  that  impresses  one  on 
inspecting  the  extended  laboratories 
of  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  & 
Webb,  Ltd.,  in  Fleet  Street,  Liver- 
pool. The  initial  letter  strikes  the 
keynote.  It  embraces  the  new  gate- 
way to  the  premises,  the  designer 
of  which  is  Sir  Aston  Webb,  R.A., 
whose  brother  is  one  of  the  senior 
directors  of  the  company ;  while  the 
sketch  of  the  doorway  is  by  Sir 
Aston's  son,  Mr.  Maurice  Webb. 
Surely  a  Royal  Academician  has 
never  been  called  upon  before  to  prepare  the  plans  of  a 
manufacturing  chemists'  laboratory  !   The  gateway  tells  one 


up  three  public-houses  at  a  cost  to  them  of  many  hundreds 
a  year.  There  still  stand  on  the  Concert  Street  side  several 
buildings,  marked  "future  extension"  on  the  plan,  and 
we  do  not  doubt  that  it  will  be  needed  in  a  few  years,  for 
the  third  generations  of  the  incorporated  families  are  in  the 
business,  and  are  trying  if  their  generation  cannot  beat  the 
older  ones. 

The  new  premises  which  we  went  to  Liverpool  to  inspect 
are  indicated  on  the  plan  by  the  multitude  of  lines.  The 
part  to  the  left  of  the  entrance,  back  to  the  tincture- 
room  (but  not  including  it),  is  new  from  the  foundations 
upwards.  The  fact  does  not  require  elaboration  that  ar> 
extension  of  this  size  in  a  four-storey  and  basement  build- 
ing is  a  big  thing.  The  structural  changes  have  been 
carried  out  in  red  brick,  with  stone  facings  to  the  street 
frontage,  white-glazed  brick  being  used  in  the  courtyard, 
where  the  maximum  of  light  is  requisite.  Internally  two 
great  changes  stand  out  :  first,  all  the  power  required  in  the 
place  comes  from  two  55-kilowatt  steam  dynamos,  and,

that  a  master  hand  in  Art  has  been  there  ;  it  is  simple  and 
unassuming,  yet  leaves  on  the  mind  a  sense  of  the  grand. 
We  thought  it  would  interest  those  of  our  readers  who  like 
to  study  plans  to  see  one  of  an  R.A.'s,  so  we  reproduce  the 
plan  that  was  prepared  for  the  insurance  company.  It 
serves  also  to  show  what  Messrs.  Evans  have  been  doing. 

The  company  own  the  block  of  ground,  bounded  on  the 
north  by  Wood  Street,  on  the  south  by , Fleet  Street,  and 
on  the  east  by  Concert  Street.  In  the  course  of  their 
absorption  of  the  premises  on  the  ground  they  have  shut 


second,  the  manufacturing-arrangements  have,  as  it 
were,  been  turned  upside  down — that  is  to  say,  the  steam- 
operations  previously  in  laboratories  on  the  ground  floor 
have  been  transferred  to  the  top  floor.  The  latter  move 
has  made  an  immense  improvement  in  the  atmospheric  con- 
ditions of  the  whole  building.  The  rearrangement  besides 
is  considerable,  the  scheme  followed  being  to  get  the  dif- 
ferent processes  so  placed  that  the_-materials  and  products 
work  from  the  top  downwards  to  the  packing  and  stock 
rooms,  whence  they  are  transmitted  to  the  warehouses  in 
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Hanover  Street  and  London.  Thus  the  Fleet  Street 
premises  are  solely  used  for  production,  and  not  at  all  for 
distribution  to  the  company's  customers. 

This  preliminary  glance  indicates  that  the  object  of  the 
extension  of  the  premises  has  been  to  give  more  space 
for  working  rather  than  for  new  departments.  On  a  visit 
which  we  paid  to  the  place  some  years  ago  we  found  every 
room  in  a  congested  state,  and  work  was  impeded  and  output 
curtailed  in  consequence.  Now  all  this  is  changed,  and  the 
workers  have  elbow-room. 

Our  inspection  of  the  extension  began  at  the  top  floor  by 
lift — electric — all  floors  being  so  connected  for  conveyance 
of  materials.    Stepping  into  one  of  the  pan-rooms  we  find 


we  show  in  the  next  picture.  Here  such  preparations  as 
spt.  aether,  nit.  and  spt.  ammon.  aromat.  are  made,  and  for 
fluid  extracts  and  tinctures  there  are  several  giant  perco- 
lators, holding  up  to  5  cwt.  of  marc.  The  doorway  at  the 
back  of  the  picture  gives  a  peep  into  the  room  where  opera- 
tions that  need  an  open  fire  are  conducted,  such  as  plasters 
and  Parrish's  syrup.  Going  from  room  to  room,  one's  eye 
catches  a  letter  and  number  over  each  door — e.g.,  the  last 
room  is  E7.  A  question  about  this  brings  the  reply  that  the 
various  blocks  are  lettered  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E,  the  last 
being  the  new  building. 

Descending  to  the  second  floor,  we  pass  through  one  of 
several  sections  in  which  comminuting  and  grinding  are  done

a  spacious  and  magnificently  lighted  apartment  contiguous 
with  store-rooms,  in  which  are  the  drugs  as  they  come  from 
the  mills.  This  is  one  of  the  labour-saving  arrangements 
that  the  new  buildings  provide.  There  are  twenty-four 
pans  in  this  room,  and  the  figures  of  the  workers  serve  to 
indicate  the  scale  of  the  apparatus.  At  the  back  of  the 
photograph  by  the  windows  is  a  giant  extraction- vat,  which 
holds  a  ton  of  cascara  sagrada,  sufficient  for  200  gals,  of 
liquid.    This  has  two  steam-coils  inside  it  for  heating  the

infusion.  In  the  courtyard  below  a  similar  vat  was  await- 
ing ascent  at  the  time  of  our  visit.  At  the  side  of  the 
«ascara-vat  is  a  hopper,  with  a  flue  going  down  to  the  boiler- 
house  four  floors  below.  Down  this  go  all  exhausted  marcs 
to  be  used  as  fuel  for  the  boilers — a  quick  and 
economical  way  of  disposing  of  fibrous  material. 
This  pan-room  contains  other  apparatus ;  for  instance, 
a,  peculiar  device  of  the  laboratory  manager's  (Mr. 
F.  J.  Burd)  for  preparing  camphorated  oil  rapidly  and 
thoroughly,  5  cwt.  being  finished  off  each  day  ready  for 
bottling.  Contiguous  with  this  pan-room  is  a  sort  of  com- 
posite room,  with  stills  and  percolators,  a  glimpse  of  which

at  places  to  suit  the  purpose  for  which  the  drugs  are  re- 
quired. The  system  of  electric  motors  makes  this  possible, 
where  otherwise  all  grinding-operations  might  have  to  be 
relegated  to  one  block,  with  consequent  inconveniences. 
There  are  nineteen  motors  in  the  premises,  each  for  a  special 
purpose.  On  the  second  floor  disintegrators  are  daily  en- 
gaged in  grinding  sandalwood  (which  first  passes  through  a 
chipping-machine)  and  podophyllum,  the  former  for  essen- 
tial oil  and  the  latter  for  resin,  to  which  further  reference

will  be  made  later.  On  the  E  section  of  the  floor  there  are 
several  exceptionally  large  and  well-lighted  apartments  for 
the  finer  operations.  First  we  note  the  analytical  and  ex- 
perimental laboratory,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  G.  W. 
Marris,  Ph.C.  It  is  excellently  equipped,  and,  besides 
testing  everything  that  comes  into  the  house,  the  analysts 
assay  and  examine  all  that  comes  from  the  company's  own 
laboratories.  At  the  moment  of  our  visit  Mr.  Marris  was 
determining  the  refractive  index  of  some  olive  oil  (in  which 
the  Evans  house  does  enormous  business),  and  an  apparatus 
close  by  was  the  means  of  leading  up  to  a  conversation  on 
the  new  U.S. P.  and  revealing  the  fact  that  all  the  new 
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manufacturing  processes  in  that  work  have  been  experi- 
mentally carried  on  by  Mr.  Marris  and  his  colleagues. 
Manufacturing-plant  in  miniature  is  provided  for  such 
experiments.  Another  important  laboratory  on  this  floor 
is  Ell,  where  such  delicate  operations  as  emulsion  and 
ointment  making  are  done.  It  was  curious  to  notice  here 
the  variety  of  apparatus  for  ointments — one  a  ball-mill, 
another  a  grey  granite-roller  mill,  and  a  "Wilkinson" 
were  among  them.  A  room  near  by  is  used  for  the  little 
packing  that  is  done  in  the  Liverpool  house  ;  for  although 
Hawley's  Counter-adjuncts  are  an  important  department 
of  the  business  and  are  compounded  in  Liverpool,  most  of 
them  are  packed  in  the  London  house.  As  only  odd  jobs 
are  done  in  Liverpool,  the  packing-room  photograph  indi- 
cates a  scale  of  operations  which  would  suffice  for  many 
businesses,  and  we  struck  another  later  on  where  granular 
preparations,  health-salts,  and  the  like  are  packed. 

The  ground  floor  of  E  building  is  occupied  with  storage 
and  forwarding  departments  chiefly;  but  that  portion 
nearest  the  tincture-room  has  relieved  the  latter  of  some 
of  the  work  hitherto  done  there.  This  tincture-room  is  a 
magnificent  factory,  quite  distinct  from  the  provisions  on 
the  top  floor  of  E  building,  and  the  array  of  percolators 
that  catches  the  eye  is  only  equalled  in  effect  by  the  giant 
proportions  of  a  specially  designed  hydraulic  press,  whose 
power  is  3  tons  to  the  square  inch. 

In  the  inspection  so  far  of  the  extension  we  observe  that 
the  old  dovetails  so  well  with  the  new  as  to  make  it  diffi- 
cult to  tell  the  one  from  the  other,  and  the  idea  that  gets

uppermost  in  the  mind  is  the  order  and  organisation  of  all 
the  arrangements.  The  provision  for  tincture-making  is 
not  the  only  impressive  sight  that  meets  one's  eye.  Next 
we  walked  through  the  grinding-department — hastily,  for 
noise  and  dust  prevail  there;  and  it  is  wonderful  to  find 
the  most  ancient  stamping-mills  working  under  the  same 
roof  as  the  most  modern  grinding  notion,  which  literally 
makes  certain  articles  powder  themselves  consequent  on 
the  concussion  that  comes  by  rapid  flight.  One  of  the  most 
interesting  departments  is  where  granulation  of  effervescent 
preparations  is  done  ;  here  the  apparatus  employed  is  the 
most  ingenious  we  have  seen  and  unique  in  design.  The 
grinding  of  sandalwood  and  podophyllum  has  already  been 
referred  to.  In  due  course  we  came  to  the  room 
where  the  powders  go.  '  It  is  illustrated  above,  the 
being  in  the  room  seven  of  these  huge  stills, 
which  take  5  cwt.  of  cloves,  sandalwood,  or  the 
like  at  a  time.  Two  are  constantly  going  with  sandal- 
wood, Messrs.  Evans  being  among  the  leading  distillers 
of  this  oil  in  the  world.  It  is  worth  noting  that  a  com- 
paratively small  proportion  of  the  sandalwood  oil  distilled 
is  used  medicinally.  In  the  still-room  are  several  enormous 
percolators,  two  of  which  (capacity  1  ton)  are  constantly  in 
operation  for  the  exhaustion  of  podophyllum  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  podophyllin.  The  percolators  are  cheek-by-jowl  with 
stills  for  evaporation  of  the  spirituous  liquor,  and  a  Bird's 
spirit-recovery  still  is  also  near  by.  Scammony  and  other 
resinous  drugs  are  also  treated  in  this  room  for  the  isolation 
of  their  active  ingredients  in  medicinal  form. 


Another  department,  or  rather  series  of  operations  which 
appeal  to  the  pharmacist,  and  in  which  one  might  spend  a 
day  with  profit,  is  devoted  to  the  production  of  pills, 
tablets,  and  capsules;  but  the  mixing  of  malt  and  oil  is 
done  in  one  of  the  apartments  of  the  section.  It  would 
need  a  set  of  photographs  to  adequately  show  what  is  Gone 
in  the  pill-department;  and,  space  preventing  our  using 
these,  we  must  allow  a  few  sentences  to  convey  the  fact  that 
here  pills  are  made  in  every  approved  manner  known  in  the 
art  of  pill-making,  from  the  hand-machine  to  the  Colton 
cutter,  which  one  feeds  with  mass  at  one  end  and  takes  out 
finished  pills  at  the  other.  There  are  coaters,  too,  of  several 
descriptions  for  sugar  and  pearl  coating,  and  an  English 
suction-machine  for  coating  with  solution  without  pinhole. 
In  the  tablet-room  Sudworth's  exceedingly  simple  and 
smooth-working  compressor  is  paramount  as  to  size  and 
output;  but  here  also  variety  of  machines  is  found,  the 
Evans  principle  as  to  machinery  being  to  try  everything 
new  that  will  save  time  and  labour  and  perfect  the  pro- 
ducts. We  have  a  good  example  of  this  in  the  capsule- 
powder  filling-apparatus,  which  consists  essentially  of  a 
mould,  like  that  used  for  tablet-triturates,  and  capsule- 
holders  which  correspond  with  it.  The  mould  is  adjusted 
to  the  weight  of  the  powder  required,  and  an  ingenious 
machine  transfers  the  powder  to  the  bottom  halves  of  the 
capsules,  another  movement  of  a  lever  fitting  on  the  lids. 

This  rapid  survey  of  the  premises  by  no  means  exhausts 
the  details  which  we  gathered  during  our  visit.  The  chief 
impression  which  an  inspec- 


tion gives  is  that  the 
laboratories  are  organised  as 
a  distinct  working-esta- 
blishment, from  which  the 
.constituent  trading-houses 
in  Liverpool,  London,  and 
Montreal  draw  their  sup- 
plies for  distribution  to 
customers.  Mr.  J.  Herbert 
Evans,  who  has  supreme 
control  of  the  place,  has, 
besides  a  staff  of  expert 
pharmacists  as  heads  of  de- 
partments, with  Mr.  F.  J. 
Burd  as  manager  and  Mr. 
J.  T.  Hornblower  as  assis- 
tant manager,  a  clerical  staff 
on  the  premises.  The 
equipment  of  the  labora- 
tories in  respect  to  manufacturing- facilities  and  the  co- 
ordination of  the  departments  are  notable  directions  in 
which  the  extension  has  improved,  and  altogether  the 
place  is  a  credit  to  British  pharmacy.  Last  March  we 
noted  the  opening  of  the  laboratories,  and  since  then  we 
understand  that  they  have  been  visited  by  a  number  of 
retailers,  besides  members  of  Chemists'  Associations  and 
students  in  Schools  of  Pharmacy.  Mr.  Evans  informs  us 
that  he  and  his  co-directors  will  be  very  pleased  to  make 
arrangements  for  others  to  inspect  the  laboratories.

Professor  Tschirch,  Hon.  M.P.S. 


FROM  the  earliest  times  the  resinous  exudations  of  plants 
have  been  used  in  medicine,  perfumery,  and  the  arts, 
and  the  knowledge  of  their  properties  and  virtues  that  we 
possess  has  been  largely  derived  from  experience  and 
tradition.    Until  recent  years  our  chemical  knowledge  of 

resins  has  been 
limited  in  nature, 
and  was  almost 
confined  to  their 
volatile  constitu- 
ents. This  is  not 
surprising,  in  view 
of  the  great  diffi- 
culties which 
chemists  encounter 
when  they  attack 
resinous  sub- 
stances. Few 
things  are  more 
repelling,  none  re- 
quire so  much 
plodding  and  pa- 
tient perseve- 
rance ;  indeed,  a 
chemist  may  have 
to  spend  the  work- 
ing days  of  a  year 
or  two  on  a  single 
article  before  he 
isolates  all  its  con- 
stituents in  defi- 
nite forms,  the 
identity  of  which 
can  be  placed  be- 
yond dispute.  In 
this  domain  of  in- 
vestigation chemists  owe  much  to  the  gifted  German 
apotheker,  botanist,  chemist,  and  pharmacognosist,  Pro- 
fessor William  Oswald  Alexander  Tschirch,  Director  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Institute  of  the  University  of  Berne. 
Tschirch  has  pioneered  in  this  work,  and  if  on  an  occasion 
some  other  worker  has  improved  upon  his  results,  that  may 
fairly  be  regarded  as  like  the  removal  of  tree-stumps  from  a 
field  won  from  the  virgin  forest. 

Tschirch  has  but  recently  entered  on  his  fifty-first  year. 
He  was  born  at  Guben,  in  Prussia,  and  served  an  apprentice- 
ship to  an  apotheker,  then  studied  at  Berlin  University, 
where  he  graduated  as  Ph.D.  Then  he  spent  some  time  in 
the  laboratory  of  the  public  analyst  for  Berlin,  before  be- 
coming a  lecturer  in  botany,  his  second  appointment 
in  that  capacity  being  at  the  Agricultural  College, 
Berlin.  His  interest  in  pharmacognosy  was  arous°ed 
by  the  late  Professor  Fliiekiger,  who  got  Tschirch 
to  revise  his  "  Grundlagen  der  Pharmacognosie,"  and  the 
direct  outcome  of  this  was  his  appointment  in  1890  as 
prof essor  of  the  subject  at  Berne  University.  His  interest 
in  medicinal  and  economic  vegetable  products  is  only 
equalled  by  his  remarkable  learning,  derived  from  travel 
in  the  East  and  visits  to  the  most  important  markets  in 
Europe  as  well  as  from  library  work  and  correspondence. 
His  investigations  of  the  resins  (which  have  induced  these 
remarks)  were  first  embodied  in  book-form  six  years  ago, 
and  now  a  second  edition  of  the  book  has  been  published.* 
This  work  is  of  such  magnitude  and  so  comprehensive  in 
its  character  that  it  would  hardly  be  possible,  within  reason- 
able limits,  to  more  than  indicate  its  scope  and  its  excep- 
tional value.  In  order,  therefore,  to  convey  some  idea  of 
the  plan  and  completeness  of  the  work,  which  embodies 
such  a  vast  amount  of  research  in  every  branch  of  the 
subject,  it  seems  desirable  in  the  first  place  to  present  a 
brief  synopsis  of  its  contents.

The  first  volume  is  divided  into  a  Chemical  Part  (pp. 
3-189)  and  a  so-called  Special  Part  (pp.  193-1082),  the 
latter,  although  essentially  chemical  in  character,  being 
devoted  chiefly  to  the  numerous  investigations  of  the  resins 
which  have  been  conducted  by  the  author  and  his  pupils. 
In  an  appendix  of  about  ten  pages  the  behaviour  of  various 
resins  or  their  constituents  towards  certain  chemical 
reagents  is  tabulated.  The  second  volume  is  entirely 
botanical,  and,  in  addition  to  about  140  pages  of  subject- 
matter,  contains  a  very  complete  index  to  the  entire 
work. 

In  the  Chemical  Part  the  physical  and  chemical  proper- 
ties of  the  resins  in  general  are  considered,  together  with  a 
plan  for  their  classification  and  an  outline  of  the  methods 
for  their  examination.  This  is  followed  by  several  exceed- 
ingly interesting  chapters  on  the  "  Historical  Development 
of  Eesin-investigations,"  which,  beginning  in  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  centuries,  whjn  pyrochemical  methods 
were  chiefly  employed,  and  extending  through  the  two  sub- 
sequent centuries,  with  the  use  of  the  more  refined  methods 
of  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis,  have  culminated 
in  the  still  more  advanced  studies  of  our  own  time. 

In  the  Special  Part  an  elaborated  account  is  given  of  the 
origin,  characters,  and  chemical  composition  of  those  resins 
which  have  been  investigated  by  the  author  and  his  pupils. 
Many  of  these  studies  will  already  have  been  familiar  to 
chemists  interested  in  this  subject  through  their  publica- 
tion during  the  past  fifteen  years,  either  wholly  or  in  part, 
in  the  "  Archiv  der  Pharmazie  "  under  the  comprehensive 
title  "  Investigations  of  the  Secretions."  In  their  present 
form,  however,  they  are  not  only  considerably  amplified, 
but  are  embellished  with  numerous  illustrations,  some  of 
which  are  reproductions  of  original  photographs,  and  there- 
fore afford  an  accurate  representation  of  the  methods 
employed  in  various  countries  for  the  collection  of  resinous 
products  which  are  of  both  chemical  interest  and  medicinal 
or  technical  value.  As  examples  of  these  there  need  only 
be  mentioned  the  various  gum-resins  and  so-called  balsams 
(benzoin,  asafetida,  Peru  balsam,  tolu  basalm),  the  dif- 
ferent varieties  of  turpentine,  caoutchouc,  guttapercha,  etc. 

The  smaller  botanical  part  of  the  work  gives  an  historical 
account  of  the  development  of  the  investigations  relating 
to  the  secretion-receptacles,  an  elucidation  of  their  different 
forms  and  of  the  oil-cells,  the  influence  of  frost  and  of 
vegetable  parasites,  and  a  consideration  of  laticiferous 
ducts,  etc.,  this  division  of  the  subject  being  also  very  fully 
illustrated. 

A  special  featuie  of  the  entire  work,  and  one  which 
affords  striking  evidence  of  its  thoroughness,  is  the  very 
large  number  of  citations  from  the  literature,  both  ancient 
and  modern.  The  references  to  these  sources  of  infor- 
mation must  alone  have  involved  an  amount  of  labour  for 
which  any  words  of  commendation  would  hardly  seem  com- 
mensurate, but  which  cannot  fail  to  be  appreciated  by  those 
engaged  in  this  field  of  research. 

If,  finally,  the  entire  work  be  viewed  in  a  broader  aspect, 
and  if  it  be  considered  that  the  large  group  of  substances 
comprised  under  the  name  of  "  resins  "  has  never  before 
been  made  the  subject  of  so  comprehensive  and  systematic 
a  study,  some  estimate  may  be  formed  of  its  extended 
usefulness.  It  not  only  contains  a  large  amount  of  infor- 
mation which  may  be  regarded  as  primarily  of  value  to 
the  chemist,  pharmacist,  and  botanist,  but  may  also  be 
consulted  with  profit  by  those  who  are  especially  interested 
in  the  industry  and  the  technical  applications  of  resinous 
products. 

Although  so  many  of  the  natural  products  which  are 
broadly  designated  as  resins  have  already  been  more  or  less 
fully  examined,  and  are  known  to  contain,  or  to  afford  by 
their  destructive  decomposition,  a  very  large  number  of 
most  interesting  chemical  substances — for  example,  many 
of  the  so-called  aromatic  acids,  phenols,  etc. — there  is  a  still 
larger  number  which  await  investigation  and  would  doubt- 
less prove  of  equal  interest. 

The  work  of  Professor  Tschirch,  while  presenting  Inn 
such  a  complete  and  attractive  form  a  summary  of  existing 
knowledge  concerning  resinous  bodies,  and  therefore  in 
itself  of  lasting  value,  will  undoubtedly  also  serve  as  a 
stimulus  to  their  more  extended  study,  and  thus  materially 
contribute  to  the  development  of  this  important  branch  of 
science.

Sir, — With  regard  to  your  report  of  my  paper  read  before 
the  Chemists'  Association  here,  I  notice  that  I  am  credited 
with  the  discovery  of  theobroma  oil  in  storax.  May  I  point 
out  that  the  drug  in  question  contained  coco-nut  oil  and  not 
theobroma,  the  price  of  the  latter  excluding  its  use  for  the 
purpose.  As  I  pointed  out  at  the  time,  the  solubility  of  coco- 
nut oil  in  alcohol  renders  it  of  greater  use  than  the  majority 
of  fixed  oils  and  fats.

The  Essence  of  System. 

Sir, — Mr.  W.  E.  Stead  said  in  the  American  magazine 
"  System  "  that  he  was  always  preparing  elaborate  systems 
for  his  own  guidance,  and  he  invariably  had  to  throw  them 
aside  and  take  up  the  most  urgent  thing  each  day,  and  do 
that  first.    So  he  concluded  he  had  no  system. 

There  is  only  one  Stead,  and  he  interviews  Emperors  and 
other  crowned  heads,  so  his  system  must  needs  be  so  elastic 
as  to  appear  as  if  he  had  none.  But  Stead  has  more  than 
that — he  makes  out  his  system  on  the  spur  of  the  moment 
to  suit  each  day,  each  case,  each  difficulty ;  and  he  gets 
practice  by  writing  out,  in  his  odd  moments,  elaborate 
systems,  even  if  he  does  not  follow  them. 

I  wonder  how  many  chemists  can  see  any  analogy  between 
Stead's  case  and  the  advice  given  in  "  Modern  Business 
Methods"  in  1906  C.  <£  D.  Diary  ?  Daily  work,  urgent 
work,  has  to  be  done,  and  done  first ;  but  why  not  prepare 
oneself  to  do  that  systematically  by  preparing  systems  a  la 
Stead,  even  if  you  never  follow  one  out  to  the  end  ? 

Write  down  to-day — Now — a  list  of  all  the  happenings  in 
your  shop  which  have  wasted  your  time,  annoyed  you, 
delayed  you  or  your  men,  caused  loss  or  waste.  Hang  the 
list  up  where  you  will  see  it  many  times  a  day — where  it 
will  compel  you  to  see  it — and  keep  it  there  until  you  do 
away  with  the  lot.  Take  such  steps  as  will  prevent  all 
possible  chance  of  recurrence,  and  you  will  have  made  a  start 
on  the  way  towards  systematising  your  own  shop  to  suit 
your  own  head  and  your  own  needs.  Get  that  done — you 
will  soon  need  more.

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

Sir, — I  think  that  "Assistant  L.S.A.'s"  suggestion, 
which  appeared  in  last  week's  C.  <£  D.,  re  a  title  for  quali- 
fied dispensers  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  is  one  which 
claims  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Association.  I  have 
always  thought  that  some  title  ought  to  accompany  the 
splendid  certificate  which  is  given.  I  feel  quite  sure  that 
if  steps  were  taken  immediately  some  such  title  as  "  Assist- 
ant L.S.A."  suggests  could  be  obtained.  I  gather  from 
the  latter  part  of  his  letter  that  he  is,  in  some  degree,  in 
sympathy  with  the  "  great  unqualified."  As  I  take  it,  he 
suggests  that  the  diploma  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  be 
declared  "null  and  void."  Now,  I  think  this  is  an  un- 
worthy suggestion  on  the  part  of  any  assistant  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries.  If  "  Assistant  L.S.A."  is  anxious 
to  become  connected  with  business  which  can  only  be  done 
legally  by  qualified  chemists,  let  him  go  to  work,  as  others 
have  to  do,  and  thus,  by  his  own  efforts,  win  for  himself  a 
place  in  the  ranks  of  the  "envied."

Physiologically  Standardised  Ergot. 
gIR) — We  have  read  the  letter  signed  "  Pharmacist " 'in 
your  issue  of  December  15,  and  while  we  think  it  would 
have  been  more  courteous  had  your  correspondent  signed 
the  letter  with  his  name  to  what  is  apparently  an  attempt 
to  discredit  our  product  rather  than  to  throw  any  light  on 
the  subject  of  standardisation,  we  have  no  objection  what- 
ever to  replying  to  his  questions. 

"  Pharmacist"  is  anxious  to  know  whether  we 
intend  to  abandon  the  cock's-comb  test,  which  Dr.  Dixon 
condemns  as  worthless,  and  use  in  its  place  what  is  ap- 
parently the  only  reliable  test — the  observation  of  mam- 
malian blood-pressure. 
In  reply  we  beg  to  say  (1)  that  we  have  no  intention 
of  abandoning  the  cock's-comb  test;  (2)  that  Dr.  Dixon  has 
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never  condemned  this  test  as  "  worthless  "  ;  and  (3)  that  we 
guarantee  that  all  our  preparations  of  ergot  will  produce 
the  characteristic  rise  in  blood-presure.  Our  ergot  has  been 
tested  on  numerous  occasions  by  independent  experts  by 
the  blood-pressure  test,  and  invariably  with  the  very  best 
results.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate  these  occasions ; 
we  need  only  quote  the  statements  of  one  worker — namely, 
Dr.  W.  E.  Dixon,  of  Cambridge  University,  whose  autho- 
rity on  this  question  admittedly  stands  very  high. 

In  the  course  of  a  lecture  on  "  Physiological  Standardi- 
sation," delivered  to  the  members  of  the  Therapeutical 
Society  on  November  29,  1905,  Dr.  Dixon  referred  to 
ergot.  Some  remarks  were  made  after  the  lecture,  and 
the  lecturer  was  asked  if  he  had  ever  tested  the  physio- 
logically standardised  ergot  on  the  market,  and  in  reply 
Dr.  Dixon  said  he  had,  and  that  he  had  found  it  "  very 
active"  (C.  &  D.,  December  2,  1905,  p.  881).  On  July  14 
last  a  meeting  of  the  Therapeutical  Society  was  held  at  Cam- 
bridge, when  numerous  physiological  experiments  were 
shown  to  the  members,  among  others  the  recording  on  the 
kymograph  of  tracings  of  blood-pressure  as  modified  by 
the  injection  of  various  drugs. 

"  Fluid  extract  of  ergot  was  next  employed,  and  here  also 
there  was  a  considerable  rise  of  blood-pressure.  In  con- 
nection with  this  experiment,  Dr.  Dixon  showed  a  cock 
which  had  received  1  oz.  of  the  same  fluid  extract,  and  its 
comb  had  become  gangrenous  in  the  course  of  half  an  hour." 
(C.  <£■  D.,  July  21,  1906). 

We  are  credibly  informed  that  our  fluid  extract  of  ergot 
was  employed  on  this  occasion.  One  other  quotation  only 
need  be  given — namely,  from  "A  Manual  of  Pharmaco- 
logy," recently  published  by  Dr.  Dixon.  In  that  work 
Dr.  Dixon  says  : 

"  Ergot  affords  another  example  of  a  drug  which  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  standardise.  Fowls  form  a  sensi- 
tive reagent  for  the  purpose,  as  after  a  certain  amount  of 
the  drug  the  comb  and  wattles  become  gangrenous  and 
drop  off  "  (p.  34). 

Dr.  Dixon  has  nowhere,  that  we  have  ever  seen,  said 
that  the  cock's-comb  test  is  "  worthless."  In  his  book  he 
speaks  of  fowls  forming  a  "  sensitive  reagent  "  for  the  pur- 
pose of  standardisation ;  while  in  the  paper  read  before  the 
British  Medical  Association  at  Toronto,  the  utmost  he  has 
done  is  to  suggest  that  the  pathological  condition  of  the 
comb  after  the  use  of  ergot  may  not  be  due  to  constriction 
of  the  capillaries.  The  explanation  which  we  have  always 
offered,  and  which  appears  in  our  literature,  is  that  of 
Grunfeld,  who  found  that  the  gangrene  of  the  peripheral 
parts 

"  is  due  partially  to  a  local  action  upon  the  walls  of  the  small 
bloodvessels,  and  partially  to  direct  action  on  the  vaso  motor 
centres,  resulting  in  the  narrowing  of  the  calibre  of  the 
vessels."    ("  The  Physiological  Test  of  Ergot,"  p.  13.) 

Whether  this  theory  is  accepted  by  physiologists  is  a 
matter  of  comparatively  small  importance;  what  is  really 
significant  is  the  acceptance  by  some  of  the  leading  pharma- 
cologists of  the  day  of  the  fact  that  the  cock's-comb  forms 
a  "  sensitive  reagent "  in  the  testing  of  ergot.

A  Retrospect  and  a  Prospect. 
Sir, — In  view  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  Government  Bill 
the  present  seems  a  good  time  to  review  the  status  quo. 
First  of  all,  without  prejudice,  we  must  recognise  that, 
owing  either  to  lack  of  foresight  or  a  blunder,  the  Act  of 
1868  failed  to  provide  for  the  contingency  of  the  limited 
company  intruding  on  the  ranks  of  bona- fide  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists.  In  the  next  place, 
owing  to  the  very  great  prevalence  of  dispensing  doctors,  the 
amount  of  pharmacy  pure  and  simple  existing  for  the  phar- 
macist to  carry  out  is  deplorably  small.  So  much  for  phar- 
macy from  the  outside.  From  the  inside  things  are  quite 
as  dark.  It  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  apprentices 
are  obtainable ;  if  a  census  were  taken  of  the  apprentices 
and  employers  in  Great  Britain,  carefully  excluding  the 
promoted  errand-boy  who  in  too  many  cases  forms  the 
cheapest  class  of  unqualified  assistant,  I  do  not  think  that 
apprentices  would  be  found  in  5  per  cent,  of  the  chemists' 
businesses.  Out  of  this  evil  arises  another  :  with  the  dis- 
appearance of  the  apprentice,  disappears  also  the  respon- 


sible assistant.  Three,  or  at  the  most  six,  months'  "  cram  " 
for  the  Minor  forms  the  average  assistant's  pharmaceutical 
education.  In  the  old-fashioned  apprenticeship  were  de- 
veloped the  relationships  of  personal  assistantship  to  a 
master  which  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence  to-day. 

Of  the  official  centre  of  education  at  Bloomsbury  Square 
and  our  examination  system  this  is  not  the  place  to  speak, 
but  it  is  questionable  whether  it  be  matter  of  congratulation 
that  the  pick  of  the  "  Square"  men  go  not  into  pharmacy 
but  into  other  more  scientific  and  more  lucrative  branches 
of  chemical  work. 

Chemists  themselves  provide  the  greatest  problem  of  all. 
A  few  have  pharmacies  which  are  worthy  of  the  name,  and 
have  excellent  relations  with  the  medical  men  of  the  dis- 
trict, whose  esteem  and  trust  they  hold  ;  in  fact,  we  may 
say  are  doing  well,  financially  and  socially.  By  far  the 
greater  number  exist  either  single-handed  or  with  one 
assistant  to  carry  on  businesses  which  partake  more  of  the 
nature  of  a  general  store  than  of  a  chemists'  shop  ;  how  can 
they  do  otherwise  ?  Of  legitimate  pharmacy  there  is  none 
to  be  done  in  most  districts,  and  without  sidelines  doors 
could  not  be  kept  open.  To  accentuate  the  unhappy  con- 
dition of  affairs,  chemists  as  a  class  are  more  utterly  and 
hopelessly  isolated  than  any  other  class.  Be  the  cause  what 
it  may — long  hours,  the  pettiness  of  the  business,  or  what 
not — it  is  next  door  to  impossible  to  really  unite  them. 
The  writer  has  for  many  years  taken  a  hand  in  organisation- 
work  in  various  parts  of  Great  Britain,  and  is  quite  certain 
that  in  no  other  trade  or  profession  is  there  so  gross  a 
neglect  of  the  social  instinct  as  among  chemists.  Let  any- 
one interested  read  the  glowing  accounts  of  dinners  and 
conferences,  of  social  functions,  and  of  business-meetings 
of  local  associations  in  London  and  the  provinces,  and  then 
let  him  find  out  the  number  of  pharmacists  in  business 
represented  by  each  local  association  !  Then  the  glow  soon 
fades. 

Another  factor,  of  more  real  importance  than  at  first  con- 
sideration apparent,  is  the  relation  existing  in  far  too  many 
cases  between  master  and  assistant.  For  this  undoubtedly 
the  abominable  "indoor"  system  is  responsible.  The 
average  master  looks  on  his  assistant  as  he  looks  on  his 
pill-pestle — viz.,  as  a  "  thing  "  for  working  up  more  or  less 
incongruous  mixtures  by  hard  labour.  He  never  considers 
him  as  a  human  being  who  would  under  decent  treatment 
probably  become  a  trusted  friend  ;  he  works  him  for  the 
longest  possible  hours  for  the  smallest  possible  .remunera- 
tion, and,  if  indoors,  with  the  least  possible  comfort;  then 
wonders  why  he  can  never  get  a  "good  assistant."  The 
assistant  of  to-day  is  the  manager  or  master  of  to-morrow. 
He  goes  either  to  a  drug-store,  where  he  will  at  least  get 
decent  hours,  or  opens  for  himself,  and  in  the  latter  case, 
being  human,  he  probably  decides  that  as  he  has  never 
received  human  treatment  from  his  master,  he  will  never 
grant  it  to  his  assistants  ;  and  so  the  dreary  round  drags  on. 

Now,  what  of  the  future  ?  For  almost  every  ill  men- 
tioned the  cure  is  the  same — Combination. 

Combination,  real  combination,  would  banish  useless  men 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  put  in  live  men. 
Combination — among  assistants  this  time — would  cripple 
the  stores,  for  some  time  at  any  rate.  Combination  would 
do  away  with  long  hours  everywhere  and  cut  prices  in  most 
places.  Combination — real  combination — would  compel 
consideration  by  Privy  Council  and  House  of  Commons. 
Heavens,  my  brothers,  the  "  Suffragettes  "  get  more  atten- 
tion than  pharmacists,  because  they  know  enough  to  shout 
all  together  instead  of  squeaking  in  camera  and  alone. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  knows  all  about  combination, 
one  combination  that  is,  itself,  and  whenever  any  new 
organisation  for  any  specific  purpose  is  talked  of,  it  promptly 
points  out  how  much  better  it  could  carry  out  that  purpose 
itself.  For  example,  was  there  not  a  year  or  two  ago  a 
suggestion  of  a  society  of  pharmacists  (I  think  all  Major 
men)  engaged  in  clinico-chemical  work  to  improve  their 
status,  help  their  education,  and  prove  it  by  examination  ? 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  heard  of  it  and  said,  "  Oh 
yes,  very  pretty,  we  can  do  all  that.  We  are  talking  about 
altering  the  Major  now."  They  talked  on;  they  have 
altered  the  Major,  they  have  cut  it  down  to  twice  a  year, 
they  cannot  meet  the  superior  training  of  the  graduate  in 
pharmacy  of  the  modern  university.  The  Federation  of 
Local  Associations  talked  of  representation  of  pharmacy  .in 
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Parliament;  they  even  talked  of  raising  a  fund.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  heard  of  it;  they  said,  "Oh  yes, 
very  pretty,  but,  but,  we  will  manage  that  fund  and  see  to 
it  all  for  you."  Where  is  that  scheme?  Where  is  that 
fund  ? 

Now,  my  brethren,  is  it  not  hopeless?  Our  claims  are 
unrecognised  by  the  Privy  Council  and  Parliament.  We 
have  few  privileges  and  many  drawbacks.  We  are  hope- 
lessly disunited,  and  yet  we  know  union  is  our  only  hope. 
Our  only  union  is  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (unions  and 
workhouses  are  generally  synonyms,  are  they  not?),  and 
this  autocrat  among  unions  won't  tolerate  any  rival.  What 
can  we  do  ? 

Frankly,  I  agree  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  the 
only  possible  hope  of  salvation,  but  not  this,  the  present 
Society.  _  In  the  coming  January  qualified  assistants  and 
chemists  in  business  will  be  asked  to  pay  each  his  guinea 
as  tribute  to  the  Egyptian.  Let  them,  then,  in  May  turn 
and  smite  those  Egyptians,  put  men  into  office  who  will  be 
live  men  ;  then  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  really  repre- 
sent the  pharmaceutical  body,  and  there  will  be  some  hope 
You  think  not?  Then  it  were  better  for  us  to  dissolve 
the  present  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  form  a  Trades 
Union  of  Chemists,  asking  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  be  our  instructor,  and  then  should  we  realise  that 
union  is  strength.  Haust.  Puhgans.  (213/23.) 

[The  writer's  onlooker  style  suggests  that  he  is  not  in  phar- 
macy. He  is:  a  Major  man,  and  a  member  of  the  Society 
which  he  so  trenchantly  criticises.— Editoh.] 

Education  of  Pharmacy  Students. 
Sir,— I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  remarks  made 
by  Professor  Palmer  Wynne  on  the  subject  of  the  education 
of  pharmaceutical  students,  and  cordially  agree  with  him 
He  refers  to  the  late  Mr.  Wm.  Southa'll's  method  of  en- 
couraging his  apprentices  to  study  early  in  their  career  the 
subjects  so  essential  for  their  proper  equipment  to  meet  the 
many  calls  on  their  ability  in  the  everyday  life  of  a  phar- 
macist. No  doubt  the  success  of  himself,  the  professor  and 
many  other  men  can  be  traced  to  such  methods  started 
early.  I  cordially  commend  to  all  students  his  remarks  that 
work  done  after  eight  o'clock  (and  after  a  good  day's  honest 
hard  work  in  the  pharmacy)  would  go  for  very  little  indeed. 
It  is  true  that  many  determined  souls  can  do  much  under 
such  conditions,  but  methinks  they  are  rare.  The  hint  to 
principals  is  certainly  called  for,  as  it  does  seem— to  many 
parents  especially— that  many  of  them  lack  interest  in  their 
pupils  beyond  what  service  they  can  secure  from  them.  The 
plan  adopted  by  the  large  steelworks  of  Sheffield  also  exists 
in  the  kindred  city  Birmingham  with  marked  success. 
If  further  proof  of  its  value  were  needed,  I  might  say 
it  was  the  method  always  adopted  by  the  late  Mr  G  F 
Schacht,  of  Clifton,  with  his  pupils.  They  were  required 
to  attend  the  University  College  lectures  at  Bristol  at  certain 
times,  generally  in  the  mornings  from  nine  to  12.30  or  there- 
abouts, on  alternate  days,  for  lectures  on  such  subjects  as 
■pertained  to  pharmacy.  Who  can  say  Mr.  Schacht  was  not, 
like  Mr.  Southall  or,  if  I  may  say  so,  the  professor  himself 
a  success  in  his  particular  calling?  The  contention  that 
pharmacy  is  played  out,  that  it  is  not  worth  the  attention  of 
young  men  of  to-day,  is  rank  nonsense.  Even  a  sweep's 
•calling  can  be  made  a  success  if  the  man  likes  his  work, 
works  at  it  because  he  likes  it,  does  it  well  for  his  honour's 
sake,  and  possesses  enthusiasm,  average  ability,  and  natural 
inclinations  to  lead  an  active  busy  life  and' endeavour  to 
leave  the  little  world  in  which  he  moves  a  trifle  better  than 
•he  found  it.  I  am  pleased  to  see  that  Mr.  Carteighe  has 
again  com©  into  the  fighting-line  ;  but  why  has  he  to  do  this  ? 
I  very  much  fear  it  is  because  the  younger  men — the  youth 
of  pharmacy — fail  to  see  its  present  dangers  and  are  en- 
veloped in  apathy.

Sir, — What  is  the  best  way  to  make  a  presentable  prepara- 
tion of  the  following  recipe  ?  I  found  great  difficulty  in  work- 
ing the  spirit  in,  and  only  succeeded  in  getting  about  half 
of  it  incorporated.

Realgar.  (213/9.) 

Coconut  oil  2  oz. 

Bay  rum   1  oz. 

Tinct.  of  nux  vomica       ...       ...    3  dr. 

Essence  of  bergamot    a  sufficiency 

[We  have  also  failed  to  get  in  more  than  2  dr.  of  the 
bay  rum.  A  good  preparation  is  obtained  by  adding  to  the 
tincture  five  drops  of  the  oils  for  bay  rum — i.e.,  oil  of  bay 
3  drops,  oil  of  orange-peel  I5  drop,  and  oil  of  pimento  5  drop — 
then  mixing  with  the  coconut  oil.] 

Mr.  V.  H.  Robson  (Liverpool)  writes  to  say  that  he  has 
compounded  the  antipyrin-mixture  (C.  &  D.,  November  24, 
p.  805),  and  it  has  not  turned  green. 


Legal  Queries. 

See  the  "C.  &  D.  Diary,  1905,"  for  mjch  legal  information  as  to 
all  trade  matters.  In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


Drugs  (232/73). — You  cannot  get  rid  of  a  rag-and-bone  mer- 
chant because  he  is  an  objectionable  person  (unless  he  is 
verminous),  but  if  his  business  is  a  public  nuisance  tell  the 
superintendent  of  police  about  it. 

Ergo  (233/18). — In  Ireland  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  are  not  to  interfere  "  with  the  business  of  wholesale 
dealers  in  supplying  poisons  in  the  ordinary  course  of  whole- 
sale dealing."  That  is  all,  and  although  it  does  not  sanction 
the  use  of  such  titles  as  "  wholesale  chemist  "  and  "  wholesale 
druggist,"  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  not  interfered  with 
bond-fide  wholesale  dealers  who  use  either. 

Rcmijia  (243/6). — The  title  "Heal-all"  on  an  ointment  for 
human  use  implies  that  it  is  a  specific,  therefore  liable  to 
medicine  stamp-duty.  "  Digestive  and  Liver  Mixture  "  is  a 
dutiable  title,  see  C.  &  D.  Diary  1907,  p.  262. 

K.  (243/66)  proposes  to  advertise  in  his  price-list 
P.A.T.A.  articles  at  cost-price,  ignoring  the  minimum  retail 
price-list  fixed  by  the  makers,  and  asks  us  if  he  is  acting 
legally  in  so  doing.  [It  is  a  good  way  to  court  trouble.  The 
simplicity  of  the  P.A.T.A.  system  consists  in  the  fact  that 
legally  binding  agreements  are  only  required  from  those,  like 
"J.  K.,"  who  have  not  conformed  with  the  voluntary  and 
mutually  beneficial  agreement  placed  upon  all  who  purchase 
P.A.T.A.  goods.  If  "J.  K."  starts  on  his  proposed  method 
of  trading,  he  will  sooner  or  later  reach  a  point  at  which  he 
will  not  be  able  to  get  supplies  of  P.A.T.A.  goods  unless  he 
gives  a  written  undertaking  not  to  sell  them  below  P.A.T.A. 
prices.] 

Fuscum.  (237/69). — If  you  have  the  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  to  make  the  chilblain-liniment  with 
methylated  spirit,  you  may  sell  it  as  you  please. 

Senex  (244/55). — If  a  chemist  receives  goods  on  sale  or 
return  without  an  agreement  that  he  holds  them  at  the 
owner's  risk,  he  is  responsible  for  their  value  if  they  are 
stolen  while  in  his  possession.

H.  R.  (201/44).— You  will  have  no  difficulty  in  Mixing  Olivi 
Oil  and  White  Vinegar  by  means  of  an  emulsifying-agent 
without  interfering  with  the  properties  of  either.  Application 
to  the  skin  necessarily  excludes  the  best  emulsifier,  gum  arabio, 
also  another  excellent  emulsifier,  saponin,  as  the  former  would 
be  sticky  and  the  latter  would  irritate  the  skin.  You  must 
therefore  fall  back  upon  tragacanth  or  yolk  of  egg.  The  yolk 
of  one  egg  will  emulsify  6  oz.  of  olive  oil  and  the  same  amount 
of  white  vinegar  without  material  separation.  You  have 
•  imply  to  put  the  whole  into  a  bottle  and  agitate  well.  The 
tragacanth  required  for  each  ounce  of  oil  is  10  grains.  Mix 
with  the  oil  thoroughly,  then  add  an  equal  volume  of  vinegar, 
and  shake  briskly. 
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X.  Y.  Z.  (217 /21).— Manufacture  of  Caramel.— The  method 
now'  generally  followed  is  exemplified  in  a  process  given  by 
Messrs.  Salamon  and  Goldie  in  a  paper  before  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  in  1900,  and  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  at 
the  time :  . 

About  5  cwt.  of  good  white  glucose  is  melted  m  an  iron 
vessel  at  95°  C.  It  takes  about  an  hour  to  melt  all  the 
glucose,  and  this  is  then  brought  to  boil  at  110°  C.  Next 
45  oz.  of  ammonium  carbonate  and  15  oz.  of  ammonium 
chloride  are  added,  and  the  mixture  allowed  to  boil  down, 
with  occasional  stirring,  until  the  caramel  "comes  on,' 
which  is  about  two  hours  after  the  boiling.  This  change  is 
very  noticeable,  not  only  on  account  of  the  increase  in 
volume  of  the  caramel  to  about  double,  but  because  of  the 
evolution  of  greyish-yellow  vapour,  which  is  very  pungent 
and  stains  the  hands  yellow.  The  temperature  of  "  coming 
on  "  is  about  154°  C.  The  heating  is  continued  until  the 
caramel  is  so  thick  that  it  can  only  just  be  agitated.  This 
takes  about  another  hour,  but  the  time  varies.  The  heat  is 
now  turned  off.  If  solid  caramel  is  required,  it  is  now 
thrown  out  on  iron  plates,  allowed  to  cool,  and  broken  up 
with  hammers.  If  fluid  caramel  is  being  made,  sufficient 
liquor  is  added  to  produce  a  solution  of  the  required 
density.  Heat  is  applied,  and  the  caramel  allowed  to  dis- 
solve without  stirring.  The  required  density  is  then  arrived 
at  either  through  boiling  or  adding  more  liquor.  The 
fluid  caramel  is  then  passed  through  sieves  and  stored  in 
iron  tanks. 

B.  P.  (251/55).—  Egyptiacum.—  The  following  is  the  formula 
at  present  official  in  the  French  Codex : 

Verdigris   1  oz. 

Vinegar   7  oz. 

Purified  honey   14  oz. 

Dissolve  the  verdigris  in  the  vinegar,  strain,  and  boil  with 
the  honey  till  thick. 

J.  B.  <£•  S.  (208/11).— We  do  not  know  Hillman's  drops  which 
you  say  are  popular  in  Russia  and  Germany.  Is  it  possible 
that  your  customer  has  thus  disguised  Hoffmann's  drops? 
The  latter  is  a  household  remedy  in  some  parts  of  the  Con- 
tinent. It  is  a  mixture  of  1  part  of  ether  and  3  parts  of 
90-per-cent.  alcohol. 

F.  H.  Jl.  (228/18).— You  do  not  tell  us  the  composition  of 
the  whole  mass. 

Dispenser  (206/39). — We  cannot  take  up  our  space  with 
elementary  information  on  photography,  especially  when 
there  is  such  a  copious  literature  on  the  subject. 

TV.  F.  G.  (225/40).— We  do  not  think  there  is  prospect  of 
success  in  twelve  retail  chemists  combining  and  floating  the 
combined  businesses  publicly.  The  last  attempt  of  this  nature 
which  was  made  was  a  failure,  and  the  scheme  which  you 
outline  is  on  the  same  lines — viz.,  for  each  chemist  to  manage 
the  business  which  he  has  sold  to  the  company  at  a  salary  to 
be  paid  by  the  company.  This,  in  your  eyes,  means  that  the 
chemist  continues  to  give  his  personality  to  the  business;  to 
the  investing  public  it  means  paying  the  chemist  the  value  for 
his  business,  and  transferring  the  risk  to  them.  This  con- 
clusion you  really  support  when  you  say  "  that  by  himself  the 
small  chemist  cannot  hope  to  do  much."  So  long  as  he  is  of 
that  way  of  thinking  he  certainly  will  not ;  it  is  the  man  who 
does  little,  knows  that  more  can  be  done,  and  sets  himself  to 
do  it,  who  succeeds  in  doing  more.  The  public  do  not  favour 
companies  more  than  individual  traders.  They  go  to  a  shop 
either  on  account  of  the  value  of  the  service  or  of  the  goods 
relative  to  the  cost,  and  some  companies  have  the  knack  of 
impressing  the  public  that  they  do  both  better  than  in- 
dividuals. Many  individual  chemists  beat  companies  under 
both  headings,  and  prosper.  You  may  be  right  in  thinking 
that  twelve  chemists  in  combination  can  buy  better  than  each 
by  himself,  but  it  will  take  a  very  clever  company-promoter 
to  put  this  proposition  to  the  public  in  such  a  way  as  to  attract 
money.  This  is  really  what  you  want,  and  it  is  as  difficult 
for  a  company  as  for  an  individual  to  get  money. 

Snooks  (87/17). — You  do  not  say  what  kind  of  worms  your 
dog  suffers  from,  so  you  must  try  the  shot-gun  remedy,  viz.  :

M.  R.  (Stuttgart)  (222/59).— The  reply  to  your  inquiry  had 
to  be  held  over  owing  to  want  of  space.  We  are  much  obliged 
for  the  information  about  destroying  cockroaches. 

TP.  /.  N.  (223/20).—  Coffee  Essence.— The  proportion  of 
glycerin  and  spirit  which  has  been  found  to  answer  well  as  a 
preservative  is  glycerin  4  oz.,  rectified  spirit  2  oz.  to  a  gallon, 
about  half  the  bulk  being  simple  syrup. 


A.  B.  (210/1). — You  do  not  even  tell  us  what  the  lamb- 
drench  is  for,  so  we  have  no  means  of  judging  if  it  is  worth  our 
while  to  analyse  it. 

F.  C.  (220/64). — Dental  Anesthetic. — We  can  confirm  the 
presence  of  cocaine  and  formaldehyde  in  this  solution,  but  not 
iodine.  We  have  not  sufficient  data  from  which  to  frame  a 
formula. 

Aloes  (228/52). — Toilet-cream. — This  is  an  example  of  the 
casein  toilet-cream,  a  formula  for  which  was  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  December  17,  1904,  p.  996. 

Novis  (230/68). — Healing-ointment. — The  sample  of  oint- 
ment, which  has  a  good  reputation  as  a  general  healing-oint- 
ment, is  made  as  follows :

E.  M.  &  Co.  (191/6).— Cattle-oil  for  Wounds.— This  is 
somewhat  difficult  to  match,  but  the  following  embodies  the 
principal  ingredients :

W.  &  S.  (195/25). — Rabbit-bait. — The  peculiar  odour  of 
this  mixture  used  for  rabbit-catching  seems  to  be  due  to 
trimethylamine,  tar  being  also  present.  We  cannot  deter- 
mine that  there  is  any  other  ingredient. 

Chemieus  (235/37). — (1)  There  is  no  official  formula  for  syr. 
hypophosph.  CO.,  hence  it  is  impossible  to  give  a  definite 
answer  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  correct  amount  of  liq.  ferri 
hypophosph.  to  add  to  the  syrup.  The  B.P.C.  formula  may 
be  taken  as  an  indication  of  the  usual  strength  of  this  syrup. 
(2)  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  affords  all  the  data  you  need 
for  calculating  the  percentage  of  strychnine  in  the  hydro- 
chloride. We  may  note,  however,  that  there  is  a  little  un- 
certainty as  to  the  amount  of  water  of  crystallisation  that  the 
salt  contains,  some  authorities  giving  only  1£  molecules  of 
water  against  the  2  molecules  in  the  B.P.  formula.  (3)  What 
is  Cascarine  ? — The  best  answer  we  can  give  to  this  is  to  refer 
vou  to  the  paper  bv  Dr.  H.  A.  D.  Jowett,  which  was  published 
in  the  C.  c£-  D.,  September  17,  1904,  p.  509.  Dr.  Jowett  re- 
viewed the  literature  of  the  various  attempts  that  have  been 
made  to  isolate  the  active  principle  of  cascara  sagrada.  The 
result,  of  the  experimental  work  was  to  demonstrate  that 
the  presence  of  emodin,  an  emodin  isomer,  glucose,  and  a 
substance  which  yields  svringic  acid  on  treatment  with 
acids.  No  evidence  could  be  obtained  of  the  existence 
of  chrysophanic  acid  or  chrysarobin.  or  of  glucosides 
yielding  on  hydrolysis  emodin,  chrysophanic  acid,  or  rham- 
netin  as  observed  bv  other  investigators.  Emodin  is  not  the 
active  principle  of  the  drug,  which,  however,  is  contained  in 
that  portion  of  the  lead-subacetate  precipitate  extracted  by 
ethyl  acetate  which  is  soluble  in  water  and  in  alcohol.  The 
cascarine  indicated  in  the  researches  of  Leprince  is  not,  accord- 
ing to  Jowett.  a  pure  principle,  as  the  latter  could  not  isolate  a 
crystalline  product  as  Leprince  claims  to  have  done. 

C.  p.  K.  (208/9).— (1)  Veterinary  Lotion  to  be  applied  after 
bathing  and  drying  the  part.  The  following  approximates 
the  composition  of  your  sample  :

M.  G.  &  Co.  (203/8). — Red-water  Powder.— The  active  in- 
gredient of  this  seems  to  be  tartar  emetic.  It  is  diluted  with 
powdered  charcoal.  The  dose  of  tartar  emetic  should  be 
from  8  to  10  grains. 

Boston  (203/19).— Universal  Liniment. — This  consists 
chiefly  of  essential  oil  of  camphor,  to  which  has  been  added  a 
small  proportion  of  turpentine  previously  coloured  with 
alkanet-root.  This  combination  makes  a  warming  liniment 
which  is  much  appreciated  by  the  public. 

X.  T.  7j.  (228/15). — The  metallic  mass  found  in  excavating 
for  a  well  is  iron  pyrites.  It  is  largely  used  as  a  source  of 
sulphur  in  the  manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid.  Unless  there 
are  sulphuric-acid  works  near  vou.  the  pyrites  is  comparativelv 
worthless,  as  the  carriage  of  the  substance  to  a  distance  would 
render  the  cost  prohibitory. 
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Nemo  (219/61). — Blacking  for  Tan  Boots. — This  appears  to 
be  6imply  a  solution  of  black  aniline  dye  in  methylated  spirit. 
The  proportion  of  1  oz.  spirit-stain  to  the  gallon  of  spirit  will 
fairly  represent  your  sample. 

A.  (7/11). — Pine  Jujube. — The  glyco-gelatin  mass  is  made  as 
follows : 

Transparent  gelatin    4  oz. 

White  sugar   4  oz. 

Glycerin        ...       ...       ...       ...    2^  oz. 

Water  to  make   16  fl.  oz. 

The  gelatin  is  soaked  in  the  water  for  two  hours,  then  heated 
on  the  water-bath  till  dissolved,  and  the  glycerin  added.  As 
you  desire  to  use  Irish  moss,  a  syrupy  decoction  should  be 
added  in  place  of  part  of  the  water  evaporated  on  the  water- 
bath,  while  the  pine  flavour  is  imparted  by  adding  ol.  pini 
3j--3U-  Other  methods  of  making  jujubes  are  given  in 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

F.  J.  B.  (215/9).^-Marking  Sheep.— The  following  is  the 
method  of  making  a  good  preparation  for  marking  sheep. 
The  marks  do  not  wash  out  with  the  weather,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  wool  is  not  permanently  stained,  and  so 
deteriorated  in  value : 

Place  100  gals,  of  commercial  oleic  acid  in  a  tank  and 
heat  to  about  250°  F.,  care  being  taken  to  prevent  burning. 
To  this  add  16  cwt.  of  common  resin  as  fast  as  it  can  be 
taken  from  the  cask  and  roughly  broken  up.  The  mixture 
is  then  stirred  until  the  resin  is  dissolved,  which  usually 
takes  from  two  to  three  hours.  It  is  then  allowed  to  cool 
to  about  100°  F.,  decanted  into  another  tank  into  which 
100  gals,  of  kerosene  is  poured,  and  the  whole  well  stirred 
till  thoroughly  mixed.  Next  3i  gals,  of  carbolic  acid  is 
added  and  well  mixed,  and  finally  30  lb.  of  vegetable  black 
is  stirred  in  until  the  mixture  is  homogeneous.  Run  into 
suitable  tins  for  use.  In  place  of  vegetable  black,  colours 
such  as  Venetian  red  or  ultramarine  may  be  employed. 
In  place  of  the  oleic  acid  animal-fat  may  be  employed. 

J.  M.  (222/21). — A  smoke  for  theatrical  purposes  can  be 
created  by  blowing  ammonia  vapour  through  a  tube  that  has 
been  wetted  on  the  inside  with  hydrochloric  acid.  Other 
means  of  producing  the  vapour  will  suggest  themselves. 

Agricola  (187/74).— Milk-fever  Cure.— This  appears  to 
consist  of  ammonium  chloride  dissolved  in  port  wine.  The 
dose  of  sal  ammoniac  for  a  cow  is  ^  oz.  to  1  oz. 

Hants  (24/11).— (1)  Thick  Cough-linctus.—  The  following 
recipe  from  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  should  suit  your 
requirements :

(2)  The  Dental  Anesthetic  is  better  freshly  made,  and 
should  be  prepared  with  every  precaution  for  obtaining  a 
8te"'®  solution.  Chloretone  is  only  soluble  1  in  200  of  water, 
and  this  may  be  the  cause  of  some  of  the  ingredients  in  your 
mixture  being  thrown  out  of  solution. 

F.  D.  (Budapest)  (229/2). — Kaolin  or  China  Clay  is  a  natural 
substance  used  in  the  manufacture  of  china.  Originally  it 
was  obtained  from  China,  but  the  discovery  of  kaolin  in 
Cornwall  and  Devon  laid  the  foundation  of  the  china-industry 
in  Ens-land.  The  finer  varieties  are  those  that  have  been 
washed  with  water  by  an  elutriation-process.  The  water  con- 
taining the  finer  particles  is  run  into  large  tanks  and  the 
clay  removed  and  dried,  when  a  sufficient  quantity  has  settled 
down. 

B.  S.  M.  (221/66).— Rabbit-scaring  Liquid,  used  in  Aus- 
tralia to  drive  the  animals  from  their  burrows.— This  seems 
to  be  a  mixture  of  essential  oil  of  camphor  and  turpentine, 
but  the  identity  is  a  little  obscure.  Perhaps  one  of  our 
Australian  subscribers  can  throw  some  light  on  the  matter. 

F-  J-  (236/68).— Calves-foot  Jelly  is  filtered  through  a  felt 
filter-bag,  suspended  in  a  warm  oven  or  drying-cupboard. 

II  aj  tedl0US  operation  at  best.  You  do  not  tell  us  what 
method  you  have  found  satisfactory— perhaps  it  is  the  above 
process. 

L.  Z.  (Milan)  (240/36).— Membranous  Capsules  are  made 
trom  gut-skin  such  as  is  employed  for  sausages.  Keratinised 
gelatin  capsules  are  used  with  the  same  idea  of  delaying 
solution  till  the  bowels  are  reached. 


S.  F.  (45/39). — The  Salt  Bricks  for  horses  to  lick  are,  we 
believe,  simply  made  by  compression,  no  binding-agent  is 
needed.  Probably  the  Salt  Union  could  supply  the  salt  in 
this  form.  . 

IF.  B.  &  Co.  (Whanganui  (241/16). — Arsenate  of  Lead  as 
an  insecticide  for  fruit-trees  is  the  least  caustic  of  the  arsenates. 
It  is  a  speciality  of  Messrs.  W.  H.  Swift  &  Co.,  Boston,  Mass., 
whose  name  you  mention.    The  wash  is  made  as  follows : 

Acetate  of  lead    2|  oz. 

Arsenate  of  soda     ...    1  oz. 

Water  to  make    ...  10  gals. 

Stir  till  dissolved,  when  the  solution  is  ready  for  use* 

Sometimes  treacle  or  dextrine  is  added  to  the  solution  to 
make  it  better  adhere  to  the  leaves,  and  a  recipe  in  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas"  (new  edition)  contains  in  addition  to  the 
arsenate  of  lead  a  soap-emulsion  of  paraffin.  A  little  plaster 
of  Paris  may  be  added  as  a  spray-marker,  so  that  it  is  easier  to 
see  where  the  liquid  has  been  applied.' 

S.  B.  M.  (241/39).— Ticket-writing  Ink.— A  formula  for 

this  is — 

Asphaltum   16  parts 

Venice  turpentine   18  parts 

Lampblack     ...       ...       ...       ...     4  parts

Mix  together.

Melt  the  lard  and  wax  in  a  water-bath  and  add  to  the  soap 
in  a  warm  mortar.  Rub  smooth  and  add  the  water  (warm) 
gradually,  reducing  the  temperature  of  the  last  portions. 
When  cool  add  the  perfume  dissolved  in  the  spirit,  stir  till  the 
froth  has  subsided,  and  pour  the  mixture  into  opal  pots  when  it 
is  on  the  point  of  setting. 

Mais  (Ham,  France)  (218/50).— Rubber-substitutes. — The 
materials  proposed  for  making  rubber-substitutes  are 
numerous.  The  products  are  often  only  in  the  nature  of 
diluents  of  indiarubber,  gum-resins  being  the  chief  bases 
employed  in  such  cases.  Another  class  of  substitutes  has  a 
gelatin  basis,  but  the  most  success  has  been  achieved  with 
vegetable  oils — linseed,  rape,  colza,  cottonseed,  and  castor. 
Castor  oil  is  the  basis  used  in  the  manufacture  of  velyril,  one 
of  the  most  successful  substitutes.  The  castor  oil  is  acted 
on  by  nitric  acid,  a  tenacious  body,  nitro-ricinolein,  resulting. 

Bag  (227/63). — Meat-colouring. — The  aniline  dye  in  the 
sample  of  meat-colouring  is  Ponceau  2R  (xylidine  scarlet). 
It  is  diluted  with  a  mixture  of  borax  and  potassium  nitrate. 
There  are  about  a  dozen  Ponceau  colours ;  you  do  not  say 
which  one  it  was  you  used  unsuccessfully. 

Sno  (237/58). — Eau  Sedative  de  Raspail,  which  is  official 
in  the  French  Codex,  is  an  excellent  refrigerant  lotion  and 
preferable  to  the  acetic-acid  and  sal-ammoniac  lotion  you  are 
using.    The  formula  is — 

Liquid  ammonia    6  oz. 

Spirit  of  camphor   1  oz. 

Sodium  chloride    ...    6  oz. 

Water   100  oz. 

All  by  weight.  Dissolve  the  salt  in  the  water,  filter,  add  the 
spirit  of  camphor,  and  finally  the  ammonia.  Shake  each  time 
before  use.
